Power ‘Horse’ 


Like Graham Wilson in “My Mechan- 
ical Horse” (April OUTDOOR LIFE), I 
also use a light motor bike to go hunt- 
ing and fishing. I’ve found it very handy 
for getting into back country. 

My bike is similar to Wilson’s in size, 
but I have been successful in adapt- 
ing it to maneuver unbelievably steep 
grades by lowering the gear ratio and 
using a knobby rear tire. 

I built a strong carrying stand on my 
bike and the picture shows how I used 
it to pack out a nice four-point buck 
last season.—Don T. Miller, Stockton, 
Calif. 


Another Rafter 


I particularly enjoyed David Dale 
Dickey’s article “My Own Public Pond” 
in March OUTDOOR LIFE. I’ve used a 
rubber raft for several years to reach 
difficult fishing spots, and I also use it 
in duck hunting to set out decoys and 
retrieve ducks from water that’s too 
deep for wading. 

I’ve found that most surplus rafts 
check badly from exposure to the sun, 
and to prevent this I apply a coat of 
liquid rubber cement. As to the prob- 
lem of a wet bottom in these rafts, I 
solve it in this manner: I inflate two 
large inner tubes to a low pressure, 


double them up, and place one at each 
end of the raft. I either sit directly on 
these or put a boat cushion on top of 
them. If I’m wearing waders, I dis- 
pense with the tube under my feet and 
hang my legs over the side—leaving 
room for a tackle box or decoys. 

I keep my raft inflated and carry it 
on top of the car.—Lawrence E. Burton, 
Brainerd, Minn. 


Trout on Bucktails 


Since Kit Bergh (“The Bucktail 
Rage,’ March OUTDOOR LIFE) hasn’t 
had experience with trout on jigs, you 
may find this story of interest. In the 
summer of 1953, I was stationed in 
Alaska with the Air Force and we did 
a lot of fishing in the Lake Iiamna 
area. Using wobbling spoons, we had 
no difficulty taking our limits of rain- 
bow and Dolly Varden trout on clear 
days. But if the weather was rainy and 
cold, nothing would work. On one such 
day, I tied on a %-oz. bucktail out of 
sheer desperation. Working it with a 
slow, jerking retrieve, I got a solid hit 
on my first cast, and after a 30-minute 
battle, landed a 1214-lb. lake trout. 
After that I always used bucktails on 
cloudy days, and never failed to take a 
couple of nice lakers. 

I’m sorry to say that I never tried 
jigs on clear days when trout were 
hitting other lures, but this experience 
certainly shows that under certain con- 
ditions, bucktails do take trout. It’s my 
feeling that, with some experimenta- 
tion, these lures would be effective 
trout-takers, especially on our Western 
rivers.—Anderson G. Flues, Chicago, Il. 


Landlocked Trout 


I started out with two pals one sum- 
mer day 30 years ago to look for moun- 
tain trout in one of the small tribu- 
taries of the Gila River in southwest- 
ern New Mexico.. The stream was 
known as Dry Creek and originated in 
a box canyon at an elevation above 
6,000 ft. There was no lead-in trail.

Will Carp Take Over? 


UESS WHAT'S threatening to ruin some of the 
Midwest’s most ‘promising fishing waters—the 
huge impoundments on the Missouri River. Carp. 

When the job of taming the Mighty Mo is completed 
there’ll be more than 100 big man-made lakes strung 
the length of it, and its tributaries, for 800 miles up- 
stream from the Nebraska border through the Dakotas 
and deep into eastern Montana. One, Garrison Reservoir 
in North Dakota, already dammed, will be longer and 
deeper than Lake Erie when the water level reaches 
full pool. Oahe in South Dakota, now building, will be 
even larger. 

As TVA and Army Engineer impoundments in Ken- 
tucky, Missouri, and other states have proved, those 
lakes could provide more top-flight fishing than that 
part of the country ever dreamed of, in an area that’s 
long needed it. Some, such as Garrison, Fort Randall, 
and Gavins Point—the latter two in South Dakota—are 
already doing just that. But carp are the big “if” in 
the future. 


As fast as dams are built and lakes filled, carp 
start to take over. Conditions in the impoundments 
are ideal for the fast growth of all fish. Trout planted 
at Canyon Ferry Dam in Montana grew to two pounds 
in two years. Bass and other fish in Fort Randall 
grow about twice as fast as in most Midwest waters. 
Carp do equally well. They thrive and multiply at a 
rate that’s giving Missouri River fishery authorities 
a major headache. Fort Peck Reservoir in Montana, 
completed in the 1940’s, is a good example. Fishing 
was hot for a few years, then began to taper off, and 
what was briefly a fisherman’s paradise is now close 
to a fisherman’s mirage—thanks to swarms of carp. 


Carp have been in the Missouri for more than 75 
years, but until the river was dammed natural factors 
kept them in check. Ups and downs of water levels 
stranded their eggs in the shallows, and sediment smoth- 
ered them. In the impoundments, these checks no longer 
operate. 

Another problem, equally serious, is looming. An 
irrigation project-is in the works at Garrison Reservoir. 
Water pumped out there to irrigate 1,000,000 acres in 
the Dakotas will eventually find its way into the Red 
River of the North, which flows across the Canadian 
border into Lake Winnipeg and feeds a maze of lakes 
that offer some of the finest fishing in Manitoba. Up to 
now the Red’s entire system is free of carp. 

Electric screens will be installed at pumping plants 
to keep carp out of the irrigation canals, but it’s a rare 
and optimistic biologist who believes none will slip 
through. Does that mean that the Red and the lakes it 
feeds are to suffer carp infestation? No one can say, 
but biologists are far from happy at the outlook. 

What can be done? Fishery officials wish they had a 
ready answer. An experiment tried the last three years 
in Fort Randall holds promise but won’t work in all 
reservoirs. 


€ In that project, James Shields, South Dakota 
biologist, figured out a plan to destroy vast quanti- 
ties of carp spawn by sharply dropping water levels 
immediately after spawning was finished. The fish 
spawn in very shallow areas, as soon as water tem- 
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peratures rise above 66°, each mature female laying 
as many as 250,000 eggs. Once spawning was com- 
pleted, Fort Randall was lowered 18 inches. Countless 
millions of eggs were left high and dry. But it’s a 
tricky job to lower a lake that big fast enough at 
exactly the right time. Unseasonal weather upset the 
spawning schedule last spring. Even so, Shields be- 
lieves some 75 percent of the eggs were destroyed. 


That method won’t work in bigger reservoirs, such as 
Garrison, or in lakes immediately below dams where a 
flow of cold bottom water upsets temperatures and carp 
spawning is prolonged most of the summer. 

Poisoning has been tried in two watersheds, one in 
Montana and one in Wyoming, with good results, but 
isn’t practical in bigger lakes. Up to now no cure-all is 
known. Unless some workable method can be found to 
curb the carp, don’t set your hopes too high for future 
fishing in the Missouri’s big lakes.—Ralph J. Smith, 
Omaha World-Herald. 


For Summer Excitement 


NY of you Midwesterners got a yen to leave home 

for some extraordinary fishing the next two or three 
months? Toward the end of May, when the snow is gone 
and the blackfly hatch hasn’t yet started, try Ontario’s 
Algoma district, north of Sault Ste. Marie, for the big 
speckled trout Canadians call squaretails. More lakes 
there than you can name crawl with 15 to 22-inchers. 


» How about Montana, June to August, for trout 
fishing of a lifetime? Rainbows, browns, cutthroats, 
and big Dolly Vardens the Westerners call bull trout. 
Give special thought to the Flathead’s South Fork 
in the Marshall Wilderness Area if you'd like to try 
top cutthroat water. Anglers have been known to 
hook and release up to 100 trout a day. It'll take a 
pack trip to get you in, but it’s worth it. 


Midsummer is the time to cross Lake Superior to the 
Isle Royale National Park (regular boat service avail- 
able from Houghton, Michigan) and hike in to the un- 
fished lakes for memorable pike fishing. 

Or fly north to Cree Lake, Wollaston Lake, or the 
Fond du Lac River, in northern Saskatchewan just be- 
low Northwest Territories. Few white men have fished 
there, and it’s worth all it costs in time and money. On 
Cree Lake a couple of summers ago Hank Andrews, 
outdoor editor of the Cleveland Press, took five pike, 
eight to 15 pounds, on five consecutive casts. Lake trout, 
grayling, and walleyes up to 10 pounds are plentiful. 


New Way to Fish 


T happened last summer on a few Michigan lakes. 
Fishermen found that by floating over shoal areas, 
face-down on an old inner tube and equipped with div- 
ing mask, flippers, and a short rod, they could spot blue- 
gills, perch, and bass on bottom, lower their bait with- 
out spooking the fish, and get a prompt nod. 
Experimenters learned that wearing an old shirt and

There 
are no boat liveries, but there’s an access road and 
launching site for those who bring their own craft. It’s 
wide open for public fishing (and hunting), but you can 
fish all day and not see another boat.

It’s Shad Time Again 


HAD FISHING continues to be the fastest-growing 

variety of sport angling in the East. Last spring 
sport fishermen caught an estimated 35,000 to 50,000 
white shad in the Connecticut River, most of them just 
below Enfield Dam. In 1950 the river’s estimated sport 
catch was between 5,000 and 10,000. 

“Last year’s spawning run in the Connecticut was a 
big one,” Lyle M. Thorpe, director of Connecticut’s 
Board of Fisheries and Game, tells me. “But the prin- 
cipal reason for the increased catch was that more an- 
glers fished for shad than ever before.” 

Advance guard of the spawning run, mostly buck 
shad, usually reaches Enfield about May 1. The larger 
roe fish follow in a week or two. Fishing is good 
through May and into June. Another big run is expected 
this year. One reason for the abundance of shad is the 
widespread custom of returning about a fifth of the 
catch to the river unharmed. 


> spinning is the most popular fishing method 
at Enfield; then fly casting. A reader, O. N. White- 
head, of Wallingford, describes a rig he’s found ef- 
fective: “I use a light glass spinning rod, spinning 
reel, and the same 15-pound-test monofilament I use 
in salt water. I pinch on a light sinker near the end 
of the line, then tie on a swivel and four feet of 
eight-pound monofilament (some use six-pound). I 
use a No. 2 hook, and tie just a wisp of red feather 
on its shank. Just above the hook I string two red, 
yellow, or white plastic beads. If I snag, as often 
happens at Enfield, the eight-pound leader breaks, so 
all I lose is the hook and beads.” 


Rivers such as the Connecticut and Susquehanna, 
which have dams below which the spawning runs con- 
centrate, offer probably the best and certainly the most 
convenient shad fishing. Rivers such as the Delaware, 
New Jersey’s Mullica, and numerous others, which have 
shad runs but no dams, pose tough fishing problems 
that anglers who are willing to experiment are solving. 

One of these pioneering shad fishermen is J. Lion 
Glaspy, of Penns Grove, N. J., who does most of his 
fishing in the Maurice River. “I take enough shad to 
supply my table and freezer,” he tells me. “I use a 
small spinner with copper blade and yellow and white 
feathers. I’ve found that the best place to catch shad 
is at the edge of current whirls below bridge piers and 
at bends in the river.” 

Another reader, Leo A. Smith Jr., of Morrisville, Pa., 
had some fine shad fishing in the Delaware last season. 
“One May day,” he says, “I headed for a spot on the 
Pennsylvania side, about a mile above Yardley, where a 
split in the flow makes a picturesque by-pass of ‘Scud- 
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ders Falls’. I had a light-action spinning rod, and 
clipped the smallest wobbler in my case to the mono- 
filament. 

“After a few casts, I was in business. When those 
shad struck they immediately went into the air. They 
fought hard. I caught six that afternoon—not mon- 
sters, but on that rod and with four-pound-test nylon 
they were all one could ask for.” 


Waste Dust Helps Fishing 


LEHIGH University research team reports that 

stack dust—an alkaline waste resulting from burn- 
ing limestone to make cement—can be used effectively 
to neutralize acid water of lakes and ponds in which 
pickerel are the only gamefish that thrive, to make 
them habitable for bass and other species, and to in- 
crease their production of fish food. 

After the bottom of a test lake was treated with one 
ton per acre of stack dust, there was much increased 
production of plankton, young fish grew more rapidly, 
and fishing improved. 


> Ground limestone has been used to neutral- 
ize water for fish culture, but stack dust is cheaper. 
About 4,000 tons of it are going to waste every day 
in Pennsylvania’s Lehigh Valley alone. There are 
many lakes whose fish production and fishing would 
benefit from neutralization. An example is New 
Jersey’s 100,000-acre Wharton Tract, to be developed 
for public hunting and fishing. 


Chestnut Scouts Score 


AST spring I relayed to OUTDOOR LIFE readers the 
U. S. Forest Service’s request that they keep their 
eyes open for, and report to it the location of, American 
chestnut trees that appear to have survived the blight 
which brought the species close to extinction. (See 
“Know Any Old Chestnuts?” March 1957.) 

Dr. Jesse D. Diller, forest. pathologist at the Forest 
Disease Research Laboratory near Beltsville, Maryland, 
is in charge of the research and the experimental tree 
testing which the Service hopes will result in Ameri- 
can chestnuts again growing in Eastern woodlands. 
Recently I asked him if our readers’ scouting had 
proved of value. 


Of real value,”’ he told me. “When we asked 
for their co-operation we knew of only 57 surviving 
American chestnuts. Now we know of five times that

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many. In six months 640 of your readers in 36 states 
wrote to us to report living chestnuts. Some mistook 
Asiatic or horse chestnuts, or other trees, for our na- 
tive chestnut, but from their reports we learned the 
locations of 200 additional large American chestnut 
trees, three quarters of them in the Eastern chestnut 
range where the blight was most devastating, and 
most of the others not far from its western edge.” 


He went on to say that the Service hopes that among 
these trees are at least a few which escaped the blight 
because they have high resistance to it. From such 
trees, if their progeny also prove blight-resistant, could 
be bred a strain of American chestnut which in time 
could be used to reestablish the tree in the East. 

Last year Dr. Diller examined several trees reported 
by OuTpoor LIFE readers in Delaware, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, and Maine. Among them 
he found some prospects which he considers promising. 


Reports from the field / JOE MEARS 


Those who have reported trees which have the strong- 
est probability of blight-resistance will be contacted, 
and efforts will be made to obtain scions—shoots ca- 
pable of propagation—from them. These will be grafted 
onto seedlings in numerous areas where the blight is 
known to be present. If all these seedlings survive, it 
will be strong evidence that the trees from which the 
scions came are blight-resistant American chestnuts. 


The Forest Service would welcome word on 
other large surviving American chestnuts at least 50 
years old. Please write to Chief, Forest Service, 
U. 8. Department of Agriculture, Washington 25, 
D. C., giving the location of the tree, the diameter of 
its trunk, and an estimate of its age. By doing that 
you will help in the effort to restore to our woods a 
tree which was among the most valuable providers 
of food and cover for game.

ANY HIGH lakes and streams will be snowbound 

this month in the Rockies, Sierra, and Cascades, 
but experts say May trout fishing’s traditionally excel- 
lent if you know where to go. 

In eastern Washington, Fred Peterson of the weekly 
Outdoor Empire, says catch records he’s kept during 
past eight years show anglers average about 10 trout 
each during first few weeks in Stevens, Ferry, and Pend 
Oreille Counties. He likes Little Pend Oreille chain of 
lakes. He fishes with dry flies around lily pads, gets 
superb cutthroat and rainbow fishing. 


* Best bets in the Kamloops country of eastern 

British Columbia should be Paul, Pinantan, Peter- 
hope, Le Jeune, Glimpse, Echo, Beaver-and-Deer 
chain, and Christiana. 


I’m happy to hear from Frank Dale-Johnson of Echo 
Lodge that rehabilitation of Paul chain will start with 
chemical treatment of Hyas Lake to remove red shiners 
after next Labor Day. Pinatan Lake will be treated in 
fall of 1959, Paul in 1960. He says chemical used in 
poisoning won’t affect insect or minute life in lakes. 
After treatment, all lakes will be heavily stocked. He 
also looks for a good season in Paul and others. They’ll 
be stocked as usual; last year trout up to six pounds 
were taken on flies. Rehabilitation won’t affect fishing 
during the regular seasons, I’m assured. 

Lee Straight of Vancouver Sun says Vancouver Island 
streams and Thompson River should be good for late 
steelheading. Fishing for small silver salmon with 
trolled flies, herring bait, and spinning lures should be 
hot in the Georgia Strait. 


e For red-hot fishing as soon as the*ice goes out 
of lakes in Northern California, John Reginato tips 
waters of the Trinity Divide, tributaries of the Trin- 
ity such as Stewart’s Fork, Swift Creek, and Canyon 
Creek. Also the south fork of the Pit River near 
Likely, and the Pit from Pit No. 1 downstream to 
where it enters Shasta Lake. Shasta should be near 
its peak for bass, kokanee, and trout in May but it’s 
doubtful if the Trinity Alps, Marble Mountains, and 

the Caribou wild area will be free of snow. 
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Best Bets for May Trout 


Arizona’s high country should produce best fishing 
of the year this month, I’m told by Ben Avery, Phoenix 
outdoor writer. Best bets, Ben says, are Tonto Lake 
on the Fort Apache Indian reservation and Big Lake 
near Springerville. Don’t forget the Colorado River 
below Davis Dam. They’re “put and take” trout, but 
how they grow! Bullhead City is headquarters. 


Big Salmon Headache 


ACED with second straight year of poor king-salmon 

spawning in Central Valley of California, which pro- 
duce more than half the fish caught on the Pacific Coast, 
California’s Department of Fish and Game has launched 
a crash program to save this important fishery. 

For once, organized sportsmen and commercial fisher- 
men are on the same team. A statewide committee of 
24, equally divided between sports and commercial in- 
terests, is working on a program to combat pollution, 
deterioration of spawning grounds, harmful logging 
practices, and over-fishing. 

George Difani, executive secretary of the California 
Wildlife Federation, has demanded state funds for pollu- 
tion studies. The reactivated Klamath River Conserva- 
tion Club will push for legislation against loggers that 
pollute the stream. 


6 Salmon-spawning stocks in the Central Valley 

has dropped to 120,000 fish, reports Director Seth 
Gordon of the state’s fish and game department. This 
is the lowest since 1952, when surveys were started, 
and well below the 170,000 counted in 1956, first year 
the count dropped below 400,000. Count on the Upper 
Klamath turned up only 2,400 spawning king salmon, 
compared with 6,800 in 1956. Though the Eel, Mad, 
and Shasta Rivers showed slight increases, the com- 
bined peak production of all four river systems 
doesn’t come up to the Central Valley’s in its poorest 
year. 


A six-year survey by the Fish & Wildlife Service 
shows king salmon reared in the warmer stream of the 
Central Valley produced 40 percent more eggs than 
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those in the colder waters of the Northwest, Canada, 
and Alaska. 

Sport and commercial fishermen in 1957 took an esti- 
mated total of 599,000 salmon, compared with 1,500,000 
in 1956, and the 41-year average of 800,000. 

Gordon originally asked a cut in the salmon limit 
from three to two and a season two months shorter. 
Opposition by northern California party-boat operators 
and sportsmen caused the fish and game commission to 
leave the season and bag limits the same, with the sea- 
son ending November 16 instead of September 15. As 
Gordon asked, however, the commission warned sports- 
men that drastic cuts in season and limits are faced 
next year if they don’t go along on the conservation 
program. 

Silver salmon seem to be doing better. Gordon tells 
me hatchery stocking in the Sacramento River has re- 
stored runs. Counts show 12.7 percent of the original 
plant of silvers has returned over two seasons. 

Farther north, the highest spawning escapements of 
silvers into Lower Columbia River tributaries since 
1951 have been observed by the Oregon Fish Commis- 
sion this past winter. Dr. George Y. Harry Jr., com- 
mission director of research, said the increased number 
of spawners are, in part, a reflection of more stringent 
regulations imposed on commercial fishing. A 10-day 
closure on the Columbia in mid-October last year was 
invoked, with the chief intent of increasing silver spawn- 
ing escapements. Commercial fishing was limited to 
three days a week during open periods after Sept. 18. 


Plenty of Ducks 


N CALIFORNIA, where pintails spend the winter, a 
new record of 6,655,000 ducks, geese, swans, and 
coots was reported in the annual midwinter waterfowl 
census conducted by the state’s fish and game depart- 
ment and the U.S. Fish & Wildlife Service. This is 29 
percent higher than last year’s estimate. 

Washington state’s census also topped all records, in 
fact was double the average the past 20 years. Totaling 
1,087,444 waterfowl, of which 949,113 were ducks, the 
census was made by highly trained personnel using 
aircraft, aerial photography, and visits to waterfowl 
areas. Washington’s total exceeded last year’s by 
300,000. 

In California, pintails topped all other species with 
2,700,000; widgeons, 995,000; mallards, 761,000; shovel- 
ers, 227,000; greenwing teal with 189,000, and canvas- 
backs with 128,000. The goose count of 647,000 is 11 
percent over last year’s, 





> A milder than normal winter, despite heavy 
rains, plus a good fall migration and an abundance of 
food and water in the Sacramento and San Joaquin 
Valleys, contributed to California’s record. Washing- 
ton’s game department reported similar conditions. 
The extraordinary high count was believed due to the 
mild winter, but bluebird weather held down the 
bags. Mallards were the No. 1 duck, with 631,664 
compared with 433,348 last year. Canada geese in- 
creased from 45,369 to 62,088. 


Arizona reported a drop from 80,360 to 46,967, largely 
because the usual pintail concentrations were down 50 
percent and also because mallards failed to winter along 
the Gila River in normal numbers. 

Montana’s survey showed 30,000 more ducks and 
geese wintered than in 1956; 87,000 of the 102,000 ducks 
were mallards. Utah reports 158,000 compared with 
98,040 last year. The bulk were mallards, pintails, ana 
greenwing teal. 

Idaho reports about average wintering of ducks and 
geese with an estimate of 434,272. Most ducks were 
mallards, and all geese were honkers. 

Oregon’s waterfowl were fewer than last year, but 
the total of 638,000 is considerably higher than the five- 
year average of 498,961. Mallards led with 316,000, 
widgeons 84,900, and pintails 74,600. Geese dropped 
from 66,000 to 45,000. 

Mild winter in Wyoming, Montana, Colorado, and 
New Mexico in the Central Flyway helped that flyway’s 
wintering count to register 108 percent more ducks than 
last year and 49 percent more than the 1955-1957 aver- 
age. Mallards made up half the total. 


Co-operative waterfowl! shooting areas are 
setting the pace in waterfowl management, according 
to Bliss Rucker of San Francisco, president of Ducks 
Unlimited. He said competition of state public shoot- 
ing areas has resulted in vast improvement in private 
gun-club management. That includes earlier flooding 
of resting ponds, planting of plants and grasses. Leo 
Laythe, regional director of the Fish & Wildlife 
Service, Portland, Ore., concurs, and adds that im- 
proved management on private clubs as well as on 
public lands should benefit everyone. 


Big game, too, has wintered better than usual in the 
West. Major big-game states, including California, 
Montana, Wyoming, Colorado, Idaho, Utah, report herds 
have been able to forage freely and, barring heavy late 
storms, should come through in good shape.

SIGN of our times is the expanding controversy be- 

tween old-fashioned rod-and-reelers who fish in the 
conventional manner, and a new breed of fishermen 
who venture out under their own steam to meet the 
finny tribe in its native element. 

These underwater fishermen, equipped with masks and 
often with artificial breathing devices, and armed with 
gas-powered spear guns, have “‘invaded’”’ many top fish- 
ing areas along our coasts. In some places this invasion 
has come close to erupting into open warfare, with 
spearmen, anglers, conservation agencies, and even 
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Hope for Spearmen 


courts involved. A few farsighted conservationists view 
these troubled waters with more optimism than con- 
cern—as a possible short cut to much-needed regula- 
tions on taking salt-water gamefish by any method. 


» One of the hotspots of unhappy relations be- 
tween spearfishermen and rod-and-reelers is the 
Florida Keys. Several conflicts there have ap- 
proached violence, resulting in issuance of regulations 
by the state’s board of conservation and arguments 
which have reached the governor’s office and the 
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state legislature. Both the conservation chief and 
governor requested a survey of the combat area by 
the University of Miami’s Marine Laboratory. 


I asked Dr. Richard Robins and Capt. John Long, both 
of the Marine Laboratory, to bring me up to date on 
the controversy, and to give me some indication of what 
the outcome might be. 

Dr. Robins seems to feel that the problem is “more 
social than biological.” He pointed out that “sportsmen 
in both gréups generally keep only a few fish for their 
own table or for a few friends,” and that “a small group 
in each category makes large catches which they sell 
locally as . .. commercial men under the guise of 
others.”’ This, he seems to think, is at least one reason 
for some of the trouble. 

Captain Long, in a report to the International Ocean- 
ographic Foundation through his bulletin Sea Frontiers, 
pointed out that one of the factors contributing to the 
dispute was that facilities in the Keys—fishing camps, 
taverns, motels, stores, charter boats, bait sellers—are 
“geared to the leisurely quest of reef and bottom fishes, 
plus the more exciting deep-sea gamefishing, all of it 
with line, rod, and reel.’ 

When spearfishermen move into the warm, crystal- 
clear waters, they upset the routine of conventional 
anglers. “‘A minority of the divers,” he reported, “swam 
down among the anglers’ lines, particularly on days 
when fish were not biting, and speared a few choice 
specimens. These, they brought to the surface and dis- 
played derisively to frustrated anglers and annoyed 
charter-boat captains.” 

When the frog boys were berated, they disappeared 
again, to snip fishing lines, make off with expensive 
plugs, and “otherwise make a general nuisance of them- 
selves.” In time, this began to tell on the economy of 
the Keys by making a dent in the pocketbooks of 
charter-boat owners, restaurant proprietors, and others 
who depend largely on fishermen for their livelihoods. 
Sportsmen who had visited the Keys winter after winter 
for the angling, went elsewhere. 

As early as 1951, a series of meetings was held be- 
tween businessmen, sportsmen, and officials of organized 
spearfishing clubs, to work out a deal whereby all an- 
glers could have fun without infringing on the rights of 
others. A code of ethics was drawn up and then given 
approval. 

“Unfortunately this effort failed,” reports Captain 
Long, “chiefly because the majority of skin divers didn’t 
belong to any organized groups.” 


> Tension increased, and charges were brought 
by both sides. There were claims that spearfishermen 
hauled in “strings of colorful but inedible reef fishes, 
and left them on the dock to rot,” that “they left 
blood and filth in rented skiffs,” that “wounded fish 
swam with their intestines trailing, and many speared 
and decaying fish washed ashore for the residents to 
dispose of.” 


This brought on a couple of anti-spearfishing meas- 
ures. The Florida Legislature enacted a law prohibiting 
spearfishing within one mile of U. S. Highway 1, known 
as the Overseas Highway. But without a staff of 
agents, the law couldn’t be enforced effectively. 

Then the state board of conservation adopted Resolu- 
tion No. 21, which prohibited spearfishing in the Upper 
Keys. The measure was largely directed at spearmen 
who’d gone commercial, by taking fish at night with 
lights and rushing them to Miami markets without 
icing. The fresh fish brought top prices. It was claimed 
that some spearmen stabbed as much as 500 pounds of 
fish a night. 
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Designed to put a stop to all this, Resolution 
No. 21 brought spearfishermen from all over the 
country into the fight. They said it was much too 
drastic. As Captain Long put it, “they claimed the 
resolution punished orderly spearmen as well as in 
fractors. Waltonites themselves, they pointed out, 
weren't above over-fishing practices when the fish 
were biting good. They cited instances of anglers 
bringing back more than a fair share of fish, to make 
a boastful dock-side appearance, then photograph and 
toss their catch into the nearest trash can.” 


But in 1957 the Florida Legislature enacted Resolu- 
tion No. 21 into law, extended the ban as far south as 
Long Key, and made it illegal even to possess spear- 
fishing equipment on or under the waters of upper Mon- 
roe County. 

Keys residents quickly pointed out that “the law did 
not ban skindiving as such, and the Keys welcome those 
who would explore or photograph under water, without 
weapons.” 

Since 1951, the University of Miami Marine Labora- 
tory has made several studies of the angler-spearmen 
controversy. The latest is the 1956-57 James Murdock 
survey, which points up some interesting data on both 
sides. Among other things, it gives estimates of the 
total poundage of game and food fishes taken by each 
group in a year. The estimates were based on a “canvass 
of 20 places where fishermen were known to rent, launch, 
or charter boats for offshore fishing.” 

Captain Long called attention to the final tabulation, 
which showed that spearmen during this period caught 
some 207,000 pounds of fish, all other sports fishermen 
took an estimated 114 million pounds, and commercial 
operations accounted for almost 214 million pounds. 


Murdock found definite evidence of inter- 
ference between anglers and spearmen, particularly 
on the reefs and near bridges,’ Captain Long re- 
ported, “and this became more acute as the number 
of fishermen increased.” 


Murdock made several recommendations intended to 
promote a better understanding between the old and 
new breeds of fishermen. Some of these were: 

Spearfishing should be recognized as a legitimate 
sport. 

Spearfishing should be prohibited in certain areas, but 
allowed exclusively in others. 

Night spearfishing with artificial lights should be 
banned. 

Sale of speared fish and fish caught by sport anglers 
should be banned. 

Spearfishermen should be obliged to secure a license 
provided other types of sport fishermen are also licensed. 


Growth of Bass 


EPORT from Tennessee gives some statistics on how 

old that big bass you catch this spring may be. Lou 
Clapper, former acting director of that state’s game and 
fish commission and now assistant conservation director 
of the National Wildlife Federation, says that E. S. 
Cobb, a fisheries biologist for the Tennessee commission, 
caught a bass near Humboldt. It was seven inches long, 
weighed three ounces, and he guessed its age at one year. 
“At the end of the second year,” says Lou, “it had 
doubled its length and weighed 114 pounds. Other 
growth rates were: third year, 18 inches and 2% 
pounds; fourth year, 20 inches and 334 pounds; fifth 
year, 22 inches and 41% pounds; sixth year, 24 inches 
and 644 pounds, and 61% years, 25 inches and 8% 
pounds.” —Charles Elliott, Southern Field Editor.

Mackerel for Sport 
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Casting to mackerel from shore, Heinold uses spinning tackle, small, shiny lures 


enjoyed with Atlantic mackerel oc- 

curred during the days when I was 
a kid and spent all the time I could on 
commercial fishing boats berthed near 
our Connecticut farm. On this particu- 
lar day, I was on the Red Rebecca, a 
38-ft. beam trawler. We’d started drag- 
ging for flounder with an otter trawl, 
and the run would take over an hour. 

Joel Bailey, the skipper, suggested I 
go below and catch a few winks of 
sleep. “I'll rouse you when it’s time to 
haul the otter,” he said. 

I was glad of the offer, for we'd 
started pulling lobster pots before sun- 
up. I was asleep before six sheep could 
be counted. 

But I’d dozed only a few minutes 
when Joel shook me awake. “Get up, 
lad,” he said. ‘““What we’ve come across 
will do you more good than sleep.” 

I arrived on deck to find that Joel 
had brought out a pair of long, whippy 
cane poles—the kind pier fishermen 
often use for flounder, snappers, blues, 
porgies, and sheepsheads. Tied to their 
slender tips were light linen lines with 
small hooks that held pieces of light- 
weight red flannel about 2-in. long and 
1g in. wide. Joel was soaking the flan- 
nel strip in cod-liver oil, the old-fash- 
ioned, yellow, high-smelling kind that 
came in bulk. He always carried a large 
container of it on board. “Might want 


[res FIRST of many battles I’ve 
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to make up a chum slick real fast some- 
day,” he’d say. 

Joel nodded to starboard. “Out yon- 
der’s about the biggest school of mack- 
erel I’ve seen in these waters. Nothing 
I enjoy more’n catching mackerel that 
size with a springy pole.” 

The mackerel couldn’t actually be 
seen. What showed was an expanse of 
water, at least three acres of it, dark- 
ened to the color of ink by thousands of 
fish just below the surface. There was 
visible, however, a huge swarm of tiny 
baitfish which, like miniature flying fish, 
were popping out of the water in fran- 
tic attempts to escape their enemies. 

“It’s unlikely the school will come 
close to the boat,’’ Joel said, ‘“‘but there 
should be strays coming in. Take this 
pole forward and cast whenever you see 
mackerel darting by. Skip-jerk the 
flannel like you do for pickerel.” 

For a while I saw no sign of mack- 
erel. Then Joel suddenly went into 
action. 

“Get yours into the water, lad,” Joel 
yelled. “Mackerel are heading your 
way.” 

A blanket-size school of baitfish came 
into view, skimming over the surface, 
and underneath I saw the mackerel. I 
cast out my flannel lure, gave it a few 
twitches, and then I held my breath 
as at least 20 mackerel closed in on it, 
wolf-pack style. 


A 27-incher nailed the flannel solid, 
never breaking pace as it streaked past. 
But it didn’t go far, my line being less 
than twice as long as my 15-ft. pole. 
Yanked to a stop like a roped calf, the 
fish nosed down and thrust its weight 
against my tackle. My knuckles whit- 
ened on the pole. Then, like a purple 
flash, it shot almost to the top, spun, 
and went cometing off to the side in a 
series of down-boring slams. Finally, 
the fish was exhausted, and I was able 
to lift it into the boat. I paused to ad- 
mire its vivid blue markings. 

“Just get busy and unhook him,” Joel 
scolded. “The school’s moved in closer 
and there are a lot more to catch.” 

The main school had edged several 
hundred feet closer, and strays were 
darting toward us, dodging back only 
after they came within the boat’s 
shadow. But the baitfish they were 
driving kept on coming, diving and 
swimming under the boat for protec- 
tion. The mackerel came close enough, 
however, to keep us busy for the better 
part of an hour. 

Mackerel fishing is generally fast- 
paced, but it can be the other way 
around, too. ‘No one ever catches one 
mackerel,” an old Cape Cod salt once 
told me. ‘Either you don’t catch any, 
or you bring ’em in by the barrel.” 

This is mainly because mackerel are 
school fish, roaming the seaways by 
thousands and millions. Mackerel 
schools have been sighted that were 
20 miles long. I saw one school myself 
that was more than five miles long and 
at least a third of that wide. Mackerel 
are among the most abundant fish in 
the world, and a great asset to our com- 
mercial fishery. The U. S. Fish & 
Wildlife Service lists annual hauls of 
65,000,000 Ib. 

The Atlantic mackerel is streamlined 
from the tip of its pointed snout to 
its powerful, widespread tail. Its color 
is variable blue above and silvery below. 
Although its weight averages between 
1 and 3 lb., 4 and 5-pounders aren’t un- 
common. I’ve heard of an Atlantic 
mackerel weighing 8 lb., and seen one 
—a net-caught fish—that weighed 64 
Ib. 

No one knows for certain where At- 
lantic mackerel go after their southern 
autumn migration. But in early spring 
the schools appear off Cape Hatteras, 
N. C., then gradually move north up the 
coast to Massachusetts. Until July, 
mackerel are usually plentiful at Cape 
May, Montauk, Freeport, Block Island, 
Point Judith, and many other spots 
along the coast, where party boats are

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available. After July, the schools pass 
|}on to their summer grounds between 
Cape Cod and Labrador. Larger mack- 
erel usually remain in outer waters dur- 
ing warm weather, but the smaller ones 
—7 to 10-inchers known as tinkers— 
usually swarm around harbors, docks, 
piers, and jetties. 

Beginning in September and often 
through October, larger Atlantic mack- 
erel move into shallow water south of 
their summering grounds to spawn. 
Mostly this occurs after dark, but many 
bays, inlets, and harbors hold enough 
fish in the daytime during this period to 
offer good sport. Mackerel are very 
prolific—a three-pounder lays some 
1,000,000 eggs which hatch in 24 hours. 

Since that memorable day with Joel 
Bailey I’ve learned there are times when 
mackerel won't bite, no matter how 
many are around. They’ll be as aloof 
as steak-fed pooches are to toast. 


ert under unusual conditions, 
mackerel are almost as wary of 
| lines as they are of boats. Trollers must 
| take extreme care not to run too close to 
| surfacing schools. Casters must be care- 
ful not to pitch heavy lures among top- 
water mackerel too often. Lines that 
are thick and conspicuous will, seven 
times out of 10, send mackerel scooting 
elsewhere. Success comes with the 
lightest of lines, leaders, lures—and 
touch. Many mackerel fishermen use 
lines with varied and broken colors for 
camouflage. 

The advent of spinning, or threadlin- 
ing, tackle made many of us successful 
|}mackerel fishermen, especially after 
| monofilament line came into use. This 
| line is hard to spot in the water, it’s 
|tough and durable, and drops lures 
| without line slap. Also, it comes in so 
|many different sizes you can carry 
| spare spools to match the size of the 
| fish you encounter. I personally feel 
| that mackerel fishing reached its golden 
| age with spinning. 
| How heavy the spinning outfit should 
| be for mackerel depends largely on the 
| individual. Some enjoy catching mack- 
|erel with two-handed surf rods; others 








use outfits designed for bonefish or 


|} salmon. A few use flea-size combina- 
| tions which, overall, weigh only ounces, 
| with line of 2-lb.-test, or less. I’ve used 
| such outfits myself on mackerel, and 
they’re fun. 

A general-purpose spinning combina- 
tion meant for such lighter fish as 
school stripers and weakfish is probably 

| the safest bet, and it will do well when 
|other gamefish cross your path. On 
| such an outfit the reel should hold at 
| least 200 yd. of 6-lb.-test line. Its tip 
|should be of medium weight, good 
| taper, and about 614 ft. long, depending 
|}on your preference. Lures as tiny as 
| 4 oz.—with light line—can be cast with 
| it. And you can go up to % oz. or, in an 
emergency a full ounce, without undue 
| strain. 

Small, flashy lures are deadly with 
| mackerel; in fact I’ve found many more 
| effective than natural bait. And small 

lures can be cast longer distances with 
good spinning outfits. This enables the 
angler to keep farther away from a 
| school of shy mackerel. Accuracy is 


easier to achieve, and because no back- 
casting is necessary, deliveries are fast. 
Retrieves are also usually quicker be- 
cause of the souped-up gear ratios of 
spinning reels. 

In the early days of salt-water spin- 
ning I learned that, when casting for 
mackerel from shore, spin tackle often 
works better than conventional rigs. 
Most of the old surfmen were still 
skeptical of spinning, referring to spin- 
ning reels as coffee grinders. 

One day two of them were alongside 
me casting for absentee school bass 
from a rocky point on the Rhode Island 
coast. Suddenly a hole at the end of 
the submerged ledge over which we 
were casting showed action. A school 
of mackerel had driven in a swarm of 
baitfish. All of us switched lures rapid- 
ly—the old-timers to metal mackerel 
jigs, and I to a small, flashy spinning 
lure. Our first three casts produced 
three strikes and three mackerel, fish 
weighing around 2% Ilb., all landed 
within one minute. 

After the second threesome of mack- 
erel were landed, the school fanned out, 
moving into shallower and clearer 
water over the ledge. The lines and jigs 
my companions cast were so conspicu- 
ous they frightened off the mackerel, 
but my smaller lure and near-invisible 
monofilament line got results—I hooked 
and landed two more mackerel. 

“Well, wash my face with salt water 
and dry it off with seaweed,” said the 
old die-hard to my right. ‘That coffee- 
grinder rig of yours has done it. Maybe 
I'll get one after all.”"—George Heinold.

On a virgin Colombian 
river, we tossed lures 
for brand-new gamefish 


TILL holding my half-assem- 
bled tackle, I knelt beside Tom- 


my to look over the fish he’d 
just landed. “This,” he told me, “‘is 
one for the book. It’s like a dorado, 
but like none I’ve ever seen before 
and I’ve seen all the listed varieties.” 

The fish was about a four-pounder 
and shaped like a slender bass. In 
the bright tropical sunlight it shone 
like a bar of silver. Sweeping back 
across its gill cover was a short black 
stripe. A larger one bisected the tail. 
The mouth was well toothed—like 
an old brown trout—but the head 
was somewhat larger than a brown. 

“In Brazil and Argentina they’re 
golden all over; and so far as I know, 
none have ever been taken here in 
the Orinoco’s drainage,” said Tommy 
as he continued to examine his catch. 
The dark green back shaded into sil- 
ver on the sides and belly, but amid 
the otherwise solid silvery scales on 
each side lay a pattern of golden 
scales, each edged in black. The tail 
was sharp at the outer points, and 
from its center an unusual small 
point extended backward, 

It hadn’t occurred to me until this 
moment that I might be in on the 
catching of a fighting gamefish that 
no angler had ever caught before. 
But that’s what Tommy’s statement 
seemed to add up to. These words 
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were like a bolt out of the blue, com- 
ing as they did from such an author- 
ity as Gen. Thomas D. White, pres- 
ent chief of staff of the U.S. Air 
Force, long-time angler, and an ama- 
teur ichthyologist connected with 
Stanford University’s research de- 
partment. Always an avid fisherman 
and student of fishes, Tommy has 
followed this hobby from his native 
Minnesota to hundreds of world-wide 
assignments throughout his long and 
distinguished military career. Wher- 
ever he goes, his tackle travels with 
him. 

I knew that Tommy had previous- 
ly discovered new species among the 
tropicals—those little fishes often 
kept in home aquariums—but I never 
anticipated such an unusual event as 
this. Now I wondered what other un- 
discovered gamefish the river might 
hold, and I was thankful for the de- 
cision we’d made two days ago at 
that luncheon in Bogota. 

There, while talking with local 
anglers about their fine rainbow- 
trout fishing in high-altitude lakes, 
we’d asked what fishing was like in 
their East Andean jungle waters. An 
entomology professor from the Uni- 
versity of Bogota, overhearing us, 
said that if he were an angler instead 
of an expert on insects, he’d soon be 
in a position to find out. 

He explained that he and another 
professor were due to fly across the 
Andes to the headwaters of the 
Giiejar, a branch of the Orinoco, to

join a group of companion scientists 
who were about to search for and 
catalog information in an unexplored 


region. While he was checking on 
insects, another of the group would 
study the plant life, another miner- 
als, and so on, But there was no 
ichthyologist in the group and none 
of them were anglers. We were asked 
if we would like to make the trip. 

General White was in South Amer- 
ica on military mission, and I was 
checking on the possibilities of mak- 
ing a film for the Colombian govern- 
ment, so joining the professors for 
their full expedition was out of the 
question. Could we make it for a 
couple of days then: ‘My talks on 
the film deal could easily wait that 
long,” I quickly announced, and Tom- 
my also found that he could make 
such a short trip. 

The ragged peaks of the Colom- 
bian Andes were snowtipped when 
we flew across them at 17,000 feet 
to reach the foothills of the Sierra 
de la Macarena, an isolated cluster 
of mountains well away from the 
Andes. As we descended on the east- 
ern side of the mountains, a cloud 
layer swallowed us until we were 
just a few thousand feet above the 
ground, Then the clouds grew wispy 
and we looked down upon unbroken 
jungle, stretching like a green rug 
as far as we could see. Soon we 
began to see stretches of llanos, 
grassy wild fields similar to our 
Western prairies. 


to catches such as dorado Wulff’s holding 
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One finger of the plains, touching 
the tree-clad foothills, had a freshly- 
charred area, boldly black against 
the yellowed grass. This, we learned, 
was our runway, a brand-new air- 
strip made by simply burning off the 
grass for 1,500 feet. Rough, narrow, 
and still spotted with blackened, 
half-burned shrubs, it was one of the 
ever-increasing number of utility air- 
strips the Colombian Air Force is 
setting up in their wilderness to pro- 
tect homesteaders from Indians and 
bandits. Our own West was patrolled 
by cavalry detachments based at 
forts on the edge of Indian country; 
Colombia uses army units supplied 
and aided by its air force. 

As we circled the newly made 
strip, we saw the river. According to 
our map it was the headwaters of the 
Giiejar. Though this was the dry 
season and all streams were low, we 
spotted a series of long, deep pools. 
Between the pools, white water 
showed where the river hurried down 
the last swift slopes of its mountain 
bed before starting its slow, winding 
course toward the distant Orinoco 
and, eventually, to the sea. The 
country was wild and untouched, the 
river completely unfished. 

The DC-3 leveled off on its final 
approach, hanging just above a stall 
As we landed, we felt a few smal! 
bumps and heard grass and bushes 
banging against the ship’s aluminum 
shell. In the cockpit, Majors Bill 
Winchester and Nunciec B. (Sandy) 
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Propped tepee-fashion over fire, the poles hold chucks, slabs of barbecuing meat. General wipes hands, sizes up next course 


Ceraolo had just added another ex- 
cellent landing to their fine record. 
We stepped out into the warmth of 
the low-altitude tropics at the camp 
of a small detachment of Colombian 
infantry. The strip and the camp 
were only a few days old; the sur- 
rounding country was unexplored. 
At the cluster of tents, a fire 
glowed, and above the coals tepee- 
fashion, stood many long poles that 
held slowly-roasting meat. We put 
our baggage into the tents assigned 


us and sat down to eat, unquestion- 
ingly—-it was good. This meat, it de- 
veloped, came from many animals, 
but mostly from wild pigs and a 
honey bear. 

After our meal, the professors 
headed off on their explorations. 
Tommy and I headed for the river. 

Soldiers’ machetes had hacked a 
trail through the jungle between 
camp and the river. Though the sun 
was high and bright, the floor of the 
jungle was deeply shadowed. Strange 


sounds were everywhere, and we 
glimpsed a monkey here and there 
as we made our way. Air plants and 
orchids clung to the network of 
limbs. Noisy macaws, parrots, and 
parakeets were overhead, Nests of 
termites or ants spread like huge 
swellings on the high tree trunks. 
Brilliant exotic flowers showed amid 
the profusion of vines and branches. 
Since we were at 3° north latitude 
and only about 1,000 feet above sea

‘They Made 
a Lake 


A place to fish on top of a mountain? It was 
one man’s dream, but 288 made it come true

second cup of coffee when the doorbell rang. It was Brooks 

Adair, principal of the Rock Creek Elementary School, 
who’s perhaps better known as “Abe Lincoln of Flat Top Lake.” 
If he had a beard you’d think he was Lincoln himself. Brooks is 
considered the lake’s best fisherman, and was to be my guide. 

George had raved to me about Flat Top’s fishing, claiming there 
wasn’t a better lake anywhere for man-size bass, walleyes, and 
panfish. Their vitality was due to the cold mountain water, he 
said, and promised that once I fished there anywhere else would 
seem second-rate. 

George wished us luck as we drove off in Brooks’ car, and headed 
out U.S. Routes 19 and 21, our destination beautiful Flat Top Lake 
on the summit of Flat Top Mountain, 12 miles southeast of Beck- 
ley, West Virginia—George’s home town. 

Soon we stopped at a small country store and to my surprise 
Brooks bought some ice. He explained, ‘“‘When I go fishing, I know 
I’m going to catch fish, so why not ice them right away?” 

Under way again, I continued to marvel at the beauty around

us. Majestic mountain tips seemingly touched the sky. 
Rhododendrons and azaleas perfumed the morning air, 
and flowering shrubs lay like blankets on the mountain 
slopes. Brooks’ foot pressed heavier on the accelerator 
as the car strained against the grade, As we climbed 
over a rise, he turned into a driveway where a large 
sign backed by thousands of newly planted pines an- 
nounced Flat Top Lake. 

Brooks made a Z maneuver and headed down a sharp 
incline that seemed to lead straight into the water. In- 
voluntarily I gasped, then I saw that the road crossed a 
dam. We stopped on top of the structure and climbed 
out for a better look. 

“That’s Flat Top Mountain forming the backdrop,” 
Brooks said, waving a hand. “It’s only 300 feet above 
the lake, which is 2,900 feet above sea level—the highest 
lake in West Virginia.” 

So this was Flat Top Lake, I thought, the beautiful 
body of water stuck high in the Appalachians by a few 
hundred dedicated citizens who felt that conservation 
and recreation didn’t necessarily have to be a charge of 
the state, but could be provided by the people themselves 
if they cared enough. These weren’t rich people either, 
just ordinary citizens living in and around Beckley, a 
town of some 20,000 nestled in the mountains, But they 
had tremendous faith in themselves and their ability to 
do what they set out to do, And among them was a re- 
markable man named George Chambers, whose idea the 
lake was. 

Flat Top Lake is not only the highest but, with its 
230 acres of water, it is the largest lake in West Vir- 
ginia. It has about 10 miles of irregular shoreline, and 
is shaped roughly like a stubby Y with the dam on 
which Brooks and I were now standing forming the base. 
The land slopes gently to the water, and homes dot the 
shores. We watched a flight of low-flying ducks settle on 
the misty water, then disappear. 

We climbed back into the car, drove along a perimeter 
road, and turned down a sloping driveway to where 
Brooks keeps a tent. The sun strengthened, glimmering 
on the water, as we loaded our gear into Brooks’ small 
aluminum flatbottomed boat. Peering down into the 
crystal-clear water, I saw crappies and bluegills swim- 
ming about, and as I leaned over a bass scooted under 
the bank. 

We shoved out into open water, started the little 
five-horsepower motor, and swung down the lake’s east 
branch. 

Brooks handed me a plug that looked like a rainbow- 
hued piece of bent tin. Running along at about half

speed, he said, ‘Toss it in and we'll troll over to the 
west branch.” 

We hadn’t traveled another 20 feet when his reel let 
out a screech, his line snapped taut, the rod arched, and 
he set his hook into a fish. The line knifed through the 
surface as the bass broke water, and spray flew in all 
directions. The rod tip shook violently, then went dead. 
The bass had thrown the plug. 

I’d relaxed, watching Brooks, and now my own rod 
jolted as a strike almost took it into the lake. I fumbled 
for the butt, but by the time I was ready to set the 
hook, my line went limp. Then lightning struck again, 
and this time I was ready. I put a little too much pres- 
sure on my light casting rod, and Mr. Bronzeback cart- 
wheeled out of the water like a circus performer. But 
the hooks held, and now Brooks told me to ease off as 
the line created a wake through the water. I stopped

the run by raising my rod tip and the bass broke the 
surface. He was a good chunky fish that I wanted to 
keep. Soon I had him alongside, and Brooks eased the 
net under him. 

From then on we got plenty of strikes, just as Brooks 
had promised, though we lost many fish. When we 
called it quits I had two and Brooks had four, his larg- 
est going five pounds. 

We'd arranged to meet George Chambers at his boat- 
house, and now as we approached his dock I saw a small 
figure trying to manipulate a rod twice his size. It was 
my three-year-old son. Under George’s tutorship, he’d 
landed four bluegills, and as we approached he excitedly 
called out to tell me of his success. Chattering like a 
scolding chipmunk, he yelled, “Daddy, Daddy, I caught 
some fishies.”

E PUT our eight dogs down in thick stuff at 
the edge of big Tahquamenon swamp, and they 

\ \ had two bears up and going in no time. 

When we saw Snip and Tex again they were as badly 
clawed as any pair of bear hounds I’ve ever seen. Snip 
was limping, with a flap of torn skin and muscle hang- 
ing loose from one shoulder, and he was bleeding from 
deep cuts all over his chest and body. Tex looked as if 
he’d stuck his head into a meat grinder—ears ripped, 
face and neck laid open by wicked claw swipes. 

One of the two bears we knew something about. 
Alex Van Luven, who lives at Brimley on Whitefish Bay 
and knows the wild country at the east end of Michi- 
gan’s Upper Peninsula, had been keeping tabs on him 
all summer, This bear roamed a sprawling beat of 
swamps, hills, and blueberry plains, and like all black 
bears, had regular crossing places. Alex had found fresh 
tracks at three or four-day intervals, going back and 
forth across a sandy trail that ran north toward Salt 
Point. From the tracks and other sign, Alex had him 
sized up as a big, hefty male. 

When we drove the trail that cool morning the first 
week in September, we’d just had rain and we found 
no bear tracks. 

“He hasn’t been through here lately,” Alex said.

not to run deer, so we turned the whole pack loose to 
look for bears and, as I said, they jumped not one but 
two. 

There were six hounds in the pack, and two Aire- 
dales, Buster and Nena, that we relied on to do the 
close-quarter fighting when a bear was brought to bay. 
Four hounds and both Airedales lined out north, toward 
Piatt Lake. The other two, Tex and Snip, rushed out of 
hearing due east. We elected to stay with the main 
pack. 

This was one of the organized hunts, for which I’ve 
supplied the dogs, that the Michigan Bear Hunters 
Association has staged each fall the last several years. 
About 50 hunters were registered, and Van Luven, 
who had charge of arrangements, had sent them to stra- 
tegic stands along roads and old logging trails on three 
sides of the area. If a bear crossed, some of the hunters 
would get shooting. 

But we were in dense, almost roadless country along 
the east branch of the Tahquamenon River northwest 
of Strongs Corners. If the two bears chose to avoid 
roads and trails, as we knew from experience they might, 
it would be the men who could follow the dogs through 
tangled recesses of ridge and swamp who’d get to wrap 
things up.

“I’m a working man,”’ I reminded 
him, “and I'll only have four days, 
counting Memorial Day, weekend, 
and all.” 

“That’s time enough to make the 
round trip and get in two full days 
of fishing,” Ray said. “And $50 
should cover all your expenses.” 

That was bait enough to hook me, 
but Ray went on to fill in some de- 
tails. The Quebec camp we’d drive to, 
called La Barriére, was 80 miles north 
of Montreal, which put it about 450 
miles from my home in upstate New 
York. The camp was situated among 
a cluster of lakes that held big rain-

bows and brook trout up to eight 
pounds. They’d take flies. 

This was contagious talk, and it 
soon added two more members to our 
fishing party. Fran Pullis, who works 
with me at the International Busi- 
ness Machines plant in Owego, joined 
up. So did George Sandberg, who is 
in the printing business with Ray in 
Deposit. 

A day’s drive got us to La Barriére 
in time to get a night’s sleep, and 
we rolled out early next morning for 
our first day of fishing. The weather 
was clear but frosty cold at dawn, 
for this camp is on top of a range of 
mountains that rise about 2,000 feet 
above sea level. However the hot and 
hearty breakfast provided by Pat 
Quinlan, our host and outfitter, soon 
had us impatient to get on the water. 
Pat had arranged for two guides who 
were waiting at the dock. 


Robert, our head guide, was a slen- 
der French-Canadian with glasses 
and a mustache. He spoke enough 
English to get by. His companion, 
Julien, was a plaid-shirted young 
man about 20 years old who spoke 
only French. 

My pals Ray Joscelyn and Fran 
Pullis knew I could speak a little 
French, so they quickly adopted Rob- 
ert, the English-speaking guide. 
George Sandberg and I would go with 
Julien, who quickly shed his prelimi- 
nary shyness as I asked him a few 
questions in my halting French. 

Robert explained the plan of at- 
tack to all of us as we loaded our 
tackle in the two “vercheres” (stable 
craft similar to American rowboats ). 
“First day,” Robert said, ‘“‘we just 
catch fish. Next day, Canadian guar- 
antee. Maybe.”

me exchange quick looks. The Cana- 
dian guarantee, as we understood it, 
was that we’d be taken to one lake 
in the chain of nine or more where 
all the brook trout weighed at least 
two pounds. Though nobody had 
promised that we’d actually catch a 
bunch of brookies that size on a 
given day, we had assumed that the 
big squaretails were pretty well in 
the bag. Now we were left to wonder 
just what “maybe” meant, 

Within 10 minutes after we left 
the base camp we were edging into 
a narrow river leading to Lac Ayotte, 
which in turn would lead to Lac 
Clair, our destination for the morn- 
ing’s fishing. 


eorge, who was new to trout fish- 
G ing, quietly trolled a spinner and 
Mickey Finn 30 feet behind our boat. 
Ahead, Fran and Ray sat back appre- 
ciating the landscape while their 
guide Robert rowed. 

Just as we pulled into Lac Ayotte, 
George’s rod bent double. I don’t 
know who was more startled, George 
or Julien, for the rod swung in a 
swift arc and caught the guide in the 
side of the head, knocking off his hat. 
Meanwhile, George was trying to 
grab the whirling handle of the fly 
reel. The rod fairly hummed as the 
line raced out through the guides. 

“You've snagged bottom,” I yelled. 
But I was immediately contradicted 
by a big rook trout that boiled to 
the surface 40 feet astern. The fish 
knocked a four-pound hunk out of 
the lake, flipped over backward, and 
tore out the lightly set hook. 

George stared in shocked disbelief, 
the line slack in his hands, Then, 
sounding slightly stunned, he said, 
“So this is trout fishing!” 

Our friends in the boat up ahead, 
tossed back a few sharp remarks of 
derision and hurried to get their own

rods unlimbered and into action. 

But we trolied through the rest of 
Lac Ayotte and into Lac Clair with- 
out a strike. Clair is two miles long. 
Where we entered it, the shore was 
low and marshy. The rest of the lake 
was surrounded by towering peaks 
and rocky cliffs. 

The fresh scent of pine hung light- 
ly in the air and the morning breeze 
was cool against our cheeks as we 
started working our way slowly 
along shore. In the stern, George 
trolled the spinner and Mickey Finn, 
handling the light combination with 
an eight-foot fly rod. He was using 
a tapered fly line with six feet of 
three-pound-test nylon leader. I had 
a fly outfit aboard, but the day 
seemed too cold for an insect hatch, 
so I used my seven-foot spinning rod 
and two-pound-test monofilament to 
troll a small silver spoon, 

Within two minutes after we en- 
tered the lake, Ray Joscelyn hooked 
a 12-inch squaretail (brook trout) 
and soon had him to the net. 

Within minutes, we all had scrap- 
py squaretails on. The action in Lac 
Clair was so fast and furious that we 
soon started experimenting with var- 
ious wet flies. The dark wet-fly pat- 
terns were best. A gray Montreal 
streamer was a killer. Using my fly 
rod, I personally did best with dark 
bucktail streamers with a single 
spinner in front. With my spinning 
outfit, I scored with several spoons, 
but the small silver spoon seemed 
to attract more brookies than any 
others. 

By noon, when we stopped for a 
hot lunch on shore, the four of us 
had netted 55 trout. We released the 
smaller ones, but 36 of the fish were 
keepers by any standard. 

We had established a solid rivalry 
between the two boats during the 
morning’s fishing, including a “pool’’

to go to the man catching the largest 
trout before supper. So I took Julien 
aside after lunch to discuss some 
private plans for the afternoon fish- 
ing. As I talked to him, I saw Ray 
and Fran sneaking off with Robert 
to board their boat. They obviously 
figured that an early start would im- 
prove their chances. 

George, left alone on the beach, 
looked a little worried when Julien 
and I returned. I assured him that 
we had a plan of our own. It involved 
a hike over the hill to Lac Sans 
Coeur, which is French for “lake 
without a heart.” I had learned the 
night before that Sans Coeur was 
supposed to be full of big rainbow 
trout. 

As soon as Ray and Fran were out 
of sight, we pulled our gear out of 
the boat and started the hike. 

The trail was fairly easy, the coun- 
try lovely. Silver birches gleamed 
cleanly in the sun, _ silhouetted 
against the green of hemlocks and 
the blue of the afternoon sky. The 
only sounds were the breeze rustling 
through the leaves, the soft whistle 
of a bird, and the occasional raucous 
shout of a crow. As we topped the 
rocky crest of the hill, Lac Sans 
Coeur lay sparkling before us. 


t the edge of the lake we found 

a sturdy verchere covered by a 
wind-downed hemlock. A brisk breeze 
ruffled the water as Julien rowed us 
toward the southern outlet, so he 
feathered his oars and let the wind 
carry us along. I cast a little silver 
spoon to the foot of some overhang- 
ing boulders on the shoreline. The 
lure flashed so that I could follow its 
progress through the clear water. If 
there really are rainbows in here, I 
mused, this spoon should interest 
them. And my first big rainbow was 
on a second later.

All afternoon it was the same way. 
The hooked rainbows would come up 
in flashing leaps, followed by a jolt- 
ing series of underwater plunges. 
More often than not, the fish would 
be charging toward the boat as it 
took the lure. We’d see his skyward 
flash in the sun before we could feel 
the strike. No wonder the Frenchmen 
named this fish “truite arc-en-ciel,” 
meaning trout are in the sky. For 
his bouncing, water-shattering antics 
certainly made him appear like a 
miniature rainbow. 

All afternoon George and I caught 
rainbows, releasing everything under 
12 inches. Still they came, from gay 
little badmen four inches long to 
slashing adults that were 15 or 16 
inches long and deep and meaty 
across the chest. It seemed we could 
do no wrong. No matter where we 
dropped our lures, hungry rainbows 
would flash up to take them. 

I rigged my fly rod to test a dry 
fly or two. No real hatch of insects 
was on the water, but the few stray 
bugs I’d seen on the surface soon dis- 
appeared in violent swirls. 

I cast a lead-wing Coachman back 
under the overhanging evergreens, 
let it rest there for 30 seconds, then 
twitched the rod tip. Rings widened 
on the dark waters, The surface was 
calm under the dense foliage that 
reached out from shore. Out where 
we were, 35 or 40 feet from the bank, 
ripples broke the calm. 

I gave the fly another twitch. As 
the rings widened, a dark shadow 
rose from the bottom and gulped the 
fly. It was a 14-inch rainbow. 

For the rest of the afternoon I had 
fast action on a variety of dry-fly 
patterns. George continued working 
bucktails and streamers with steady 
success. 

About 4 o’clock that afternoon,

HOT CAT 


The trail was only an hour old but 
fading fast in the sun, so this cat hunt 
had to be conducted like a track meet

we had no right to get. There was considerable 

confusion for a while, and some doubt as to 
whether we were foot-racing or cat hunting—but if we 
hadn’t made a track meet out of the hunt, we wouldn’t 
even have come close to this yellow-eyed old tom. 

Hunting wildcats was the farthest thing from my 
mind that March morning. Over a first cup of coffee I 
was mentally playing a tackle-busting German brown 
on the first cast of opening day, then only a few weeks 
off. The phone rang. 

Phone calls at 7 a.m. I don’t like. It’s too early for 
business and too late for fishing or hunting. 

“Hello,” I growled into the thing. 

“You sound mean this morning,’”’ came the response. 

“Tell me something good and maybe I'll sound bet- 
ter,” I replied, recognizing my caller as Sam Shaver. 

Sam is a predator trapper for the U.S, Fish and 
Wildlife Service. He is also, like myself, an escaped 
hillbilly from the Ozark section of south-central Mis- 
souri. We have a lot in common—mostly hunting wild- 
cats. A big part of Sam’s job is trapping cats, and 
frequently, on weekends, we team up to hunt them for 
fun. We’ve had a good average, along with a few pretty 
hairy experiences. 

However, this was the wrong time of year for hunting 
cats. We only hunt them during the winter when there’s 
a tracking snow. A snowfall in March usually melts 
quickly and isn’t much good for trailing. March is for 
getting ready for April and the opening of the fishing 
season. 

“Want to go cat hunting?” Sam asked. 

“We can’t hunt cats in this kind of weather and you 
know it,” I said. Outside, the sun was bright and, as 
far as I could see, there wasn’t a cloud in the sky. 

“Maybe we can,” he replied. “I’ve an idea that might 
work if you’re up to it. I just came in from the traps 
and have a smoking-hot trail to start on—but we’ll 
have to hurry.” 

“I'm up to it,” I said rashly. “I'll be ready in 10 
minutes.” 

This sounded like a screwy idea, but he might just 
have something. I didn’t want to take a chance on miss- 
ing it if he did. A friend of ours, Will Jossy, who op- 
erates trucks and who’s about as rugged an outdoors- 
man as you'll find, had been after us for a long time to 
take him on a cat hunt—something he’d never done. 
This looked like a good time to start him. I called Will 
and gave him five minutes. 

Half an hour later, some 18 miles east of Bend, Ore- 
gon, Sam turned the pickup off the highway onto a 
winding cow path of a road heading north into what is

known locally as the low desert. This section, bounded 
roughly by Bend, Redmond, Prineville, and the one- 
family town of Millican, contains some 400 square miles. 
It has gained recognition as one of the largest, if not 
the largest, juniper forests in the world. Included in the 
area are some sections which, with irrigation, have be- 
come excellent farms and ranches, but most of it is still 
dry sage and juniper desert. Lava outcroppings and 
powdery pumice sand show its volcanic origin. 

But the most remarkable thing about this juniper 
desert, so far as I’m concerned, is the number of wild: 
cats it contains. While I have no way of proving it, I’d 
guess there are more cats per square mile here than any 
place else in the country. But as I said before, we only 
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Bawling happily, the dogs line out after him. When dogs barked treed, hunters found they’d put the cat up a scrubby juniper

hunt them during the winter. The flourlike pumice soil 
seems to absorb and dissipate scent, making it extreme- 
ly difficult for dogs to do much with a cat trail unless 
there’s snow. 

That was the reason I’d thought Sam was off his 
rocker suggesting a hunt in clear spring weather, which 
showed promise of warming up to shirt-sleeve tempera- 
ture before the day was out. 

We barrelled across the desert-—a cloud of dust, thick 
and heavy, boiling out behind us. In the back, Sam’s 
dogs, Bonny the Airedale and Speck the hound, endured 
the bouncing without a sound. I think they actually 
enjoyed it. Sam slowed finally, picked his spot, and 
skidded the truck to a stop. 





“I saw this cat crossing just ahead about an hour 
ago. Man, he was a big one. Only had Bonny with me 
and didn’t think she could do the job by herself. But 
with Speck and you two to help, maybe we can fool this 
old boy,” he explained. 

His plan seemed simple and logical. There was still 
frost on the shady side of the junipers, though the sun 
was warming things fast. Sam figured that if we could 
get on the trail ard go fast, the early morning moist- 
ness in the air and on the ground would hold the cat’s 
scent well enough for the dogs to work for another 
hour or so. But, to keep things moving we’d have to 
stay up with the dogs so that if they did lose the scent,

World’s No. 1 Trophy 


By PRINCE ABDORREZA PAHLAVI as told to Jack O’Connor 


No one believed Marco Polo when he described these sheep almost 
700 years ago. But he told the truth, as I’ve been privileged to find 


that fabulous wild sheep of Cen- 

tral Asia, back in 1944 in South 
Africa when I was living in exile 
with my late father, the Reza Shah 
of Iran. A friend gave me a copy of 
Rowland Ward’s Records of Big 
Game, a British publication that lists 
the record heads of the world. I was 
interested in all the strange and won- 
derful creatures shown in it, but the 
animal that fascinated me more than 
any other was that beautiful wild 
sheep with the longest horns of any 
of the world’s sheep—horns that in 
some cases are six feet long! 


| FIRST heard about the Ovis poli, 
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This wonderful Ovis poli made 
anything I had ever hunted appear 
insignificant. I decided then that the 
poli was the world’s No, 1 trophy, 
and now that I have actually hunted 
it I have not changed my mind, I 
am also sure that when my North 
American trip is over in 1960, I will 
still consider the poli the greatest 
trophy in the world. 

This great sheep is called Ovis poli 
because he was first described to 
Europeans by the famous Venetian 
explorer, Marco Polo, who saw the 
animals during the Middle Ages. For 
centuries it was believed that Polo 


was simply telling a tall story; but 
about 100 years ago, European ex- 
plorers discovered that these wonder- 
ful sheep actually existed, that the 
hardy Venetian was not lying after 
all. The animals were named in his 
honor. 

Not only is the poli the world’s 
grandest sheep, but he is also one of 
the most isolated (inhabiting the 
wildest and most forbidding coun- 
try), and is the rarest in trophy col- 
lections. 

During the last century, a good 
few adventurous sportsmen got into 
poli country but I believe the last im- 





portant expedition of Western hunt- 
ers in which this animal was ob- 
tained was that of the American, the 
late William Morden (See “I’m Not 
Mad at Rhinos Anymore” by his 
wife, Irene Morden, March OUTDOOR 
LIFE), who hunted with Dr. James 
L. Clark of the American Museum 
of Natural History in the Russian 
Pamirs in 1926. A year or so before 
that, two American brothers, Theo- 
dore, Jr. and Kermit Roosevelt, hunt- 
ed poli. Since then, the only three 
poli hunters I have heard of have 
been my late brother and two sports- 
men from Kabul, Afghanistan. All 
three, however, hunted in the only 
part of the poli range this side of 
Russia and China; The Afghan or 
Wakhan Pamir. 

The Pamirs, they say, means the 
“Roof of the World.” They are 
formed by a tremendous plateau 
from which hills and mountains rise. 
They spread from Chinese Turkestan 
in Sinkiang over the Russian border 
in Tadjhikistan and extend south- 
ward into Wakhan in Afghanistan. 
The land is one of tremendous snow- 
capped peaks and treeless, barren 
valleys; it is very high and cold. 

My adventure began when H. M., 
the King of Afghanistan, whom I 
had met when he had visited Iran 
some years back, invited me to hunt 
in the Afghan Pamir in the summer 
of 1957. 

I arrived in Kabul, the Afghan 
capital, on August 16. In my short 
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Five days north of Kabul, Afghanistan, the motorable road ran out. Anything that went from here on had to move by packtrain

He Hunts in Many Lands 


@ Prince Abdorreza Pahlavi, brother of the Shah of Iran, has been an en- 
thusiastic big-game hunter since he was 14. With the exception of the four 
years he spent attending Harvard University, he has always found time 
for his favorite sport. Only 33, he has hunted from South Africa to the 
Caspian Sea and from India to Scotland. The Prince finds relaxation from 
heavy state duties by hunting the beautiful little Persian red sheep, the 
larger white-necked urial, the Persian ibex or pasang, and the Persian 
brown bear, in the high and rugged mountains of his native Iran. 

He has taken the top trophies of Africa—buffalo, lion, leopard, ele- 
phant, sable antelope, and greater kudu. He has likewise shot Indian 
gaur, elephant, and many tigers.

stay there, final arrangements were 
made and I had several occasions to 
discuss our plans with the King and 
with Prince Naim. They are both not 
only very charming, but are also 
great sportsmen and enthusiasts of 
gun and rod. I was pleased to hear 
that the King had been protecting 
the Ovis poli in the Wakhan during 
the past few years. 

We left Kabul three days later, 
north bound. After five days by car 
and Land Rover (British Jeep), we 
were in the valley of the Zardiyoo 
River fishing for trout, something I 
was doing for the first time at the 
King’s suggestion, and something I 
intend to do more of in the future. 
It was a lovely valley filled with 
spreading walnut trees and terraced 
with fields of wheat and barley. From 
here on I could see the majestic Hin- 
du Kush with peaks that rise over 
24,000 feet and which are perpetually 
capped with snow. They are an in- 
spiring sight. 


he village of Ghaleh Panjeh, at 

the northern foot of the Hindu 
Kush, is at 9,000 feet. This village 
would be our headauarters for the 
rest of the trip in the Pamirs. The 
Pamir River, which divides the 
Wakhan and Tadjhik Pamirs, joins 
the Wakhan River there, and it was 
in the mountains between these two 
rivers that I was to hunt first. Here 
we were to leave our motor vehicles 
and travel with a packtrain. We 
made up and distributed loads for 
the pack animals, got acquainted 
with our local shikaris (guides) and 
I targeted my two rifles to see that 
they had not changed point of impact 
from the long, rough travel. One 
was a little Model 70 Winchester in

7 x 57 mm. Mauser caliber that had

been lightened, remodeled, and re- 
stocked in the United States. It was 
fitted with a Weaver K-4 scope and 
I have used it extensively in Africa, 
Pakistan, as well as Iran, with the 
Canadian Dominion brand ammuni- 
tion with the 139-grain bullet. As it 
weighs less than eight pounds with 
sling, it is a joy to carry. The other 
rifle was likewise American, a light 
.270 Weatherby Magnum, which I 
got more than a year ago. It was fit- 
ted with an Imperial 4X scope. I was 
using 130-grain bullets with it. 

We left the next morning with our 
long and formidable pack and riding 
train of over 100 horses. I was car- 
rying the 7 mm. with me in a scab- 
bard which I had fastened to a 
comfortable Western saddle, brought 
from Kabul. The .270 Weatherby 
and my shotgun were entrusted to a 
servant and a taxidermist who had 
both come with me from Tehran. 
We had hardly started when I heard 
a crash and looked around to see that 
my follower with the shotgun had 
fallen off of his horse. That was the 
end of the shotgun, as the stock had 
broken in two at the grip. 

That day we saw some chukar 
partridges climbing around in the 
rocks, and we also passed the 
bleached skulls and horns of ibex and 
urial along the track. The animals 
had been killed by local hunters when 
they were driven down into the valley 
by the heavy snows of winter. 

At our campsite I also got my first 
look at a yak, the long-haired mem- 
ber of the cattle family which is 
found in the great mountains of Cen- 
tral Asia. Its wild brother is found 


farther to the east, in Ladakh. The 
domestic yak is used for both riding 
and packing. Its milk and meat, as 
well as hair and tail, are used by the 


natives. Before the trip was over I 
was to become better acquainted 
with these wonderful, though at 
times stubborn, creatures. It is said 
that they cannot live long below 
10,000 feet, but they can climb in 
the roughest country and thrive at 
altitudes where a horse will perish. 

On the eleventh day after leaving 
Kabul, we were ready to enter the 
Pamirs. Yaks had been added to the 
caravan for the tough climbing that 
lay ahead. So far the trail had not 
been bad, but the next day when we 
crossed the Wakhan River over a 
wooden bridge the climb got stiff. 
Before noon we went over a snow- 
covered pass at 15,000 feet. At last 
we were in the Pamirs where Marco 
Polo had seen the fabulous sheep 700 
years ago. Incidentally, we had the 
same route as Marco Polo’s ever 
since reaching Northern Afghan- 
istan, the third day after leaving 
Kabul. 

It was at our first Pamir camp that 
I saw a yurt, a dome-shaped dwelling 
of felt with wooden frame that is 
used by the wandering nomads of 
Central Asia, and something I would 
get well acquainted with before the 
trip was over.

them looked good in the binoculars, 
I reluctantly decided to pass them 
up. I didn’t want to shoot up coun- 
try where I might find Ovis poli, the 
primary objective of my trip. 

About noon I finally spotted far 
ahead of us the animals that I had 
come so far to hunt: a bunch of poli. 
They were moving in and out of a 
pile of enormous boulders. When I 
saw those sweeping horns on some 
of them, my breath quickened. With 
their white heads and necks and 
brown saddles they must look a good 
deal like that cross between the 
white Dall and the dark Stone sheep 
of North America, the one that is 
called the Fannin. 

That bunch of poli didn’t seem to 
be worried, but they were in a posi- 
tion where stalking them would be 
impossible. We decided to eat our 
lunch and await developments. Fi- 
nally they fed up through the boul- 
ders and disappeared behind a ridge. 
Since the fitful wind was right, we 
decided to try to stalk so we could 
look the heads over. 

The actions of the local shikaris 
convinced me that they were not 
good. From there on I decided to 
depend on myself and on a shikari 
we had picked up in Kabul. 


te our yaks and traveling 
quickly but quietly, we had not 
covered half the distance when a 
straggler ram jumped up from the 
boulders to our left and took off up 
the mountainside. I got an instant 
impression of a large animal with a 
very fair head, but before I could 
shoot, the ram disappeared over a 
small rise. I ran a few yards, some- 
thing that at that altitude is easier 
said than done. In a moment the ram 
came into sight at about 150 yards. 
I quickly fired but could see no sign 
of a hit. When he again came into 
view I got in two quick shots and 
then started after him as fast as I 
could negotiate that rocky hillside, 
which, incidentally, wasn’t too fast. 

I found him dead about 50 yards 
from where I had last seen him. The 
first and third shot from the 7 mm. 
had gone through the lungs, the sec- 
ond had penetrated up into the ab- 
dominal cavity through the heavy 
rump muscles. He was a lot of sheep 
and not too easy to kill, more than 
twice as big as the common red sheep 
of Iran. I would guess that he would 
have weighed close to 300 pounds. 
The face, flanks, and underparts 
were white, the back was dark brown. 

I was disappointed in the horns. 
They measured 45 inches around the

curl, 14 inches at the base, and 3914 
inches from tip to tip. I'll admit that 
sounds like a lot of horn, but com- 
pared to the ones I had seen listed 
in the record book, they were not 
very large. At that, though, I had 
realized an ambition of many years 
and had shot my first poli ram, which 
was not bad for the first day in poli 
country. I read my altimeter at the 
site of the kill.

GRIPPED the wheel and tried 
to keep my station wagon out of 
the ruts of hardening mud. Even 
so, a wheel sank down every few sec- 
onds; I’d gun the motor and we’d 
bounce out. I cover my share of bad 
roads while chasing fish and game 
in my job as outdoor editor of the 
Chicago Tribune, but this back road 
far up in Michigan’s upper peninsula 
was the worst I’ve ever seen. 

As I drove, I kept thinking about 
how we’d got into this deal, and won- 
dering how we'd get out. Beside me 
sat Stu Pritchard, and in his pocket 
was the letter that had started

I was convinced that 
we should have paid more attention 
to the part of his letter that said, 
“Prepare for bad roads. Take it easy 
or you'll hit a soft spot and sink to 
China.”

I’ve lived and worked in Wyoming 
and Colorado and have hunted every 
big-game animal available in those 
states. My wife, Julie, had hunted 
nothing prior to our marriage, but 
- <. now we’ve learned to hunt together 
almost as a rehearsed team. It has 
rewarded us with many enjoyable 
a ae at memories, not to mention a lot of 
fine game. 

But introducing your beloved to 
hunting requires a careful approach. 
The average American woman is not 
accustomed to shooting, hiking, or 
killing animals.

An old college friend, with equally 
good intentions, once started selling 
hunting to his wife before the sea- 
son started. Ralph told Helen his 
best hunting stories. He showed her 
pictures of fine trophies he’d bagged 
amid golden forests and beautiful 
mountains. When opening day came 
she was eager. 

Ralph chose a good stand near the 
edge of an old apple orchard, and 
shortly after daybreak three deer 
came tiptoeing past. He fired quick- 
ly—too high. The bullet caught a 
small buck in the corner of the eye, 
opening up the top of his head like 


a ripped paper bag. The animal’s 
antlers drooped loosely to the sides. 
Such a sight is unpleasant to any- 
body, and it isn’t surprising that 
Helen hasn’t hunted since. 

You have to break a wife in gentle- 
like as you would a young son. Keep 
it pleasant, with nice sunny days and 
easy jaunts. Tired muscles and blis- 
tered feet, a case of the ‘“duck-blind 
chatters,” or even a brush with sting- 
ing nettle can dampen a willing spirit. 

Good equipment helps. Hers should 
be better than yours, from a good 
hat to sturdy boots. Nothing looks 
more ridiculous than a woman hunt- 


er wearing oxfords and anklets, un- 
less she’s also wearing Bermuda 
shorts. The simple misery of being 
cold has discouraged many feminine 
outdoorsmen. These days you can 
buy excellent, even stylish, ladies’ 
outdoor clothing. Considering their 
wearing qualities against those of 
the usual flimsy female creations, 
they’re the greatest values since 
buckskin suits. 

The experiences my wife and other 
girls have had indicates that the 
sooner you put a gun into a woman’s 
hands, the sooner she’ll be a hunter. 
A woman walking with you while 
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She’ll have almost as much fun learning as hunting 


you hunt can’t be expected to share 
the pleasure of hunting equally. But, 
with a gun she knows how to use, the 
gentle kitchen queen can become an 
amazingly alert, capable hunter. 

At first, I too failed to arm the 
little lady. She went along on a deer 
hunt, then after antelope. She was 
unimpressed. When I made the shot 
of my life on a buck antelope, right 
before her eyes, she showed only mild 
interest. About then I began to see 
the light. 

I started getting her interested in 
shooting the .22 rifle. Before going 
into the serious business of shooting 
positions and finer marksmanship, 
we did a little casual plinking, shoot- 
ing at tin cans, burned-out light 
bulbs, and milk cartons. She missed 
a lot, but she had fun and became 
familiar with the gun. And this is 
important: don’t start your wife out 
with the idea that she has to become 
a good shot or you'll disown her. 
When plinking gets stale, find her 
some small game to shoot at—rab- 
bits, squirrels, or even rats at the 
city dump. 

After Julie had smoked up a hill- 
side full of woodchucks two or three 
times, we went to the rifle range. 
She’d done plenty of shooting from a 
rest, so we concentrated on the sit- 
ting position. It’s relatively accurate, 
comfortable, and perhaps the most 
often used in Western hunting. I 
showed her how to slump forward, 
completely relaxed, with her elbows 
resting on her knees, rifle solid and 
steady. Then she practiced getting 
into this position quickly and smooth- 
ly, as she’d have to do later when 
hunting. 

To work out a steady, crisp trigger 
release, we used the old Army meth- 


od. While she looked the other way, 
I loaded the rifle, sometimes putting 
in a cartridge, sometimes not. Thus, 
when she pulled the trigger, she 
never knew whether the gun was go- 
ing to fire or just click. This is ef- 
fective because any flinching by the 
shooter is apparent when the ham- 
mer falls on an empty chamber. 

For this instruction, it’s best to use 
printed targets and keep score as 
each string of five rounds is fired. 
This provides incentive as the be- 
ginner usually improves her score 
with each target, and she can see it 
happening. 

After Julie shot several targets 
from the sitting position she went 
to prone position, and her scores im- 
proved rapidly. Again, she practiced 
falling into the prone until her ac- 
tions were smooth and automatic. 
By the time our ammunition ran out 
that day, she was getting set like an 
expert, making good trigger squeezes, 
and putting most of her shots near 
the center. The hard part was over. 

Between target sessions, we con- 
tinued hunting small game. We 
walked the foothills, shooting jack- 
rabbits, and she finally graduated on 
the little picket-pin ground squirrels 

an elusive target she learned to 
hit often. 

All the while, we practiced posi- 
tion choice when the animal was 
spotted. She learned that prone posi- 
tion often puts low bushes between 
the shooter and the game, and that 
large rocks and cactus can interfere 
with the sitting position. 

Finally the day I was waiting for 
came. ‘Why don’t you let me try a 
deer rifle?” she asked. 

“Now,” I said, “we’re getting some- 
where.”

A neighbor had already suggested 
she try his .22 Hornet. “It kicks a 
little more than the .22 rimfire,” he 
said, “so it should be a good inter- 
mediate step to a deer rifle.” It 
sounded like a good idea. 

So one day we set up a target on 
the range at 50 yards. Julie shot 
three rounds, remarking how pleas- 
ant shooting the Hornet was. But

box cardboard and tacked to wooden pegs that can be shoved into the ground. 


the target was untouched. I knew 
the sights were well in line. It ap- 
peared to me she was flinching badly. 

“But I put the crosshair right on 
the bull’s eye,” she said, “and I didn’t 
flinch!” 

Suddenly it occurred to me that 
she’d never shot a scope with a post- 
crosshair reticle. Gently, I explained 
that the post top, not the lower 
crosshair, was the aiming point. 

Her next three shots were in the 
center of the bull, touching each 
other. 

Facing us now was the question: 
What’s the best rifle for a woman to 
use on American big game? We 
talked this one over with experienced 
hunters. One old-time rifleman picked 
the .25/35 Winchester for his wife, 
and with it she’d killed 14 deer with 
about 20 shots. But, he said, it was 
a short-range weapon and had to be 
used with care. Another fellow swore 
by the .257 Roberts as a woman’s 
rifle, and I even read of a lady who 
uses a .375 H. & H. Magnum on Alas- 
ka game. 

Everyone seemed to agree that the 
rifle for women must be well stocked, 
with enough wood in the forearm, 
cheekpiece, and butt to absorb some 
of the recoil and contribute to com- 
fortable shooting positions. It should 


be lightweight, yet accurate in long- 
range shooting; of mild recoil, yet 
powerful enough to flatten a large 
animal. 

We boiled the choices down to four 
calibers high in these requirements. 
They were the .243 Winchester, .250 
Savage, .257 Roberts, and 7 mm. 
Mauser. All seemed adequate, but 
we picked the .243. With a good tele- 
scope sight, it seemed best adapted 
to off-season target and varmint 
shooting. 

Handloading is a hobby of mine, 
so I brewed up a box of .243s about 
half the strength of a full charge, 
and Julie’s first afternoon with her 
new Winchester was a pleasure. But 
when I increased the powder charge 
to about 75 percent strength for the 
next session, she complained about 
her shoulder hurting frora the recoil. 
We had a gunsmith install a recoil 
pad, and that took care of that. After 
two more step-ups in ammunition po- 
tency, she was shooting full-power 
loads like a veteran. 

An effective yet simple way to 
practice for big-game shooting is to 
set up life-size cardboard cut-outs of 
animals at normal hunting ranges. 
Draw the general outline of a deer 
or bear on cardboard, cut it out, and 
tack it to pointed wood laths or other 
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Julie marks a shot, above, that hit too far back 


small sticks that can be shoved into 
the ground. 

Common cardboard brown is a good 
ready-made color for duplicating a 
hard-to-see deer or antelope. A 
broadside target for deer, antelope, 
or sheep should have a body (minus 
head and neck) about 31% feet long, 
16 to 18 inches deep at the chest, 
standing about 3! feet high at the 
shoulder. A black bear has about the 
same size torso but shorter legs, 
standing about two feet high. In 
front views, which need just one leg 
in the center, the widest part of a 
deer’s chest is about 12 inches; that 
of a sheep about 14. 

To simulate a running animal, say 
a bounding buck, we use an old tire 
fitted with a cardboard center. It’s 
heaved off the top of a slope so that 
it bounces helter-skelter past the 
shooter who’s stationed about half- 
way down the hill. 

Before each hunting season ar- 
rives, some thought should be given 
to physical conditioning. A skiing 
couple I know get their knees in 
shape by duck-walking around the 
house a month before the snow 
comes. The wife does her ironing in 
a crouch. This works fine, although 
not everyone enjoys duck-walking.

kc KEY to finding a bait-casting outfit that will 


put lures way out where the big ones live and 

handle the toughest fighters lies in your answer 
to one simple question: How heavy are the lures you 
plan to use? 

If you want to buy a trolling outfit, the equally simple 
question is: How deep will you troll? It’s as easy as 
that. 

Many beginners—and a surprising number of people 
with a little experience—have trouble because they buy 
their bait-casting outfits to suit the size of the fish they 
hope to catch. For example, the angler going out for 
bass will search the tackle store for a light rod, because 
he knews that black bass seldom weigh more than six 
pounds. The man who plans to take muskies, which 
may weigh 40 or 50 pounds, assumes that he must have 
a very heavy rod. 

Both of these shoppers are partly right—their tackle 
should handle the fish they hope to hook. But the first 
consideration is to get an outfit that will properly cast 
or troll the kind of lures needed to hook the fish you’re 
after. It takes a rod with considerable backbone to cast 
and handle the larger bass plugs in weedy, snag-filled 
waters, and that sturdy rod is needed whether the bass 
there run large or small. On the other hand, a stiff and 
powerful rod will seem awkward as a broom handle when 
you attempt to cast light lures or troll them on a short 
line in shallow water. These last jobs call for light and 
springy rods. 

The weight of the standard lures for various kinds of 
fish will be plainly marked on the lure itself or the card 
or box that holds it. The beginner, who won’t know in 
advance what the routine lures weigh, can browse 
through the lures displayed in the store to figure out 
what weights he’ll use most. For example, bass plugs 
of bait-casting size will average about half an ounce. 
Plugs for muskies will weigh about twice that much as 
a rule. Some of the good trolling rigs involve chains of

spinners that may even weigh as much as several ounces. 

Several years ago, acting for a chain of stores with a 
salesman’s training program in mind, I conducted a 
survey of the buying habits of anglers. I visited tackle 
shops of all sizes in four Eastern states, looked, listened, 
and talked with anglers and salesmen. I discovered that 
a great many customers believe a single bait outfit will 
cast all types and weights of lures, and that one trolling 
outfit will successfully troll at all depths. Another thing 
that confused a lot of customers was the vast number 
of different brands of rods, reels, and lines on the mar- 
ket. ‘Which make shall I buy?” was often the biggest 
question in their minds. 

Actually, it makes very little difference which brand 
you buy in the same price class in a reliable store. Most 
of the standard-brand rods, reels, and lines on the mar- 
ket today are excellent. The choice of brand is often a 
matter of personal preference. What is important is to 
concentrate on getting the type of tackle that will suit 
the kind of fishing you plan to do. 

The first thing to decide is whether you want a bait 
or a trolling outfit. A lot of trolling can be successfully 
done with certain bait outfits. But not with all of them. 
And you’d have a bad time trying to cast most lures 
with a trolling outfit. So, which will it be? 

If you want a bait-casting outfit, you start, as I said, 
with the lures you'll cast. Let’s make it easy by placing 
all lures in four classes. Lures weighing under 1/:-ounce 
we'll put in class A. Lures weighing 1, to 14-ounce (in- 
clusive) we'll classify as B. Those weighing between 14 
and 34-ounce we’ll label class C, and those heavier than 
3/,-ounce will go in class D. 

The lightest, or class A, lures are more efficiently 
handled by spinning tackle. If you prefer these very 
light lures for bass, pike, walleyes, muskies, or any fish, 
buy a spinning rig. (See OuTpoor LIFE, April issue, 
“How to Buy a Trout Outfit.” ) But expect trouble with 
light spinning tackle if weeds and grass are present. 
Large and powerful fish love to dive into tangles of 
weeds when hooked. Light spinning tackle lacks the 
power to yank fish out of weeds or grass or to prevent 
them from reaching such cover. 

Spinning tackle is also good for casting class-B lures 
in weed-free water. But the bait outfit, again, is what 
the doctor ordered for rough-and-tumble sport in water 
full of snags. 

There’s also a new bait-casting rig called the “spin- 
cast” by some and “push-button spinning” by others. 
This tackle will handle class-B lures quite well. Spin- 
cast rods are little more than stiff-action spinning rods 
with offset handles that put the reel on top of the rod 
in regular bait-reel position. Spin-cast or push-button 
reels are a variation of the conventional closed-faced 
spinning reel. They have a thumb brake or push button 
to control the line. 

These spin-cast reels have become very popular in 
the past year or so. A bulletin just received says that 
over 1,250,000 of them were sold during 1957, and that 
there are 22 different models. I think they owe most of 
their popularity to low cost, the fact that they fit regular 
bait-casting rods as well as spin-cast rods, and—last but 
not least—easy easting. 

The shortcoming of the spin-cast outfits? They won’t 
cast as far, as accurately, or last as long as the more ex- 
pensive, precision-made bait reels. They are also cranky 
about handling various tests of line. Six-pound-test line 
works best in most spin-cast reels. 

Yet, for the type of work they were made to do, spin- 
cast reels are definitely the (continued on page 81)

You can’t catch salmon when you’re comfortable, they say. I agree. It takes a 


lot of zig and zag. Twiggling helps too 


and the wind whipped the line out straight. The stream- 
er lit in the general vicinity of the boulder, and I gave 
it a couple of half-hearted twitches. 

On the second twitch, a salmon lanced out of the 
smother and smashed the Ghost in a shower of spray. 
It happened with bewildering suddeness. My rod tip 
bowed, the reel made noises, and a chunk of molten 
silver leaped into the air 50 feet up the shore. I couldn’t 
believe he was on my line, but he was, and just to prove 
it he took off on another reel-burning run and jumped 
again. 

By now I’d managed to grab the reel handle, and I 
cranked furiously as the fish hurtled toward the boat. 
Line cut the water as he flashed past to leap again and 
skitter across a wave top on his tail. His next pass took 
him under the boat and out of the water on the other 
side. Up, down, and up. Twice more he went into the 
air in twisting, silvery spirals, and twice more he melted 
line from the spool in savage, headlong rushes. 

Hank balanced in the tossing stern, and when the fish 
came thrashing to the surface he reached out with his 
net. But the salmon still had enough steam left to 
vault over the handle before Hank scooped him up. 
Somehow that five pounds of gleaming salmon beating 
a tattoo on the floor boards turned the blustery north- 
easter into a balmy April breeze. 

That was my introduction to landlocked salmon fish- 
ing, one of the most exasperating, punishing, unpre- 
dictable and rewarding experiences in angling. 

Hank Lufkin summed it up when he said, “Salmon 
fishing’s a cruelizing sport, but by godfrey, ain’t it fun!” 

It is, and much of the fun, much of the discomfort, 
the unpredictability and the exasperation come from 
the habits and temperament of the fish himself—he 
that flaunts St. Andrew’s crosses upon his gleaming, 
silvery flanks. Aeons ago he was a sea salmon, migrat- 
ing to the headwaters of northeastern rivers to spawn 
after the manner of his species. Then through some 
cataclysmic upheaval, the rivers which gave him access 
to the sea became blocked, stranding him forever in a 
series cf inland lakes. One of these was Maine’s Sebago 
Lake, from which the landlock derives his scientific 
name—Salmo salar sebago. Another was Lake St. John

in Quebec, home of the smaller, faster landlock—the 
greatly prized ouananiche. 

Barred from roaming the vast spaces of ocean, the 
landlock never attains the sea salmon’s size, but in 
every other respect he is the equal of the great Atlantic 
sea-run fish of which he is the spit and image. 


he world record landlocked salmon, a yard-long 2214- 

pounder, came out of Sebago Lake in 1907, but 
the average today is much smaller, partly because of 
crossings with the St. John strain. Today the average 
is around four pounds, but every season fish up to eight 
or 10 pounds fall to fortunate anglers. 

Once, in order to meet him in his own bailiwick, fish- 
ermen had to trek to Sebago or the Lake St. John coun- 
try, and they did so gladly, even under the rugged and 
primitive transportation facilities of the day. But long 
ago men began extending the landlock’s range by stock- 
ing them in the Rangeley Lakes and in Moosehead Lake, 
in northwestern Maine, in Eagle Lake up in Aroostook 
County, and Grand Lake, in Washington County. En- 
couraged by the success of these plantings, they went 
on to expand their operations until today landlocked 
salmon swim in cold, deep lakes throughout much of 
Quebec, Ontario, the Maritimes, Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, and Vermont, and projects are now afoot to in- 
troduce the species into still other areas. 

Today, most landlocks are caught by trolling, but it 
wasn’t always so. In the old (continued on page 127)

ing the Grand River dam near Langley, Oklahoma, I could 
see the inviting blue water of the lake. Instantly, I regretted 
that I could stay only one night. 

Entering the motel office, I was greeted by a smiling young man.

up so the jig’ll bounce along bottom without hanging 
up.” 
Though I’d never used such lures, I took his advice 
and bought some of the jigs. After getting road direc- 
tions, I hurried to my car, and within half an hour I was 
standing on a gravel bar at the water’s edge below the 
dam. The giant concrete structure towering above me 
dwarfed the six other fishermen on the bar, There was a 
deep rumbling sound of water rushing from the power- 
house turbines, and a cool, damp blanket of spray hung 
over the area. 

Tying one of the leadheads to my line, I made a short 
cast and was surprised at how well it carried out the 
line. Then I cast across the swift water and started a 
slow retrieve as the current carried the lure down- 
stream, Suddenly, the rod was all but torn from my 
hand by a savage strike, and I bore down with my thumb 
on the reel spool. I got the reel under control and gained 
back some line; then the fish took off again. 

“T must have a five-pound black bass,” I thought. 

I watched the line cut through the water, expecting

the fish to jump at any moment. Instead, it kept darting 
back and forth through the swift water, putting a sharp 
bend in my light rod. I put on all the pressure I dared. 
Finally, after a hard battle, I had the fish on its side in 
shallow water. 

Expecting a black bass, I was surprised at the silver 
fish with dark stripes that I eased onto the gravel. Its 
head was slightly more pointed than that of a black 
bass. I estimated that it would weigh about two pounds, 
and in many years of fishing I’d never had a fish that 
small give me such a lacing. I glanced around to a fisher- 
man standing nearby. 

“Ts this a white bass ?” I asked. 

He nodded. “Hell for fight, ain’t they ?” 

That was six years ago, and it was my first white bass. 
Since then I’ve caught hundreds of them in the lakes of 
Oklahoma, Texas, Arkansas, and Missouri. I often recall 
the Oklahoma fisherman’s remark. He was exactly right. 
White bass are “hell for fight.” 

For their size, I know of no harder fighters. My only 
reservation is the fact that white bass do not do 
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Using a six-foot casting rod, I 
sometimes take two or three bass at

artificials savagely, and are excellent 
eating. With the great number of man- 
made lakes where whites do so well, 
fishermen are missing some fine light- 
tackle sport if they don’t try taking 
these fish on casting, spinning, or fly- 
rod lures. 

In the Southwest, people sometimes 
call white bass sand bass, and think of 
the fish as a small, no-good bait-stealer. 
Crappie fishermen who use small min- 
nows often find young bass taking their 
bait. With this, their only experience 
with the species, they condemn all white 
bass. These bass never quit like crap- 
pies, however, and while they don’t 
reach the lunker size of their black 
cousins, three-pounders aren’t unusual.

Swift water below dams is a 
frequent hangout where they can be 
taken with jigs or spinners. 

White bass will strike many lures 
that take black bass, but some are 
more effective than others. In 1957 I 
caught more than 1,000 white bass on 
artificial baits, and most were taken 
with but half a dozen of the many lures 
in my tackle box. The very tops for 
number of bass boated was a deep- 
water trolling rig which I developed 
after much experimenting. I'll describe 
it later. 

One of my best all-around lures is 
the one with which I caught my first 
white in Oklahoma—the polar-bear hair 
jig. I use this lure in fast water below 
dams. I find the fish usually prefer a 
yellow jig though sometimes, on dark 
days, black is better. The only sure 
way to decide on the right color, how- 
ever, is the trial-and-error method. My 
wife, who is my frequent fishing com- 
panion, and I start trolling with differ- 
ent colored lures, and after a few 
strikes have our answer.

The Real Trout Bugs 


FISHERMAN using artificial flies 
will find it very difficult to du- 
plicate the action and appear- 

ance of many of the natural nymphs 
and larvae in trout waters. Since trout 
depend on these underwater bugs and 
worms for much of their food, the 
angler who knows how to collect and 
fish live nymphs and larvae always has 
an ace in the hole for those days when 
the fish shun artificial flies and lures. 

Let me tell you of just one experi- 
ence. Although conditions seemed ideal 
that day, fishing had been deplorable. 
Only small fish would take my dry flies. 
Wet flies and bucktails were ignored. 
So was an assortment of nymphs, in- 
cluding imitation hellgrammites. 

After fishing from daybreak until 
May-fly nymph about 11 a.m. without taking a trout 
larger than eight inches, I decided to 
try live hellgrammites. It was lunch- 
time anyway, so I went to a nearby vil- 
lage to see if I could buy live hellgram- 
mites. The only two bait dealers I 
found were out of this bait, however, so 
I went to the general store and bought 
a piece of screen, determined to capture 
my own hellgrammites. 

Back at the stream, I looked for a 
likely place to operate. I picked out a 
fast, shallow stretch that was loaded 
with small to medium-size rocks. Start- 
ing near shore, I anchored the screen a 
few feet downstream from me and over- 
turned a dozen rocks. The larvae (see 
life-size drawing at left) were there, 
all right. I picked one from a rock and 
Caddis worms in cases held it in my hand. Then I went to the 

Size 14 hook screen and found two other dislodged 
hellgrammites clinging to it. 

Now I suddenly realized that I had 
stupidly neglected to prepare a con- 
tainer for the critters. All I had that 
might work was a deep dry-fly box 
that was filled with choice dry flies of 
May-fly design. 

Wincing at the damage to them, I 
stuffed these expensive dry flies in a 
spare pocket and buttoned it up. Then 
I punched a number of holes in the top 
of the new dry-fly box and filled it with 
lush moss. My hellgrammites were 
lively as crickets, and I had trouble 
keeping them in the container. 

They worked like a charm on the 
trout, however. I’d catch a few fish, 
gather some more bait, catch some 
more trout. I knew I’d have a big job 
steaming out and reviving the abused 
artificial May-flies when I got home, 
12 but I had promised some friends a 
Size 10 hook mess of trout, and the hellgrammites 
were filling the order. 

At sunset a big batch of May-flies

was soon alive with rising fish. But I 
already had my legal limit. Besides, I 
was so tired I could hardly wade out 
of the stream. I’d had a great day, yet 
I wondered at the time if it had been 
worthwhile losing out on that May-fly 
rise, for I like to take trout on artificial 
flies when I can. Later I learned that 
four good fly fishermen who worked the 
May-fly hatch took only seven fish 
among them. As so often happens with 
big rises, the fish glutted themselves 
on the naturals but weren’t much ir- 


terested in artificials. 





t’s a simple matter to fish hellgram- 
mites. Grip the live bug below the 

head, which helps you avoid pincers 
that can give you a sharp nip, and slip 
the hook under the tough “collar” just 
below the bug’s head. If your hellgram- 
mites run about 1% in. long, a size 6 
hook should be a good choice. A small- 
er hook, say a No. 8 or 10, may work 
better. Use your judgment. Hooks that 
are too big will kill a small bug quickly 
and give it an unnatural action and 
appearance in the water. Smalliness is 
generally a virtue in hooks, as long as 
the hook isn’t so tiny it’s hopelessly 
smothered in the bait or too delicate to 
hold a fish played with reasonable pres- 
sure. I suggest sneck-shape hooks for 
hellgrammites. They have a rather 
square bend which keeps the bug from 
sliding along the bend of the hook to 
the barb. 

Unless the water is extremely fast, 
no sinker is needed. Cast up and across 
the stream into a likely current and let 
the bait drift on a slack line. Just be 
sure the line isn’t so slack that you 
don’t know where the bait is. You won’t 
always feel a tug when you get a strike. 
Watch the line where it enters the 
water. If it gives a jerk or twitch, 
you've got a customer. If the hellgram- 
mite is a small one, strike back rather 
quickly, waiting just a few seconds. 
With a large bait, give the fish more 
time to gulp it. Different types of 
water and the mood of the trout all 
enter into this matter of timing strikes. 
Either yank back instantly or wait 
much longer if such action seems to 
hook the fish better. 

Often the hellgrammite will grab 
bottom with its tail, where it has claw- 
like pincers similar to those on its head. 
When this happens you may think 
you’ve snagged, but you can usually 
pull the live bug loose with gentle pres- 
sure. (A jerk will break the collar and 
cost you a bait.) Some anglers remove 
the little clawlike appendages at the 
tail to lessen the hazard of getting 
hung. 

If the unweighted hellgrammite 
doesn’t sink, add a sinker, using a split 
BB shot to start with and always avoid- 
ing overweight. 

Another good natural bait is the fish- 
fly larva, which is similar in appearance 
to the hellgrammite. It’s usually found 
in the more sluggish stretches of trout 
water and favors mixed bottoms of mud 
and stones. In shallow water, it’s pos- 
sible to gather them by scooping up a 
netful of the muck and searching 
through it. If you find larvae in it that 





look and act like hellgrammites, you 
will most likely have fish-fly larvae. 
Fish them like hellgrammites. They 
are very hardy, a bit more so than hell- 
grammites. Like many anglers, trout 
seem to confuse fish-fly larvae with 
hellgrammites. Trout in waters where 
there are no native fish-flies will usually 
gobble up fish-fly larvae that an angler 
has bought or collected in some other 
stream. 

The best way to carry either hell- 
grammites or fish-fly larvae while fish- 
ing is to pack a suitable container with 
moist moss. Lacking moss, I’ve done 
very well using soaked newspaper, 
paper towels, or toilet tissue. Paper 
works best when it’s crumpled tight, 
well soaked, and then squeezed free of 
excess water. Damp moss or paper in 
a large container will keep a supply of 
hellgrammites or fish-fly larvae for 
days. Put the container in a shaded 
place. A cool cellar is ideal. 

Caddis worms are another staple 
trout food that the angler can collect 
and use with excellent results in most 
trout streams. They live in twiglike 
cases made of sand or bits of wood 
glued together. For many years imita- 
tions of caddis worms have been used 
with a moderate degree of success. But 
these artificials often fail at times when 
the real thing will be taken with en- 
thusiasm. 

Caddis-worm cases, held together by 
secreted adhesive supplied by the worm 
itself vary in shape. Most are cylindri- 
cal, about the size and shape of a 1-in. 
length of pipe cleaner. Often what you 
may think is a curled leaf, a twig, or 
small patch of pebbles will be a caddis 
worm in its case—just the bait you 
need to catch the trout you want. 

The majority of caddis worms live 
in portable cases. That is, they crawl 
with them along the bottom, or allow 
themselves to be carried by the current. 

As they move, the head and legs 
protrude from the case to provide pro- 
pulsion when crawling and a degree of 
direction when being carried along by 
the current. In my opinion this is why 
naturals are more effective than arti- 
ficials, no matter how cleverly the 
imitation may be tied. The natural 
shows life in a way that the artificial 
can’t quite duplicate. An artificial fly 
with a fluffy head and feather feelers 
does simulate life quite well, however— 
far better than a stamped plastic im- 
itation, even though the feather-fash- 
ioned creation may not be as exact an 
imitation. 


Some caddis worms attach themselves 
to rocks and debris in running 
water and cover themselves with a 
netlike substance. I've often seen a 
trout run along the edge of a log pick- 
ing off these luscious morsels, often at 
times when I'd given up in despair 
trying to catch them on the regular 
run of artificials. Unfortunately, I’ve 
never been able to find an effective way 
to use this type of caddis, either natur- 
ally nor artificially. 

If you prefer, you can break open 
caddis-worm cases and put the bare 
worms on a hook, I’d rather bait with 
case and all, running my hook through 


the edge of the case near the certer. If 
you penetrate the body of the worm 
while doing this, you'll kill it. But with 
care you can insert the hook so it will | 
anchor the worm in its case and yet not | 
penetrate the body deep enough to cause | 
quick death. Even if the worm is hooked 
badly, it will live through a couple of | 
casts. | 
I think caddis worms left in their | 
cases are easier to cast and fish than the | 
naked worms. If you hook the case care- | 
fully it will stay on the hook better than 
a bare worm. Also, because the case | 
adds extra weight, the worm will sink | 
faster, getting down toward bottom | 
where it will do the most good. At times 
I have found it necessary to use a/| 
weight to reach the bottom. A caddis 
bait resting on the bottom of a still pool 
can be very effective if you have the pa- 
tience this sort of fishing requires. 


 esrer worms in their cases can be 
picked one at a time by hand, but 
using a fine-mesh dip net will allow you | 
to collect in minutes a supply that 
would otherwise take an hour or more. 
If you plan to do a lot of this sort of 
bait fishing, you should carry suitable 
equipment in your car to gather it. 
There’s a book, Collecting Insects for 
Bait Use, by Alvah Peterson of the} 
Entomology Division, Ohio State Uni- 
versity, Columbus 10, Ohio, that gives | 
detailed advice and diagrams on this} 
subject 

Crane-fly larvae, which run from 1 
to 14% in. long, are topnotch trout baits 
in many waters. They should be hooked | 
near the head, which is often hard to 
find because they can withdraw it. 
Hooking this larva directly in the body | 
may cause the juices to run out and} 
leave you with merely the shell of a} 
bait. 

Crane-fly larvae are found in con- 
centrations of leaves and other soft 
debris in the quiet backwaters of eddies 
and pools. Usually you'll find some of 
these larvae by grabbing up a few big | 
handfuls of leaves mixed with muck} 
and debris and searching through it 
carefully. If you find one or two larvae, | 
you can be sure there are more there. | 
If you make a dozen tries without 
getting any results you might as well 
give up; either the larvae aren’t there 
or your eyes aren’t trained to spot them. 
They blend perfectly with the muck- 
soaked leaves and debris. This crane-fly | 
larvae isn’t used by many anglers. Yet | 
I have made good catches with it when 
other things failed. 

May-flies are widely distributed and 
occur seasonally on most waters. The 
nymphs of May-flies make excellent 
bait. The small sizes can be fairly well 
imitated with artificials, but when it 
comes to the large ones, those 114 in. or 
more in length, I’ve yet to find an arti- | 
ficial that will do even one quarter as| 
well as a natural. 

These larger May-fly nymphs are the 
ones that burrow in mud or clay. Look | 
closely for small holes in any smooth, | 
soft bottom of a clear-water stream. 
Such holes indicate the presence of 
these nymphs. Many times I have 
grubbed for them with my hands. It’s 
an exhausting and often exasperating '

job, but I have always been rewarded 
by catching some trout with the May-fly 
larvae I captured. 

A strong dip net, one that you can 
push into the bottom, makes easier 
work of this type of nymph hunt. 
Bring up a netful of muck, place it on 
a wire screen, and then wash away 
the soil, watching carefully for the 
nymphs as you do so. The nymph 
should lodge on the screen. 

While fishing, I keep my May-fly lar- 
vae in a container with about one inch 
of mud. They will remain alive if the 
mud is kept wet and cool. Don’t cover 
the mud with water. Soaked and shred- 
ded absorbent paper will serve in place 
of mud if you object to getting your 
fingers dirty. 

The smaller May-fly nymphs that live 
on or under stones in fast water may 
be gathered the same as _ hellgram- 
mites. However, these small ones are 
fragile things. It’s almost impossible 
to cast without throwing them off, and 
they die quickly after being captured 
unless given exacting care. At the 
times I’ve used them, I’d gather only a 
few at first. If they worked, I’d catch 
a few more. This is tough fishing, 
though, and if you can take trout with 
an artificial it’s far more satisfactory. 


here are days, however, when the 

real thing will take fish while the 
angler who insists on using artificials 
goes home with an empty creel. One 
day I was fishing a good stream with- 
out success. It was water that usually 
produced for me splendidly, and I'd 
never fished it with anything but arti- 
ficial dry and wet flies. This time, 
fishing it at a time of the year I'd 
never fished it before, I cast and cast, 
getting more discouraged every minute. 

I kept seeing the shells of large 
nymphs on rocks and other resting 
places in the stream and along the 
shore. I gathered a few of these and 
saw that they were the shells of stone- 
fly nymphs. I soon found some of the 
live nymphs in the stream and began 
using them with great success. 

Stone-fly nymphs may be found al- 
most anywhere in waters having a high 
oxygen content. They may be found 
under stones as small as six inches in 
diameter or under big rocks. They also 
live in sunken masses of dead leaves 
and debris or in rotted wood. When 
mature they crawl out of the water to 
the surface of rocks, logs, or anything 
else available and then hatch into adult 
stone flies. I like them best for bait 
when they are nearing maturity. I 
catch them by hand, overturning rocks, 
digging into debris, and looking care- 
fully over sunken limbs. Again, a 
screen placed strategically below the 
water you are working will catch many 
nymphs that you'd otherwise lose. 

Only the large ones, those from 1% 
to 2 in. long, stay on a hook well. I 
prefer using a dry-fly hook made of 
very fine wire for this work. Insert 
the hook in the hard part of the shell at 
the head, being careful not to injure 
the soft body. With care, you can insert 
the hook between a shell segment and 
the flesh, much the same as hooking a 
hellgrammite through the collar. But 





it takes a very light wire hook, say a 
No. 12. A bait hook as large as those 
you can use with hellgrammites usually 
kills a stone-fly nymph quickly. 

If you have your bait can filled with 
well-soaked dead leaves (those taken 
from a stream bottom are ideal), stone- 
fly nymphs will live in it without any 
trouble through a day. Just don’t 
crowd the container. An ordinary belt 
bait carrier will take care of a dozen 
or more for a day. If the fish are taking 
fast, you can start out with two dozen 
bugs, because you will be using them 
up. If you want to gather and keep 
these nymphs for future use, the treat- 
ment is the same as keeping them for a 
day, but it takes a large container and 
repeated dampening of the leaves or 
paper in it. 

In addition to the stream-dwelling 
larvae, I must mention that various 
worms and caterpillars found on trees 
or bushes make excellent baits. For 
instance there’s the oak worm. These 
worms often drop into the water while 
birds are feeding on them. The trout 
like them as much as the birds do, and 
if you can gather a mess of them you'll 
do well using them as bait. 

Among the low streamside bushes 
you'll often find cocoons. I’ve used 
these at times with great success, fish- 
ing them on the surface. 

Caterpillars of many varieties can be 
found here and there. If you put them 
on hooks and fish them on the surface 
they will take fish. 

You can also find grubs in rotted 
stumps and in the ground. Present 
these to the trout and they’ll be taken— 
unless you mess up the works by scar- 
ing the fish by carelessness in approach 
and fishing. 

I’ve used various water beetles or 
water bugs with some success when I 
could find them. This refers to any 
rather flat, wide, hard-shelled insect 
you may find in the water, not to the 
land beetles. 

Once while fishing a sluggish Adiron- 
dack stream for brook trout, and hav- 
ing abominable luck, I noticed a lot of 
black beetles coming to the top of the 
water and then going back to bottom. 
I gathered a mess of them foy bait, 
getting some painful bites in the proc- 
ess. I used them to take eight trout 
that ran from half a pound to two 
pounds. 


Or the rocks of many trout streams 
you'll find a rather hard-boiled 
worm ranging in color from green and 
olive green to a greenish gray. As far 
as I can tell, these worms are the 
larvae of a small water beetle. They 
often make an excellent bait. 

I first became acquainted with these 
greenish worms while fishing a Catskill 
Mountain stream in New York. When 
I found that fishing with artificials 
was poor, I started looking for some 
natural bait that might work. By 
chance I picked up a rock in the creek 
that had a greenish worm on it. This 
gave me the clue. 

I laboriously captured 30 of these 
worms. A small hook was needed. I 
had no loose hooks with me except 
regular size 4 and 6 bait hooks for

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worms and minnows, so I had to cut the 
feathers from a size 16 dry fly to get 
what I needed. The worms took fish, so 
I was soon cutting up another expensive 
dry fly to replace the first one, which 
was lost on a snag. Since then I’ve 
made a practice of carrying a few plain 
hooks in very small sizes, as small as 
18 and 22. 

On my last day of trout fishing in 
1957 our party had abominable luck. 
Only one trout was taken, this by Ezra 
Cole. It was only a 13-incher but was 
very fat and heavy. We opened it up 
and found it full of very flat, wide 
beetles or water bugs about 1 in. long, 
% in. wide. They were almost black. 

While this trout was caught in fast 
water leading into a big pool, the pool 
itself was very weedy. I imagine this 
fish had taken its fill of beetles from the 
weeds and then run up into the fast 
water, where my friend hooked it on a 
small spoon. 

Considering my experiences of the 
past, I believe we could have used those 
beetles to make a nice catch in that 
pool, if there had been time enough left 
to try it. Trout could be seen moving 
in this water, but they wouldn't take 
spinners, wet flies, bucktails, or dry 
flies. They also refused worms, which 
were used by two anglers in the party. 

I keep thinking, even now, that 
beetles might have done the job that 
day. We still have much to learn about 
fishing with natural aquatic baits. We 
aiso have much to gain by learning to 
use them properly when other baits 
won’t produce.—Ray 
Bergman. 


Packing Live Worms 


ngleworms need not be a messy bait 
to handle if you make this simple 
container. 

Select a small wide-mouthed jar with 
a screw top. Using the cover as a pat- 
tern, cut enough burlap disks to fill the 
jar when loosely packed. 

The live worms should be distributed 
between the disks which have been 
generously dampened with water. Use 
the worms a layer at a time. 

Be sure to punch or drill ventilation 
holes in the jar cover.—Norm Jacky.

Keeping Fish Fresh 


Question: This summer I’m going to fish 
some lakes a considerable distance from where 
I live—in an area where there is no ice supply. 
What can I do to keep my take-home fish 
fresh?—W. J. Baikie, Ontario, Canada. 


Answer: I don’t know of any way to keep 
fish fresh for any great length of time without 
ice. But I suggest you clean your fish as soon 
as they’re caught and put them near a cold 
spring in cool moss. When bringing them 
home, carry them in a large box filled with 
cold moss until you get to a place where ice 
is available. Then repack them in ice. You 
might also consider taking dry ice with you. 

Perhaps the canvas creels now available 
would help. They’re lined with waterproof 
plastic. The canvas is kept wet, and evapora- 
tion of the moisture has a cooling effect on 
the creel’s contents.—R.B. 


Low-Down on Channel Cats 


Question: What type of water are channel 
catfish usually found in? What baits are most 
productive?—Gerald Schmit, Nebr. 


Answer: Channel cats seem to prefer clear, 
fast-moving waters, but they’re also found in 
lakes and in sloughs and backwaters of streams. 
They’re most often found in deep channels— 
hence the name. Other good places are deep 


pools below dam sites, fast water or waterfalls, 


behind logs, sunken logs, stumps, and piles of 
drift. 

Among good natural baits are crawfish, frogs, 
and minnows of various kinds (dead or alive). 
Chunks of fish are also good. Chicken blood is 
considered tops by many, and so are chicken 
livers.—R.B. 


Ontario Lake Trout 


Question: My son and I are planning a lake- 
trout fishing trip to Ontario in the Lake of the 
Woods area. What lures do you recommend, 
and is there any special technique we should 
use?—Richard Zacker, Il. 


Answer: The best lures for lake trout in the 
area you mention are usually wobbling, darting 
spoons. When these fish are deep you'll need 
long, stout line, a reel with large capacity, and 
a stiff rod to give you proper trolling action. 

I’ve caught some nice fish in the area you 
speak of. In the early spring or fall, just be- 
fore the season closes, lake trout can be taken 
near the surface on bait-casting tackle, and 
during the warmer weather the fish stay deep 
and you'll have to troll.—R.B. 


Rod for Panfish 


Question: What would be the best fly rod for 
me to get if I plan to go after panfish?—Julius 
L. Clark, N. Y. 


Answer: Ideally the lightest fly rod possible 
will give you the best sport. An 8-ft., 4-oz. rod 
would be a good choice—and it will also be a 
good rod to use while fly fishing for trout 

If you go for bass also, a 9-ft. bamboo rod 
weighing about 6 oz., or a glass 8'4-footer 
weighing 5% oz. would be best. You can also 
use these on panfish but you won’t have quite 
as much fun. 

The line you use will depend, of course, on 
the rod you choose.—R.B. 


Bait for Carp 


Question: Do you know of any sure-fire bait 
for carp?—R. D. Poling, Ohio. 


Answer: Sad to say, I don’t know of any 
sure-fire bait for carp. But it helps to know 
that these fish are mostly vegetarians, so soaked 
grains and dough baits sometimes do the trick.

You can make them with bread and 
condensed milk. Cheese combined with bread 
also is good at times. Some carp fishermen use 
macaroni or a macaroni paste mixed with soft 
Limburger cheese. The fish have also been 
known to take pieces of banana, berries, bits 
of marshmallow, and even gumdrops.—R.B. 


Catching Walleyes 


Question: What are the best baits for wall- 
eyes, and what is the best time of day to fish 
for them?—Robert Klein, Ohio. 


Answer: Walleyes are usually a deep-feed- 
ing fish and they’re inclined to be nocturnal 
feeders. There are many exceptions to this, of 
course. In spring and fall, when they sometimes 
come to the surface, they'll take almost any 
plug that’s good for bass or northern pike 

On the whole, however, one of the best baits 
for walleyes is a spinner in front of live bait 
such as a minnow or a couple of night crawlers. 
Fish this rig close to bottom.—R.B. 


Pork-Rind Bait 


Question: What is a good way to preserve 
pork rind?—C. S. Fisher, Pa. 


Answer: Remove fat and cut the skin into 
desired shapes. Place these in a brine solution 
strong enough to float a potato, making sure 
that they are completely submerged. Soak for 
at least 48 hours. Then remove the rind and 
soak in acetic acid until it becomes white. 
Remove and pack in airtight jars and cover 
with 5 parts glycerine to 95 parts of a 10 per- 
cent formalin solution. 

If you object to the odor of the formalin 
solution, you can use a 1 percent solution of 
sodium benzoate in water.—R.B. 


Preserving Minnows 


Question: Will you tell me a good way to 
preserve minnows so they'll last for some time? 
—Anthony Florio, Pa. 


Answer: Here are two ways to preserve 
minnows: to 40 oz. water add 6 oz. glycerine 
and 1 oz. formalin. Keep minnows in this solu- 
tion for six to eight weeks, then remove and 
keep in strong brine. 

Another method is keep the minnows in 1 qt. 
of distilled water to which % Ib. salt has been 
added. Be sure to seal the jar. This should 
keep the minnows for a year.—R.B. 


Curing Neck Hackles 


Question: I’m an amateur fly tyer, and I'd 
like to know how to go about curing neck 
hackles.—F. H. Hansen, Iowa. 


Answer: First, be sure the skin side is 
clean. Then press the skin down on paper and 
let dry. For a curing agent, you might try mix- 
ing 2 oz. alum, % pt. salt, 1 pt. water. Boil 
the mixture, let it cool, and apply it by dap- 
ping it lightly on the hide with a soft cloth. 
Keep doing this at intervals until the skin 
takes on a whitish look. Any of the mixture 
that spills on the feathers may be removed 
when the skin is thoroughly dry.—R.B. 


Outfit for Muskies 


Question: I want to do some muskie fishing 
and would appreciate advice on what kind of 
an outfit you’d recommend. Also do you recom- 
mend any particular lure?—R. Olson, N. Dak. 


Answer: For muskies I prefer a medium- 
weight bait-casting rod with a good bait-cast- 
ing reel full of 18-pound-test braided line. As 
to lures, the only suggestion I can make is to 
have a fairly wide assortment.—R.B. 


Is It Male or Female? 


Question: How do you go about identifying 
which bass, pike, or perch is a male or female? 
—Charles Zicha, N. Y. 


Answer: I don’t know anyone who can tell 
the sex of a bass, pike, or perch without kill- 
ing it and making an internal examination. 
With trout, one usually can tell the difference 
by the shape of the head and the color. The 
male is likely to have a larger and more pug- 
nacious-looking head than the female, and the 
color usually is brighter.—R.B.

Some tackle salesmen are misin- 
|formed about bait reels. Time and 
again I’ve seen clerks proudly spin a 
bait reel’s spool for some customer and 
point out how fast the spool spins, as if 
that were a sign of far and effortless 
casting ability. No doubt these sales- 
men believe what they say, and it does 
seem logical, but don’t you let them 
sell you such a reel. The spool should 
start turning easily, but it should be a 
light spool that stops quickly. 

2. Look for a sturdy level-winding 
device. Check to see if an extra pawl (a 
metal tooth that fits into the slots of a 
worm gear to move the level-winding 
finger back and forth across the front 
of the reel) is provided with the reel, 
along with a screwdriver-wrench. Some 
good reels do not come so equipped. If 
not, it’s a good idea to buy several 
pawls and this tool at the time you buy 
the reel.

out and need replacing when you are 
miles from a shop. 

3. Check the anti-backlash mecha- 
nism. This brake automatically slows 
the spool as the cast nears its termina- 
tion. On more expensive reels, this 
anti-backlash brake can be adjusted by 
a handy device on the outside of the 
reel. The most useful of these adjust- 
ing devices are made so you can com- 
pensate for each ‘%-ounce in lure 
weight, making the reel perfect for 
casting all lures in classes B, C, and D. 
Some have a graduated scale, a real 
help in setting the desired tension on 
the brake. 

4. Check. the reel spool. Look for 
feather-light spool of aluminum alloy. 
These light spools keep momentum 
down and are easier to brake than 
heavy spools, reducing the possibility 
of overrunning. Heavy spools start 
slowly but quickly spin and are slow to 
stop, creating overruns and backlashes. 
Look for a balsa wood or cork arbor (a 
supplementary core placed on the reel 
spindle to take the place of backing 
line) or a built-in arbor of light metal. 
Such an arbor lets you use as little as 
50 yards of line, all that’s necessary for 
most fishing, thereby lightening the 
filled spool and reducing momentum to 
a minimum. Check for minimum clear- 
ance between spool ends and side plates. 
The smaller the clearance the less 
chance there is of fine-diameter lines 
slipping in between and being cut or 
snarled. 

5. Check gears and bearings. They 
should show careful craftsmanship, be 
made of long-wearing metal. 

6. Look for sturdy construction, cor- 
rosionproof finish. 

7. Check to see if the reel can be con- 
veniently oiled from the outside. Ask 
the salesman to show you how to oil the 
reel, clean it, and replace parts likely to 
wear out. 

8. Examine end bearings for adjust- 
ability. Unless you can take up on the 
play as bearings-wear with use, the reel 
will become noisy and vibrate, making 
casting difficult. Look for adjustment 
devices that are not part of the anti- 
backlash mechanism. 


N let’s shop for a bait-casting rod. 
Actually, you need two or more 
rods to do the most efficient casting with 
lures ranging from %-ounce to a full 
ounce. The better bait-casting reels 
have braking devices that can be quick- 
ly adjusted to handle both light and 
heavy lures, but it’s obviously impos- 
sible to change the length or whip of a 
rod with a dial or button. A long and 
whippy bait rod will handle light lures 
best; a shorter and more powerful rod 
will do a better job with heavy lures. 
You can do a lot of satisfactory fishing 
with just one bait rod, but you have to 
accept some loss of efficiency when you 
tie on a lure that’s out of the rod’s 
weight class. 

I recently had the opportunity to wit- 
ness and assist in the testing of 42 dif- 
ferent bait rods from the stock of a 
large New Jersey store. All rods were 
by leading manufacturers and ranged 
in price from $110 to $5.98. Not one of 
the 42 rods would handle all the stand-

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ard types and weights of lures satis- 
factorily. 

Two of the more expensive rods cast 
and retrieved light lures weighing from 
4% to %-ounce remarkably well. But 
these two rods failed miserably with 
both 1/16 and ‘%-ounce lures. Some 
rods we tested performed efficiently 
with only one weight. One rod, for ex- 
ample, labeled as medium action, per- 
formed perfectly with 1%4-ounce lures, 
but was much less efficient with lures 
that varied %-ounce either way. 

There were a few rods, however, that 
would efficiently cast and retrieve lures 
ranging from % to 1%-ounce. And 
others would do equally well with lures 
from 4 to %-ounce. These versatile 
rods are best for beginners, and the 
time and effort it takes to find such a 
rod will be well spent. Two such rods 
will allow you to handle all lures in 
classes B, C, and D. If you are limited 
to one bait rod, my personal recom- 
mendation is to forget the light-weight 
fad and buy a rod made to handle C 
and D lures. You might or might not 
get as many bass, walleyes, northern 
pike, or muskies with these larger lures 
as the fellows fishing the lighter ones, 
but boy, you'll sure get the big ones. 


i buying a bait rod, you have a 
choice of materials: split bamboo, 
tubular glass, tubular steel, solid glass, 
and solid steel. Rods made from all of 
these materials will cast and retrieve 
lures and catch fish, even the largest of 
muskies and sturgeon, but the first 
three materials are generally considered 
superior. The handsome split-bamboo 
bait rods are perhaps the finest a man 
can lay his hands on. But, for all of 
their wonderful action, the bamboos 
have a great weakness: unless fished 
correctly, and carefully rested at inter- 
vals, the best of them are apt to de- 
velop a “set” or bend that’s all but im- 
possibie to correct. The most popular 
bait rods today are made of tubular 
glass. They have plenty of life, wear 
extraordinarily well under very rough 
use, and are reasonably priced. 

Bait rods are generally stiffer and 
shorter than fly rods, spinning, and 
spin-cast rods. They come in various 
actions, usually classed as light, me- 
dium, and stiff. ‘Action’ means the 
spring or whip of the rod that shoots 
the bait out over the water during the 
cast. It’s built into a rod by skillful 
tapering from tip to butt. Light-action 
rods are very whippy and are made to 
handle the light class-B lures. Stiff ac- 
tion means what it says, and these rods 
are designed to handle class-D lures. 
Medium-action rods are those with a 
moderate action or spring, just enough 
to shoot a lure weighing between % 
and %-ounce. However, tests have 
shown that not all rods perform as 
labeled at the factory. Many rods 
marked medium action are so selective 
that they’re only efficient with 42-ounce 
lures, say, or maybe 5-ounce lures. 

It’s up to you to discover the action 
of the bait rod before you buy it and to 
make sure it fits the lures you'll use. 

Let’s start with the light-action rods. 
Frankly, I’m not enthusiastic about 
them for most bait-casting. They were 





designed to compete with spinning 
tackle in casting very light lures, and I 
think that a good spinning outfit beats 
any bait-casting rig at handling feath- 
erweight lures in open water. It’s true 
that a light-action bait rod will toss 
heavy lures if you swing them out ina 
wide arc, as if casting with a soft 
natural bait on a hook, but the light- 
action rod lacks the power to sink a 
plug’s treble hooks in the jaw of a 
tough-mouthed fish. Light-action bait 
rods are also inadequate when a big fish 
has to be “horsed” to keep it out of 
weeds or snags. 

Stiff-action rods also have disadvan- 
tages. First of all, they won’t cast a 
light lure easily or accurately. You 
must throw your own strength and 
weight into the cast every time you use 
a class-B or C lure with a stiff rod. 
This soon becomes about as tiring as 
shoveling snow. Handling heavy lures 
—that’s the strong suit of the stiff- 
action bait rod. 

The medium-action rods are a com- 
promise, of course. They’re designed 
to cast medium-weight lures, and that’s 
what they do best. 

As for type of rod construction, I like 
the tubular or hollow rods made of glass 
or metal better than the solid ones made 
of the same materials. Solid glass or 
metal rods seem to me to have less life, 
and I think they’re needlessly heavy and 
tiring to cast with. Yet, some anglers 
swear by the solid rods. So it’s up to 
you. Take each type in your own hands, 
switch it back and forth. If you like the 
feel of it, put it aside for further test- 
ing. That choice of solid or tubular 
construction applies only to metal and 
glass, by the way. All split-bamboo 
rods are solid. 

How do you determine the action of 
a bait rod? Well, the best test I 
know, this side of actually casting vari- 
ous lures with the rods, is far from ac- 
curate. But here it is as a guide: Join 
the rod together, then have the sales- 
man hold the handle of the rod flat on 
top of the store counter so that the full 
length of the rod, except for the handle, 
extends out over the floor. Hang a 1%4- 
ounce lure on the tip and measure care- 
fully how far the rod tip dips toward 
the floor. If the tip dips down 1% 
inches with that light lure, the rod has 
light action. If it dips more than 2% 
inches, it’s too limber for me. Should 
the tip nod only one inch, chances are 
its action is light enough to handle lures 
weighing %-ounce beautifully. If the 
tip bends only half an inch, the rod is 
medium action. Should the tip go down 
“only a quarter of an inch, it’s a stiff- 
action rod. Rods dipping a quarter of 
an inch usually handle the whole D 
range of lures beautifully, even when 
used with 40-pound-test lines. 


nh another general guide to select- 
ing a bait rod for the type fishing 
you want to do. For lures weighing a 
quarter of an ounce, a good rod would 
have light action, be 51% to 6 feet long, 
and be matched with monofilament 
casting line of five to eight-pound test. 
For lures in the half-ounce class, a five- 
foot rod with medium action should be 
about right, and the matching line 


would be eight-pound monofilament or 
12-pound braided material. For lures 
ranging from % to 1%-ounce, a good 
bet is a stiff-action rod 4% feet long, 
and the line would be a braided one | 
testing 18 to 30 pounds. 

But let me-repeat that the sugges- | 
tions I’ve just made are necessarily | 
general ones. If you're fortunate 
enough to have a store that has facili- 
ties for actual test casts, by all means | 
use them. If you have a friend who’s an | 
experienced bait caster, persuade him | 
to help you with your tackle shopping. | 

Once you've selected several promis- | 
ing rods, check them for the following 
features: 


Check List 
for Bait Rods 


1. Does the rod feel comfortable in 
your hand? 

2. Does it have an offset reel seat? 
Some old-timers and professional cast- 
ers prefer straight rod handles, but the | 
popular offset handles are more com- | 
fortable and much easier to cast. | 
Reason: when it’s necessary to thumb | 
the spool, the offset reel seat permits 
your thumb to work naturally and with- | 
out strain, while the straight-handle | 
reel seat forces your thumb into a high 
and unnatural position that is awkward 
and cramped. You can cast perfectly 
with either handle, but nine out of 10 
beginners will find the handle with off- | 
set reel seat more comfortable. 

3. Look for ferrules that fit. If they | 
are loose when you buy the rod, they | 
will surely come apart when you are} 
fishing. (Ferrules are the plug-and- | 
socket joints used to hold rod sections | 
together. ) 

4. Check to see if your reel fits firmly | 
into the reel seat and locks tight. If it 
doesn’t, you’ll be forever fishing the reel 
out of the water or up from the bottom | 
of the boat. 

Trolling is perhaps the most effective | 
legal method of taking game fish. With 
the increasing popularity of outboard 
motors, the number of trolling anglers 
has doubled and trebled. Consequently 
a lot of good spinning and bait rods 
are ruined every summer by being made 
to do what they were never intended to 
do—drag heavy lures through water 
and weeds. A powerfully built, stiff- 
action bait rod or a salt-water spinning 
rod will troll large, heavy baits or lures 
without damage, but a standard trolling 
outfit will be a greater pleasure to use. 

The rod is the big item of the trolling 
outfit and should be selected with care. 
Trolling rods are the bulldozers of 
sport fishing, but this does not mean 
they have no action. It’s the depth at 
which you will troll that decides how 
stiff a rod you need. Here’s a guide to 
follow: | 

1. For shallow trolling, down to eight | 
feet, small, class-B lures are usually 
best. Larger lures have a tendency to 
frighten fish in clear, shallow water. A 
medium-action bait rod from 5% to 7 
feet will do admirably for trolling these 
light lures in shallow water. So will 
conventional spinning tackle and the 
newer spin-cast or push-button outfits 
unless you plan to troll weedless spoons

through lily pads or other tough aquatic 
growth. That’s a good way to catch 
bass, but it requires sturdy tackle, say 
a stiff bait rod not over four feet long 
or a light, short trolling rod. If you 
plan to troll streamer flies, you won’t 
need a trolling, casting, or spinning rod. 
A 5% to 6%-ounce, nine-foot fly rod 
with power action is the ticket for 
streamers. 

2. Medium water, from 19 to 20 feet 
deep: Look for a light-action trolling 
or boat rod from 5 to 6% feet with 
power enough for heavy fishing. If you 
don’t intend to drag chains of spoons 
or tangle with enormous fish in the 
weeds, a stiff-action bait rod about 6% 
feet long will do for any fresh-water 
trolling at this depth. So will the con- 
ventional spinning outfit with either 
steelhead or medium salt-water action. 
If you can use line as low as six-pound- 
test, the new spin-cast outfits will do 
very well. 

3. Deep water, from 20 feet down to 
100 feet: This usually means heavy 
| lures or long chains of spoons that 
| build up a terrific drag. The standard 

6142-foot, light-action weakfish rod 

| seems to be the most efficient trolling 
| rod for this work, but a short, stiff- 
| action bait rod pleases a lot of anglers. 
A limber rod is of little use for troll- 

| ing in deep water. You must be able to 
| feel the action of the lure through the 
rod for proper trolling—and notice the 
| lightest hit by a fish. This takes a stiff 
rod. In addition, the rod must be stiff 
enough to set the hook in a tough jaw 

| 100 feet down. This usually means that 
| the striking impulse from you to the 
fish must travel 100 yards or so each 
way. It takes a powerful rod to send 
those impulses fast enough over a long 
line to be of use. The rod should be just 
limber enough to play out a fish without 
placing all the strain on line and angler. 

The weakfish rod fills the bill. 

| For extreme depths, 100 feet to 500 as 
in the Great Lakes, try a medium- 
weight weakfish rod. I have done a lot 
of trolling at those depths for lake trout 
with a stiff-action bait rod and metal 
line and loved every minute of it, but 
| the heavier weakfish rod is generally 








better for trolling down in Davy Jones’s 


| locker where the big ones lie. 


When you have selected a few rods | 
| according to depth and weight of lures, | 


| examine each carefully. 


|'Check List 
for Trolling Rods 


| 1. Look for sturdy construction, 
strong guides, and wear-resistant 
metals in ferrules, guides, and tip. 

2. Examine reel seat to make certain 
| it will hold your reel securely.

butts too short for proper balance when 
using lines heavier than 12-pound-test, 
and such unbalanced rods become very 
tiring. Make certain the heavy-duty 
trolling rod has a comfortable grip for 
one hand just above the reel. 

A trolling rod that meets most of 
these specifications should give you 
many happy years of trolling. It won’t 
cost a fortune, either. I’ve seen dandies 
for $15, and good buys for much less. 
However, as with everything else, you 
get about what you pay for. 

Good trolling reels? For trolling in 
waters shallower than 20 feet, a stand- 
ard bait reel or a heavy-duty spinning 
reel works fine. A stout spin-cast reel 
will also do the job. 

For trolling 20 to 100 feet down, look 
for a sturdy bait reel with level wind, 
star drag, and a spool capacity from 200 
to 300 yards of 20-pound-test line. 

For trolling depths, 100 feet down or 
more, look for a light salt-water troll- 
ing reel with star drag and a spool large 
enough to hold 600 or 700 yards of 30- 
pound-test line, either fabric or metal. 
If you plan to troll solid-wire line, get 
a reel specially made for this. These 
are simple single-action reels, and about 
all you need look for is sturdy construc- 
tion, smooth operation, and very nar- 
row spools with large diameter side

plates so the wire won't slip and snarl 
up. They should have a spool capacity 
of at least 500 yards for deep work. 

When it comes to trolling lines, it’s 
hard to go wrong in buying any stand- 
ard brand of line designed for trolling. 
You can, however, fall overboard when 
it comes to sizes. 

For shallow trolling of streamers, 
ordinary level fiy lines are excellent. 
For small lures in class B or C, lines 
made of linen, silk, or nylon (braided 
or monofilament) are excellent, so long 
as they are of a size that fits the fish to 
be caught. 

However, there is a growing solid- 
wire clan, anglers who will troll noth- 
ing but solid-wire line regardless of the 
depth or lure size. They even use a 
cobweb-thin wire line for trolling 
streamer flies with fly rods and reels. 
Their argument is that if you want to 
go down, use the line that puts you 
down the fastest and keeps you down. 
Solid wire, they say, has a minimum of 
outer surface, a lower resistance to 
water friction because of its polished 
surface, and a greater density than any 
other line made. Therefore, it sinks 
with unparalleled speed and puts less 
pull on the rod. 

Solid-wire fans also claim that in 
depths below 30 feet no line is as sensi- 
tive as solid wire. And I go along with

their claims. I have hooked twice as 
many trout and other fish with solid 
wire as with any other type of line. 
This, I believe, is due to the minimum 
belly developed in the solid line when 
trolled. Light hits are telegraphed im- 
mediately to the angler, even from fan- 
tastic depths. And the hooking impulse 
travels back to the fish just as rapidly. 
I am convinced that beginners will have 
much better luck with solid-wire lines 
for all trolling below 20 feet and with 
spliced lines that are part solid wire and 
part linen or silk line for above 20 feet. 
With the spliced lines, you use 10 to 30 
feet of wire as a sinker leader. 

Silk and linen lines have their fol- 
lowers too. I know veteran anglers 
who wouldn’t be caught dead with wire 
lines. There’s also a relatively new line 


on the market, a nylon line with a lead 
core. This lead-core line has a color 
code, useful for keeping track of the 
amount of line you have off the reel. 
Every 20 yards is dyed a different color. 

How much line and what strength? 
Here’s a guide you can follow and adapt 
to your own needs and your own con- 
cept of what offers the most sport. 
For shallow trolling, from just under 
the surface down to 20 feet, 100 yards 
of line testing from 10 to 20 pounds is 
about right. Use silk, linen, nylon, or 
wire as you please for that shallow and 
medium-depth trolling; all will do a 
good job if properly handled with suit- 
able tackle. 

As you go deeper, 20 to 100 feet, 
you'll ordinarily need a stronger line, 
say 30-pound-test. -If you choose mono-

filament or braided fiber line, you may | 
need as much as 400 yards of it for| 
100-foot depths. With the lead-core and | 
wire lines, which sink with less belly, 
300 yards is plenty. 

The wire and lead-core lines have a 
solid advantage for any trolling deeper 
than 100 feet. Get about 600 yards of 
30-pound-test line for trolling extreme 
depths. 

That’s it. If you walk into any reli- 
able tackle store and apply these rules 
and suggestions as you shop, you can

Keeping Live Bait 


if res a minnows and crawfish die 
quickly in hot weather, but there is 
a spot in every home where they can be 
kept alive almost indefinitely—the 
family refrigerator. 

Put your live bait in any suitable 
vessel, allowing about six cubic inches 
of water per minnow or crawfish. The 
water will need to be changed only 
once or twice in 24 hours, if you keep 
the temperature between 40 and 50 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. Do not put them in 
the freezing compartment or the min- 
nows will soon be dead. 

When transporting live bait long 
distances on hot days, put the fish in 
cool water in a fairly large container. 
A wooden nail keg from your hardware 
store, soaked till watertight, will serve 
the purpose. 

Place a piece of burlap or other 
strong, coarse fabric over the mouth of 
the container and secure with a cord. 
Then put a piece of ice on the fabric. 
Cold water from the melting ice will 
filter through to cool that containing 
the live bait. It will also replenish the 
oxygen supply. 

Putting the ice cake directly in the 
water would result in too many fish 
being squeezed between the ice and the 
sides of the container. 

Be careful about transferring live 
bait suddenly from very cold water to 
very warm. Allow them, if possible, to 
warm up gradually in bait buckets, to 
almost the temperature of the water 
where you are going to fish.—Richard 
L. Gunter.

light in the water and the reflected color 
of the sky. The same lure may appear 
differently on a clear or cloudy day, or 
when the water is clear or murky. 

Another lure which has taken many 
whites for me is a hair bait, similar to 
the jig, but with a single spinner above 
the hook. This spinner serves as a weed 
guard and, with the point of the hook 
always riding up, it’s a very effective 
lure in brushy, shallow water. Trolled 
or retrieved very slowly along bottom, 
the spinner seems to trigger the fish’s 
striking instinct. I prefer the quarter- 
ounce size with my spin-cast outfit. 

In late spring, as the water warms 
up, whites start feeding on bugs and 
minnows on or near the surface. You 
ean locate their feeding sprees by 
watching for circling gulls or terns. 
My favorite lure under these conditions 
is a floating artificial minnow that dives 
only slightly when retrieved. Last spring 
I had a good chance to compare this 
plug with a deep-running lure for sur- 
face-feeding fish. I’d found a large 
school of whites making a commotion 
on Lake Kemp in Texas and was get- 
ting fast action by casting from a 
drifting boat. A friend saw me and 
rowed over to get in on the kill. 

He asked what plug I was using and 
I told him. He put on a similar plug, 
same make and same color, except that 
it was a deep-runner. I caught five 
bass while he kept casting into the 
school without a strike. Then he started 
changing plugs, still without strikes. 
When the fish stopped feeding, I 
counted 17 bass in my boat, and still my 
friend hadn’t had a strike. All of his 
lures had been deep-running plugs, so 
we agreed, later, that the surface-feed- 
ing whites wouldn’t take sinking lures. 

By midsummer in our Southwestern 
lakes, white bass are usually found in 
deep water. At this season medium- 
running plugs get most strikes, and the 
top fish-getter for me has been a flat 
lure which quivers like a fleeing min- 
now when retrieved rapidly. You can 
troll fast with it and cover a lot of 
water. Of the types I’ve tried, light 
colors work best. 

Whites scatter at this time of year, 
and you have to pick them up singly. I 
often connect by trolling in early morn- 
ing and late afternoon around rocky 
points and along submerged ridges. 

When fast-trolling, I find that wob- 
bling-type lures produce vicious strikes. 
For this fishing, I use a long, light- 
action rod and spin-cast reel with eight- 
pound-test monofilament line. The give 
of the rod and the slip clutch on the reel 
keep the hook from tearing out and 
guard against line breaks. I always 
shift my outboard motor to neutral 
when I get a fish on. I carry an extra 
rod with plug attached in case I lose a 
plug on submerged brush. When in a 
school of whites, the action is too fast 
and short-lived to repair tackle. 

It’s not always necessary to fish from 
a boat. I’ve caught many whites while 
wading around brush and rocky points. 
Once you locate a hotspot you usually 
can take them in that same place for

several days during feeding hours. 
Watch for the telltale sign of minnows 
jumping out of the water. 

By late summer, whites start gather- 
ing in schools in deep water, and I have 
to scrape bottom to get them. It’s for 
this kind of fishing that I developed my 
special trolling rig. I make it by cut- 
ting off a five-foot length of 20-pound- 
test leader, tie a plain swivel on one end 
for the line, and a snap swivel on other 
end to which I attach an action plug. 
Twenty-four inches above the plug, I 
make a small loop, then 15 inches 
higher up I make another small loop. 
To each loop, I tie a 12-inch leader of 
10-pound test material and attach polar- 
bear jigs. When this is dropped into 
the water the plug action gives a life- 
like swimming motion to the jigs—it 
looks as if the plug is chasing the jigs. 


hen I run into a school of whites, 

it isn’t unusual to get a fish on 
each lure. I’ve had several triples, and 
on one occasion I had a battle royal 
when I boated four at once, one on each 
jig and two on the plug’s treble hooks. 
In developing this special trolling rig, 


| which I use with a six-foot casting rod, 


I tried about every combination I could 
that would get a lure deep in the water 
with the necessary action. I trailed flies 


| back of a plug and used a spoon and 
| plug rig, but the jig in front of the plug 


proved the best. 

In very deep water, I add a sinker 
to the swivel connecting line and leader, 
tying it with lightweight line so it will 
break off if it snags. I seldom lose more 
than the sinker or one jig, even when 
trolling over submerged brush. 

Before going out, I make up a troll- 
ing rig with a yellow plug and yellow 
jigs, and another with a black plug and 
black jigs. About 75 percent of the 
time, the light color takes the most fish. 
Trolling with this rig means using a 
casting rod and reel—it’s too heavy a 
job for spinning tackle. With more 
weight on the line, bass don’t put up 


| the fight they do with a single lure, but 


two heavy whites on at once will give 


| a real thrill. 


When you first start trolling, you may 
wonder how to find a school. Without 
gulls to guide you, it isn’t easy, but bass 
can usually be found around submerged, 
brushy “islands.” When you locate a 
hotspot, mark it for future fishing by 
lining it up with objects on shore at 
right angles to each other. By looking 
for these markers, you can return to 
the same spot again. 

You can count on white bass feeding 
at least once a day. The time may vary, 
but I think a particularly good time is 
at night when the moon is bright. I 
don’t care much for night fishing, so I 
go out in the morning before sunup, and 
usually have my best fishing the first 
two hours of daylight. The gulls are 
out at this time too. I call them my 
“fish dogs.” 

Action may end as quickly as it 
starts. A school will quit feeding or 
move away, and water that was produc- 
ing fast, savage strikes may suddenly 
seem fishless. But that’s just as well, 
for it gives you a chance to catch your 
breath and rest your arms. THE END

as I told George he had good reason to 
boast of Flat Top’s fishing. 

Then, as we ate lunch, I began to 
learn something of Flat Top Lake and 
George Chambers, the lean, bespec- 
tacled, ex-high school principal who 
conceived the idea for the lake and then 
talked 185 men into puting up $185,000 
to get it under way—with no more solid 
collateral than his promise that there 
would be a lake. To show how he felt 
about it, he paid $2,200 for a boat to put 
on the lake, though at the time there 
wasn’t enough water in all of Raleigh 
County to float a skiff. 

And to the astonishment of those who 
scoffed, the lake became a reality two 
years almost to the day from the time 
George first had the idea. What was 
once nearly impenetrable underbrush, 
swamp, and meadowland had been 
transformed into a spot that former 
Gov. Okey L. Patteson was to refer to 

s “perfect for outdoor sportsmen.” 

As he told me about it, George sug- 
gested we take a ride around the area. 
We passed a little stream that once may 
have held some aquatic life, but now 
resembled flowing ink in which no liv- 
ing thing could survive. George ex- 
plained that strip mining is a major in- 
dustry in this area, and that the streams 
had become contaminated with coal 
dust. This, along with the fact that the 
nearest fishing at Blue Stone Dam—24 
miles south of Beckley—was so over- 
crowded, provided the motivation for 
George’s lake. 

The idea was conceived one weekend 
in April, 1949, when he decided to try 
his luck at Norris Dam in Tennessee. 
On the 270-mile trip home he wondered 
whether it would be possible for the 
people in his area to make a lake of 
their own that would provide good fish- 
ing and a variety of water sports. He 
talked it over with his weekend com- 
panions, the late Dr. Robert Chambers, 
his brother, and businessman John Har- 
vey and Ted Carney of Petersburg, 
West Virginia. They liked the idea. By 
the time they arrived home, it had be- 
come almost an obsession with George. 

“I made a vow,’ George told me, 
“that I’d find a site for a lake within 
the year. Luckily, as a salesman for 
the Ashland Oil and Refining Company, 
I visit many surrounding strip mines, 
so I had ample opportunity to look over 
many possible sites.” 

On his days off, George tramped over 
the mountains and across the valleys, 
bulling his way through what at times 
seemed impenetrable underbrush. He 
even rented a plane to scan the area 
from the sky. After two weeks’ arduous 
searching, assisted at times by C. D. 
Parsons, a salesman from nearby 
Charleston, he had his site—he thought. 

Now he needed a team. He chose his 
men carefully, taking each singly to the 
lake site to tell him of his plan. Only 
when their enthusiasm for the project 
matched his own, would he take them 
on. He selected 13, and called them his 
strategy committee.

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test drillings for construction of the 
dam, which was expected to cost about 
$150,000. 

The Hoffman Drilling Company, with 
branch offices in Beckley, was hired. 
Six borings were made, and after the 
drill had passed through 15 feet of 
muck, there was solid slate, and then 
bedrock. 

Now it was time to decide what type 
of dam was needed, so George Cham- 
bers, Raleigh County Clerk Harry An- 
| derson, lumberman Sam Thompson, and 
coalman A. G. Wilcox, all from the 
Beckley area, traveled through Virginia, 
Tennessee, North Carolina, Florida, and 
even into Cuba, taking pictures of dams 
and lake sites, and gathering data. 
| When they got home they turned it all 
over to Phil Wilson, a civil engineer, 
| and Leo Vecellio, a contractor, to draw 
| up plans and specifications for the dam. 
| It was first decided to build a gravity, 
| earth-filled dam, but then it was 

thought best to put an 18-inch, concrete 
| core inside the dam for strength, rigid- 
| ity, and safety, though this would raise 
| the estimated cost. The finished product 
| would be 415 feet long, 240 feet across 
| the base, and 45 feet high. 
| In April, the strategy committee be- 
| gan to think about requesting authori- 
| zation for the dam from the State 
| Public Service Commission, so the Flat 
| Top. Lake Association was formally 
|organized with George Chambers as 
| president. Other original officers were:

Now came a ticklish moment in the 
hearing. Wilson, the association’s civil 
engineer, was asked by C. E. Nethkin, 
commission chairman, about the fi- 
nances of the association. 

“We have $625 in the bank,” Phil an- 
swered. 

“How do you expect to build a dam 
with $625?” 

“Didn’t say we could.” 

“Where are you going to get the 
money ?” 

“I don’t know, but we'll get it.” 

“You men have a lot of guts,” said 
the chairman. He rapped his gavel, and 
announced: “I hereby grant the Flat 
Top Lake Association a permanent per- 
mit to construct its dam.” 

Six days after the permit was 
granted, equipment was moved to the 
dam site. All of it was rented at con- 
tractor’s rates through contractor Ve- 
cellio, who was serving as construction 
head without compensation. 

Leo’s only 35, but he’s worked with 
heavy equipment since he was a boy 
helping his father, who founded the 
family construction firm of Vecellio- 
Grogan. A graduate of Virginia Poly- 
technic Institute, in World War II Leo 
helped construct the Burma Road. 

Earth-moving equipment started to 
roll on the morning of July 8, and soon 
35,000 cubic yards of muck was re- 
moved from the dam site. Then forms 
were built for the core, 14 tons of %- 
inch reinforcing rod were put in place, 
and the concrete poured a portion at a 
time. As the core rose, the forms were 
removed and the earth-fill packed 
alongside. Other machines cut brush 
and cleared ground. Day by day the 
dam rose, and bets were placed on how 
long it would take to complete it. 

The project hit a snag when the time 
came for obtaining a 36-inch pipe to run 
under the dam. Because of the Korean 
conflict, none could be ordered. Then 
Phil Wilson remembered that in 1921, 
when the nearby abandoned railroad 
was built, a 36-inch cast iron pipe 
was laid under it. If it was still there, 
it might do. Phil and a crew found it— 
but it was under someone's property. 
The owner agreed to its removal—for a 
price—and it was dug up from beneath 
55 feet of earth. It was 10 feet short. 
That problem was solved by installing 
the pipe in the dam anyway and build- 
ing the remaining 10 feet of concrete. 





While all this was going on, the as- 
sociation was confronted with financial 
problems. At one point, the whole proj- 
ect was in danger of falling through if 
directors couldn’t raise $140,000 imme- 
diately to satisfy creditors. Altogether, 
at this time, the association was in debt

The dam was completed on November 
8, but water couldn’t be impounded 
because the 36-inch gate valve hadn’t 
arrived—again because of the Korean 
conflict. While waiting for it, work was 
started on installation of a 10-inch cast- 
iron pipe around the lake for residential 
sewer purposes. 





he gate valve arrived in late Febru- 

ary, 1951, and was set at once. For 
three days a huge bonfire was kept 
burning while the cement cured. Then 
the valve was closed, and water slowly 
began to fill behind the dam. As it did 
so, Leo Vecellio and Phil Wilson 
watched it apprehensively, for there was 
still the possibility that there might be 
fissures in the earth that wouldn’t be 
revealed until water pressure caused by 
the filling lake was applied. The two 
spent many hours searching the area for 
signs of fissures. By April 1, 1951, the 
lake was full.

wit the coming of summer, mem- 
bers wanted to develop their prop- 
erty. But there were 10 miles of rugged 
shoreline around the lake, and many of 
the lots were unreachable by car. So 
a lien on each lot was voted by the 
membership, and a red-dog (coal by- 
product) road was built. After that the 
lake area became a beehive of activity, 
with many members picnicking as they 
cleared brush, built driveways and re- 
taining walls and generally improved 
the area. Tents were pitched and trail- 
ers were towed to the lots. The dam’s 
gate valve was opened and the lake’s 
water level lowered so that docks could 
be built. 

That first fall saw various species of 
ducks swarming to the lake, a welcome 
dividend that hadn’t been anticipated. 
Few members had ever done any duck 
hunting, but many bought decoys and 
shotguns and, when the season opened, 
started blasting away. Lots of ammuni- 
tion was wasted as the neophyte gun- 
ners miscalculated the speed and range 
of the flying ducks, but today many of 
them are adept at it and have become 
enthusiastic hunters. 

Duck hunting is the only sport other 
than fishing allowed on Flat Top Lake. 
To protect the wildlife, the association 
hired Fred Vines, a native of the area, 
as game warden and caretaker, with 
power to arrest. A program of predator 
control has been instituted, and now 
many grouse, pheasants, squirrels, and 
rabbits may be seen in the refuge. 

A deer herd of several hundred has 
been propagated. George Chambers 
likes to tell of the time he and others 
carted three does and a month-old 
fawn from the farm of real estate man 
J. C. Blackburn of nearby Mt. Hope to 
join the herd. They lassoed the deer 
and put them into home-made lumber 
cages on a truck, taking two at a time. 

“They kicked like buzz saws all the 
way,” George said. 

The fawn was cared for by Mrs. Jess 
Richmond, who lived at the lake. 
Throughout the summer, she fed it 
through a large nipple on a milk bottle, 
calling it from the woods twice a day 
with a dinner bell installed on her lawn. 

To insure game protection and food, 
about 100,000 trees have been planted, 
in addition to 25,000 multiflora rose- 
bushes, several acres of Lespedeza, and 
more than 50 acres of buckwheat. 

Before stocking the lake with fish, all 
streams emptying into it were treated 
with rotenone. During one meeting to 
determine the species to be stocked, a 


lady asked, “What’s the difference be- . 


tween a largemouth bass and a small- 
mouth bass?’ Rising to his feet with a 
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large grin Brooks Adair said, ‘“Ma’m, 
the largemouth is the female of the 
species, the smallmouth is the male.” 

A. E. Seaman, formerly chief biolo- 
gist of the West Virginia Conservation 
Department, and now head of his own 
biology service, was hired to stock the 
lake and was retained for five years in 
an advisory capacity. On his advice the 
members purchased 250,000 day-old 
walleyes, 34,000 fingerling bass (large- 
mouth and smallmouth), 43,000 blue- 
gill fingerlings, 110 adult black crappies, 
2,300 fingerling crappies, 110 large bull- 
frogs, and several thousand gizzard 
shad. 

The fish were stocked in the spring of 
1951 and fishing was allowed in 1954. 
By then the bass had grown to about 
three pounds, walleyes to about two 
pounds. Fishing has improved each 
year since, though the lake was stocked 
only once. 

Many of the association’s members 
had never fished before, but Gene Keat- 
ley’s Sporting Goods Store in downtown 
Beckley suddenly enjoyed a great boom. 
Children were delighted with the way 
their bobbers dipped beneath the sur- 
face, and solid strikes from bass con-

verted many an office worker, laborer, 
and professional man into an avid 
angler. 

Leo Vecellio told me that his mother, 
who at the age of 67 had never fished 
in her life, now owns a casting rod, and 
if he didn’t go down to the lake to get 
her on some days she’d fish on into the 
night. 

Part of the lake’s shoreline was set 
aside exclusively for bathing. Tons of 
white sand were dumped along it, and 
the area was roped off and marked by 
white buoys. To insure maximum 
safety, rules and regulations were 
drawn up. A boat equipped with safety 
and first-aid equipment patrols the area. 

Provisions for winter sports—skiing, 
tobogganing, ice skating, and ice fish- 
ing—-were made, and association mem- 
bers and friends began to enjoy the 
facilities at Flat Top throughout the 
whole year. 

Though the lake is privately owned, 
the Beckley area generally has bene- 
fited from it. The lake’s facilities are 
controlled, but almost every day groups 
such as the Girl Scouts, Boy Scouts, 
church organizations, and civic groups 
visit the area. Most are the guests of 





individual members, who are responsi- 
ble for their safety and conduct while 
in the lake area. 

As of this year, the cost of building 
the lake and its facilities has run to 
$498,000. With a membership of 288, 
that makes the average cost to mem- 
bers a little more than $1,700, although 
members with more than one lot have 
paid proportionately more. Cost of the 
land was $130,000; the perimeter road 
$95,000, and the dam $273,000. 

At the start of 1958 there were 90 
homes on the lake, plus a number of 
trailers, boathouses, and Brooks Adair’s 
tent—the only one left. A minimum- 
building code prohibits structures cov- 
ered with paper or tin. Most members 
still have to build, but they’ve grown 
lawns, built fireplaces, docks, and other 
structures, and use their lots for out- 
ings and other recreation. 

In discussing the project with me, 
Harry Anderson, one of the original 
directors, said that what will never 
cease to amaze him was the absolute 
faith of the original subscribers that it 
would be a success. He told me that one 
day while construction was going on he 
was standing on the dam with J. G. 
Lilly, father of sons who were members 
of the association. 

“Harry, don’t you think mother and 
I should join?” Mr. Lilly asked him. 

“There are nine lots in your family 
now, and you’re 75 years old,” Ander- 
son replied. “It would be fine, but don’t 
you think the family has already done 
its share?” 

Phil Wilson, one of the project’s 
prime movers, was ill in bed when I 
spoke with him. “I don’t think I'll be 
around when Flat Top reaches its full 
potential,” he said, ‘but I have children 
who'll enjoy it, and their children will 
too. I’m grateful that I’ve been allowed 
to share in one of the greatest conser- 
vation projects ever undertaken in 
West Virginia.” 


I asked Phil if he’d ever thought the 
deal might fail. A smile crossed his 
face. ‘Well, I can’t say we actually 
thought that,” he replied. “But with 
all the bills and worries, we came 
awfully close. I know that a good many 
people thought we were a bunch of 
damn fools.” 

After the lake was built, William C. 
Marland, then governor of West Vir- 
ginia, was so impressed he wrote to 
George Chambers, in part: 

“T congratulate you on your part in 
helping conceive and execute one of the 
finest recreation spots in our state.” 

Carl J. Johnson, then director of the 
state’s conservation commission, wrote: 
“Although this is a private venture in 
conservation, it will help everyone in 
the watershed of Glade Creek in Ra- 
leigh County. These far-sighted out- 
doorsmen are teaching others a splen- 
did lesson as they protect their forests 
and wildlife for the future. ... We only 
wish that every county in West Vir- 
ginia had a like project.” 

And Johnson, writing to me person- 
ally, summed it up neatly when he said, 
“. . . State agencies can only point the 
way toward real conservation. The big 
job is up to the people.” THE END

Rig for Big Trout 


By CHET JOY 


SOPUS CREEK in the Catskill 

Mountains near Phoenicia, New 

York, despite being one of our 
heaviest fished streams, has been out- 
standing through the years for the 
number of good-size trout taken from it 
on minnows. Some years the larger 
rainbows in the spring run from Asho- 
kan Reservoir average from 18 to 23 
inches, and the majority of those hooked 
are taken by bait anglers. This popular 
water system holds the record for the 
for the biggest brown caught in the 
East, a 19-pound, 14-ounce specimen 
taken by T. E. Spencer in 1923. 

There are many stories of how and 
where this brown was taken, but one 
has it that he was hooked on a minnow 
under the highway bridge about half a 
mile above the reservoir. After a long 
and tiring fight he ran aground and was 
booted and shoved up onto the beach. 

Since then there’ve been many five 
and six-pound browns caught, the big- 
gest lately being a female taken in the 
spring of 1956 from Mother Hubbard’s 
Pool on a shiner. It was 34 inches long 
and weighed 9% pounds. 

I could relate many more instances of 
the big trout’s appetite for minnows, or 
their own kind, but the stopper of them 
all was a big brown that Ray Smith 
from Phoenicia took a few years ago 
that had nine trout inside him, the legal 
limit of 10 trout in one. 

Why do outsize trout prefer minnows 
or small trout as their mainstay in diet? 
Because they are cannibalistic by na- 
ture, and this food is with them at all 
times in good size and quantity. 

An old-timer I used to know from 
Ralph Davis’ eating emporium and an- 
glers’ rest near Phoenicia set me 
straight on this years ago. He’d say, 
“Big trout don’t want to mess with 
those little flies; they burn up too much 


energy coming to the surface a thou- 
sand times to get their bellies full. You 
got to get down to them with a minnow 
that they can sink their teeth into. The 
trout you're after is the one that thinks 
the minnow that’s darting past him is 
being chased by another fish. As with 
humans, if a thing looks good, he isn’t 
going to let it get away for someone 
else to grab.” 

I’ve often taken three to five-pound 
browns with several sticklebacks, dace, 
and small trout in their stomachs. The 
one I'll never forget was a 23-inch 
brown caught on the Plattekill some 
years ago. He had two feet of leader 
with two buckshot hanging out of his 
mouth, and lodged in his gullet was a 
June Bug spinner and a snelled hook. 
Inside him were two stone cats, a bull- 
frog, and a four-inch trout. Surpris- 
ingly enough, loaded down as he was he 
caught the minnow I was working fast 
across the current, and put up a terrific 
battle. 

Over the years I’ve analyzed the 
quotes of my old fisherman friend, and 
they’ve helped me weave a pattern of 
action that catches these old fighters. I 
hope it will help fellows just starting 
out. 

The method that takes more good 
trout for me than any other is one that 
works a minnow on retrieve with a life- 
like action of darting away from a chas- 
ing trout. To accomplish this I had to 
devise a rig that would hold a minnow 
and depart this natural movement cast 
after cast, yet keep the minnow from 
revolving or spinning in fast water. It 
took a lot of experimentation, but after 
figuring it out it’s really very simple. 
The rig also works well in slow water 
and at different depths. The setting of 
the hook often is automatic, because 
the line is retrieved with the left hand 
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rule. But pioneers in its use worked out 
combinations of tapered shooting heads 
of minimum lengths, shot flies from 
large coils for world records, and 
opened up new vistas for fly fishermen. 

A good single-action reel is still the 
best bet for the fly-rod man. The light, 
large diameter reel is preferred to keep 
the line in large coils. Balsa wood back- 
ing can be used to fill the bulk of the 
spool, so the outer quarter of an inch 
diameter will hold about 200 yards of 
monofilament for that outsize trout in 
big water. 

Monofilament’s tendency to sink read- 
ily makes it ideal for fast streams, and 
it’s a necessity for long shooting casts 
with minnows. It gets down for the big 
trout, which you must do for most of 
them don’t feed on the surface. As my 
old-timer friend said, it just takes too 
much effort for them to keep coming up 
through swift water for surface food. 

At first, to the imexperienced, a 
stretch of stream may look like all fast 
water, but this is an illusion. If there 
are pools, pockets, or boulders, there’s 
bound to be places where the water 
slows. When there’s depth to a pool, 
only the surface is moving fast. Under- 
neath it has slowed, and in some cases 
behind boulders and projecting ledges 
the current is even moving in the oppo- 
site direction. 

In these places, the big one is lying on 
the bottom, and it’s up to you to present 
your bait in a lifelike manner so he’ll 
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| take it. Place your cast upstream and 


| allow your bait to drift for depth. Then 
| start to retrieve where you think he 

might be lying. Sometimes he’ll hit on 
| the first cast, and sometimes it may 
| take several. 


| | f you take a big trout out of a good 
pool, chances are another will move 

| in to take his place. I’ve had this hap- 
pen to me time and again. One way 
of finding out if this is the case is to ob- 
serve the smaller trout. They won’t stay 
for long in the same vicinity; if fish are 
feeding above and below, but not in this 
particular location, you can be sure an- 
other big one has moved in. Make note 
of good pools that don’t seem to have 
fish in them. Try them diligently with 
a minnow often enough and sooner or 
later you’ll connect with an old fighter. 
Best months for success in catching 
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big trout in the Catskills are April, 
May, and June, with early May having 
the edge. Though anytime that the 


| stream is on the rise is good, a suddem 


shower as a rule will start the fish hit- 
ting. In the hot summer months, large 
trout often are taken long after sun- 
down when the cooling temperatures 
have mixed with tumbling water. 

With the heavy fishing pressure on 
most water today it’s a wonder that any 
trout live to grow large. I believe a per- 
centage of trout are cannibalistic to the 
extent that they feed entirely on fish 
life, thus ignoring the worm and fly 
fisherman. They gorge themselves in a 
short time, then lie dormant for a week 
digesting the food in their stuffed gul- 
lets. If this is so, and they feed in the 
middle of the night, it’s possible that 
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some just die of old age. THE END

creels brimming with limit plump trout, 
we beached our boat and returned over- 
land to Lac Clair. 

As we reached the edge of Lac Clair, 
we were at first unable to see the rival 
boat. Then George spotted them. They 
were beneath dn overhanging cliff on 
the far side of the lake, about half a 
mile away. George trained his 7X binoc- 
ulars on their boat, and a big grin split 
his face. Handing the binoculars to me, 
he said, ‘“Those boys have stooped pretty 
low. See what I mean.” 

“Yeah, they’re dipping into a bait can. 
Both Ray and Fran are fishing with 
worms, The scoundrels figure live bait 
will give them an edge in the big-fish 
contest.” 

“Some guys are never satisfied,” 
George grinned. 

Leaving our fish with our guide, we 
quickly rowed over to where they were 
fishing. Under their boat seat lay three 
brook trout that weighed four pounds 
apiece. Ray and Fran were smiling 
broadly. 

“Candidates for the big-fish contest,” 
Fran announced, waving toward the 
three whoppers. ‘All taken on flies, of 
course. We're fly-fishin’ purists, Ray 
and me. Wouldn’t keep a trout caught 
any other way.” 

Ray nodded in righteous agreement. 

This bit of play-acting was fairly con- 
vincing until George gripped one of the 
big brookies behind the gills and 
squeezed. Out popped a fragment of 
fresh worm, which George held up for 
all to see. Their guide, Robert, had been 
grinning. Now he broke up the game 
with a roar of laughter. 

That evening we put up at an out- 
lying cabin owned by outfitter Pat 
Quinlan, It was located about halfway 
between the lakes we'd already fished 
and the little lake “away back in” 
where we were going tomorrow to test 
the Canadian guarantee. After supper, 
we sat around the stove, dressed our 
fly lines, and spun tales. 

Next morning dawned cold and slight- 
ly overcast, just cloudy enough to keep 
the glare off the water and invite the 
big ones up to the top to feed. We were 
on our way by 7 a.m., packs on our 
backs, fishing gear in our hands, headed 
over the hill for Lac Long. We’d boat 
across it, then hike on to the distant 
Shangri-La. The trail was fairly clear, 
but it was still rugged going. When you 
weren’t guing up, you were going down, 
around, or over. 

After 30 minutes, we reached the 
southern end of Lac Long. Here our 
head guide unslung a small 114-horse 
kicker, vintage 1920’s, and mounted it 
on the back of a boat hidden along the 
shore. While Robert mounted the motor, 
Julian walked into the brush and re- 
turned shortly with a two-gallon can of 
gasoline and a light Fiberglas canoe. 
Minutes later we were on our way up 
Lac Long, four of us in the larger boat, 
Fran and Ray being towed behind in the 
canoe. 

The power of that 144-horse outboard 
was surprising. In 20 minutes we reached 
the far end of Lac Long and started the 





overland hike, Robert packing the canoe. 

Although the trail appeared to be 
about two miles long on the map, I'd 
say it was closer to 314 or four. At the 
halfway point, a tiny stream of spar- 
kling spring water crossed our path. We 
stopped to drink and rested a few min- 
utes. 

Next we bumped into a small lake. 
Two quick canoe trips put us all on the 
far shore, and we were off again. We 
hiked up a steep hill for 15 or 20 min- 
utes, wound along the edge of a cliff, 
and then before us lay the waters where 
we were to test the Canadian guaran- 
tee. We had been traveling for 4% 
hours. 


AS our guides slid easily down the 
steep slope to water’s edge, we felt 
ourselves caught with a surge of ex- 
citement. This certainly looked like the 
home of the big squaretails. It was a 
beautiful lake. Ringing the water to our 
left were rows of giant hemlocks. To 
our right, giant cliffs towered 300 feet. 
At their feet was crystal-clear water 
that went down to dark depths. Scat- 
tered along the base of the sheer cliffs 
were several huge rocks surrounded by 
deep water. 

The guides rowed out to these rocks 
with George and Ray. The plan, since 
we had only one canoe for four fisher- 
men, was to take turns stillfishing from 
the rocks and trolling with the canoe. 
Julien stayed on the rocks to coach 
George and Ray. Robert brought the 
canoe back to take out Fran and me 
for the first trolling session. 

As our canoe slipped silently away 
from shore, Fran whipped his seven-foot 
fly rod and dropped a yellow-and-white 
bucktail headed with a tiny spinner into 
the water behind us. I fished a red, 
white, and brown bucktail 15 yards 
astern and to the left of Fran’s line. 

Fran had been telling me about his 
special fly, the Warden’s Worry. Created 
and tied by Joe Curt, a friend of Fran’s 
from Scranton, Pennsylvania, the Ward- 
en’s Worry is a yellow, white, and sil- 
ver bucktail. Fran spoke of it as a kind 
of secret weapon. 

A minute passed. Two minutes. Our 
guide pointed ahead and said, “Any 
minute, big strike. We go by rocks, big 
strike.”’ 

Our canoe slipped past the rocks. 
Nothing happened. Robert’s tanned face 
was unperturbed, however, and Fran 
and I assumed that a strike would come 
any second. Our eyes probed the lights 
and shadows in the clear water for the 
telltale flash of a foraging trout. 

As we approached the upper end of 
the lake, the water shallowed. We could 
see moss-covered boulders and stretches 
of sand on the bottom, but not a sign 
of a brook trout. 

I retrieved my bucktail and switched 
patterns. Robert continued to look un- 
perturbed. He swung the canoe in a 
large half moon and eased down the 
hemlock-rimmed western shore. Fran 
changed patterns. Then he changed 
from streamers to dry flies. 

I retrieved a dripping streamer. The 
term “Canadian guarantee’ began to 
take on ominous double meanings. 
“Nothing under two pounds,” I said to 
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myself, 
either.”’ 

Robert turned the canoe toward the 
boulders where Ray and George perched. 
Ray and George still fishless, changed 
places with us and headed out to try

Half an hour later, the canoe pulled

seen a fin.” 


Ray looked at Robert and asked, 


| “How come no fish?” 


Robert pointed to the north. “North 
wind this morning,” he said slowly. 
“Soon, change. West. Then we catch big 
squaretail.”’ 

The old fisherman’s adage ran through 
my mind. “When the wind’s in the west, 
fishing is best; when the wind’s in the 
east fishing is least. When the wind’s 
from the north, the fish won’t come 
forth; when the wind’s from the south, 
it blows food in the fishes’ mouth.” 

Food for thought, I agreed. Every 
time the fishing was poor, I had always 
made a mental note that the wind was 
blowing wrong according to the saying. 
But when the fishing was good, I never 
took the time to check the wind. Yes- 
terday the fishing had been good, but 
darned if I could remember which way 
the wind was blowing. 

By the time we'd finished lunch and 
drenched the fire, the wind was swing- 
ing from the northwest to the west. A 
nice ripple began roughing up the wa- 
ter. Maybe, just maybe, we might. ... 

With Fran and me aboard, Robert 
slipped the canoe out toward a big out- 
cropping of rocks along the southern 
shore. This time, although the sun was 
still plenty bright, the water was rough 
to the point that we couldn’t see be- 
neath the surface. It was an exciting 
combination, riding the light canoe in a 
tricky wind, the cool breeze biting 
through my light shirt, and a sixth 
sense of impending drama. 

Fran watched the smoke from his 
cigarette drift toward the eastern shore. 
“We've got our west wind,” he began, 
“ao—.”” 


t that point my rod was almost torn 

from my hand. I set the hook hard. 
It felt like I had bottom, but bottom 
doesn’t pull back. 

Then Fran’s rod was yanked down by 
a terrific strike. His eyes sparkled as his 
line cut through the water. ‘‘Doubles,” 
he chuckled. 

And doubles it was. We knew both 
were big ones, too, because they were 
fighting us to a standstill. Fran’s left 
the water, twisting and rolling in the 
air. Mine headed for bottom. And there 
he stayed, his head swinging from side 
to side in powerful surges as he tried to 
pull loose. I was using two-pound-test 
leader with a 114-pound-test tippet. I 
certainly couldn’t do any horsing with 
such fragile tackle. 

Fran had his fish netted before I even 
had a glimpse of mine. His speckled 


beauty was thumping the canoe bottom 
between my feet, the Warden’s Worry 
firmly embedded in its lower jaw, as I 
tried to coax my trout out of the depths. 
Slowly but surely he came to the sur- 
face. There he thrashed and wallowed, 
breaking the surface in great swirls. 

“A good four pounds,” Fran observed, 
his voice revealing an anxiety almost 
equal to mine. 

Every time the guide made ready to 
net the big squaretail the fish would 
dash away. Slowly, I worked him back. 

Then, as the guide leaned out to net 
him, I put on an extra ounce of pressure 
to hold the fish close. The light leader 
snapped at the knot, and the stubborn 
battler flashed down into the depths. 
He’d have a sore jaw for a couple of 
weeks, but that hook would rust out. 


F ran started to voice his sorrow at my 
loss, but his rod was bent double 
again as the words left his mouth. 

I was all thumbs as I pawed through 
my tackle box for another bucktail. 
Failing to find a suitable one, I settled 
for a wobbling spoon about an inch and 
a quarter long. I tied it on my spinning 
outfit and flipped it over the side. 

For some unknown reason I watched 
the spoon while it flashed toward the 
black depths below. Suddenly it dis- 
appeared. The line started curling off 
the spinning reel faster than you would 
normally expect a sinking lure to fall. I 
threw the bail into closed position. In a 
moment, the slack was gone and I felt 
the first edge of the pull. I struck, and 
the rod bent like a taut spring. 

The moment this squaretail felt the 
hook he zoomed up into the sunlight, 
scattering spray like crystal beads in 
every direction. As I pulled back on the 
rod, he straightened out like a board, 
hitting the water on his side with a 
whack. 

That didn’t faze him a bit. He stuck 
his tail in the water about an inch and 
a half, coiled like a rattlesnake, and 
leaped back into the air. For almost 30 
seconds he acrobated crazily across the 
surface. 

Suddenly, the fight was over, ending 
as abruptly as it started, and the 
brookie let himself be led into the net. 
He weighed 214 pounds. 

Within 30 minutes, Fran and I had 
five trout apiece, our personal limit. We 
returned to the rocks to soak up the sun 
while Ray and George trolled. 

Ray had already picked up one beau- 
tiful four-pound squaretail while fishing 
from the rocks with a bivisible dry fly. 
He had lost another that George swore 
was a good two pounds bigger. 

Within 20 minutes, George and Ray 
returned to the rocks with limit catches. 
We were ready for the long portage 
back to the main camp. 

Watching the guides packing the 
plump trout in the fern-lined packsack, 
we had to agree that the Canadian 
guarantee, “two pounds or better,” had 
certainly come to pass. 

Cost? Our two days of terrific fishing 
cost us $40 each. We figure that’s quite 
a bargain, since it takes almost as much 
time and money to go after those seven- 
inch trout in the crowded streams near 
home.

“Good work, pups! Fetch! It’s a 
dea-a-ad bird.” 

Mattie had marked my quail down. 
She made a beeline for the bird and 
brought it carefully to Bill, while Dan 
retrieved the brace of kills my partner 
had dropped beyond the line of sedge. 

Bill held Mattie for a moment so I 
could see her damaged hip. Except for 
one being a quarter of an inch lower 
than the other, there was no indication 
that the dog had been a cripple for an 
entire season. From her performance, 
it was hard to believe that in the open- 
ing days of the hunting season, more 
than a year before, Mattie had been 
struck by a speeding motorist as she 
was crossing the highway on a scent 
trail. The motorist didn’t bother to stop 
after he hit her. 

X-rays showed that Mattie’s hip was 
crushed, and there was some talk about 
bringing the dog’s suffering to an end. 
The veterinarian said the odds were 
high she’d be a cripple for life. 

They talked it over. At the time of 
the accident, Mattie was five years old. 
Though she probably would never hunt 
again, she had fruitful years before her, 
years in which to pass her bloodlines on 
to other fine dogs who’d follow her on 
the plantation. She was from cham- 
pionship strains including Ichauway’s 
Sweet Breeze. She’d been sired by 
Shores Brownie Doone, a_ national 
champion. 

Bill Etchells kept Mattie at Ichau- 
way, on three legs. Her crushed hip 
had knitted in a cast, but she couldn’t or 
wouldn’t put that foot down. Even 
though the dog could travel only on 
three legs, Bill gave her limited hours 
in the field, working with her through 
long months. Only in August, some 
five months before she won the field 
trial, had Mattie touched her fourth 
foot to the earth. From that moment 
on she improved, showing the courage 
and character that make a champion. 

From the red-wheeled, converted sur- 
rey that followed us with spare dogs, 
Alf, the driver, showed us where the 
singles had scattered out in a thicket, 
a quarter of a mile away. But since, 
under good management, three quail 
out of any one covey are enough, we 
now turned back along the forested 
fringe, into the heart of a wild strip of 
pines and live oaks growing on low 
ridges. Bob calls this his “peckerwood”’ 
range. 

I'd told Bob I especially wanted to 
see this peckerwood country—land so 
poor that ordinarily only woodpeckers 
could live on it—-sprawling along Ichau- 
way Creek in the lower half of Baker 
County. I knew that for a couple of 
seasons it had been the site of an inten- 
sive experiment. With Guy Touchstone, 
plantation manager at Ichauway, Bob 
had set up a program which showed 
that any man who owns or controls a 
reasonable amount of land can have 
good quail shooting at nominal cost. 

The management program included 
three musts, all about equally impor- 
tant in the production of wild quail. 
One is controlled burning. Each year,

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| or two years, depending on whether the 


season produces lush or scanty vegeta- 
tion, acre-size patches are plowed 
around here and there to leave cover 
where birds can hide and nest. The 
remainder of the land is burned over 
with a “cold”’ fire—one set after a heavy 
rain when the humus is wet. The flames 
burn slowly, eating up the excess rough 
It also 
softens the husks on hard-shelled weed 
seeds so they'll sprout the same year 
that nature sows them. 

The second item on the management 
program is holding the population of 
such varmints as skunks, opossums, 
and hawks at a point where they keep 
rodents in check without taking too 
great a toll of quail and quail eggs in 
the nesting season. To wipe out all 
predators would be to release the popu- 
lations of fast-multiplying wood rats 
and mice, and to sign the death warrant 
of the quail covies. 

The third must includes the supple- 
menting of such native feeds as beggar- 
weed, grass seeds, and acorn and pine 
mast with a few planted patches to help 
birds over late winter and early spring. 

Quail management is as simple as 
that. It doesn’t take much money, but 
requires a lot of careful burning, trap- 
ping, and spot cultivation. I’d hunted 
this peckerwood range back in the days 
when quail were scarce there, and was 
anxous to see how much Guy’s program 
had improved the shooting. 

Mattie was making another cast. 
Dan, 100 yards out, paralleled her 
course. I was watching Mattie when 
she cut around a narrow stretch of 
swamp and literally skidded to a point. 

“She must have landed smack in the 
middle of that covey,’ I observed. 

Bob made a clucking noise in his 
throat. “I believe she’s backing Dan,” 
he said. “He’s flattened out in the cover, 
just beyond her.” 

We loaded our guns and walked slow- 
ly along the rim of sedge, kicking at 
the debris in front of Dan’s nose, ex- 
pecting the covey to flare with every 
step. Bill came in behind us, flicking 
at the brier tops with a leather leash. 

“They don’t often false point,” he 
said. “A hawk or some other varmint 
must’ve flushed this bunch. Come on, 
pups!” 


Bt the dogs held, as though they 
knew a thing we didn’t. I felt as if 
I’d been holding my breath for 10 min- 
utes. I relaxed and let out a part of the 
imprisoned air, and the birds roared 
off the ground behind us—they had 
flattened against the earth and let us 
walk right through them. 

Bob and I swung together, but we 
were too late. The zooming quail flew 
straight at Alf and his team of mules, 
as though they knew that a gun would 
not be fired in that direction. 

“These birds are getting smarter 
every day,” Bob grumbled, but I didn’t 
need my specs to see that he was 
pleased that the birds had outwitted us. 

We watered the dogs at the wagon, 
had a drink ourselves, and Bill set the 
pointers down again where a rough 
hillside flared above a little swale. 
Richard, who was helping with the 


horses and dogs, brought our mounts 
and we rode slowly behind Bill Etchells, 
watching the pointers work. 

Dan had taken the long way round a 
brushy hilltop, while Mattie worked 
along its crest. Both dogs ranged out 
of sight. They were gone for a good 
five minutes without checking back 
with the handler, usually a good sign. 

“Those dogs must be down some- 
where,” Bill said, “or they’d have cir- 
cled in sight.” He called to Richard. 
“Take a peek in that hollow by the 
cornfield. We'll spread out and try to 
find them along this edge.” 

Richard turned his horse and can- 
tered toward an opening we could see a 
couple of hundred yards away, through 
the trees. We’d separated to thoroughly 
cover the ridge top, when the handler’s 
voice rang through the _ woods. 
“Po-o-oint.” 


Ws turned at an angle along the 
slope, and within 100 yards of 
where Dan posed like a statue; the train- 
er held up his hand to halt us. “‘Mattie’s 
got birds too. She’s closer.” 

We ground-hitched our horses and 
walked in behind Mattie. Thirty birds 
or more, the largest covey we'd en- 
countered, erupted almost under our 
feet. The blast of the rise shook the 
brim of my hunting cap. I had plenty 
of time, but didn’t use it well. I fanned 
twice, leaving not a feather floating in 
the air. On my left, Bob fared much 
better, dumping one clean kill and 
peppering another white-throated male. 

“Dan held staunch, but his covey flew 
up when you fired,” Bill informed us. 

Alf called from the wagon. “Three 
covies got up, suh—one that wasn’t 
even pointed.” 

Alf told us he’d watched all the bevies 
cross a cornfield and glide into a nar- 
row swale. 

“There must be 75 birds scattered up 
and down that swale,’”’ Bob guessed. 

We hurried around a margin of the 
field, but just before we reached the 
head of the swale, we had the misfor- 
tune to walk into still another covey. 
I say misfortune, because although we 
dropped a couple of birds on the rise, 
our shots flushed all the birds that had 
taken refuge in the swamp. Bill 
Etchells, who was watching the swamp, 
came to a halt. He removed his hat and 
rubbed the top of his dome. “It beats 
me,” he said. “Every mother’s bob of 
them left that swale and flew over the 
hill. They looked like a drove of black- 
birds.” 

We cut across country to a high bluff 
on the Flint River, where we met the 
other hunting wagon, with Lew Par- 
sons, Holland Judkins, and Guy Touch- 
stone, for lunch. We spent a long noon 
in a majestic bend of the river, resting 
the dogs and swapping anecdotes of the 
morning hunt. That first portion of the 
day had added up to a marvelous ex- 
perience in shooting rehabilitated quail 
range. But the late hours—from mid- 
afternoon, until the sun slid into the 
pines—were something to remember. 

Mattie, refreshed and rested, nailed 
our first bevy 100 yards from where 
we'd sat at the portable luncheon table. 
The birds boiled out of a heavy thicket

Optics for the Hunter

er” (OUTDOOR LIFE, May 1957), 

Editor Bill Rae told how Sam Wil- 
liams, a Yukon Indian guide, located a 
caribou bull on a hillside a good four 
miles away one fall afternoon. It was 
too late to go after the bull then be- 
cause darkness was less than half an 
hour off, but next day Bill and Sam 
went back, found the bull once more, 
stalked it, and Bill shot it. 

This is just one more example of the 
axiom that next to the hunter’s rifle his 
most important piece of equipment is a 
good pair of binoculars—and the right 
kind. This is particularly true with the 
type of mountain hunting Bill and Sam 
were doing, and for this long-range 
work they had exactly the right glass— 
a big 12 x 60 Leitz made by the German 
manufacturer of the Leica camera. 
That caribou was so far away, so 
merged into the background, they 
wouldn’t have seen it at all with glasses 
of less power or definition. With the 
8 x 30’s, fine and useful all-around 
glasses they had with them, it was 
simply impossible to pick up the caribou 

even when they knew exactly where 
it was. 

Despite the notion that binoculars are 
primarily for seeing things at long 
range, good glasses are equally useful 
in brush and forest hunting. Years ago 
I was guiding my son Bradford on a 
deer hunt in Sonora, Mexico. We were 
hunting a series of little granite hills 
and basins that were all tracked up by 
whitetail deer, but so far we hadn’t 
found anything to shoot. Finally we 
came to a basin that looked particularly 
good, and I sat down and started peer- 
ing into the brush below with my 9 x 35 
Bausch & Lomb binoculars, Presently I 
made out what looked like a deer’s ear. 
As I watched, it moved. Then I made 
out antlers. Presently I was able to see 
the outlines of the animal’s body. I 


| N HIS STORY titled “The Cliffhang- 


pointed the buck out to Bradford and he 
nailed it. Without binoculars we'd 
never have seen the buck. 

I can’t think of any type of big-game 
hunting in which binoculars aren’t use- 
ful. Such optical equipment is just as 
necessary to the varmint hunter. My 
favorite rockchuck ground is a series 
of cliffs and rockslides, and I shoot from 
a ridge that parallels the slides from 
200 to 300 yd. away. I sneak up on the 
far side of the ridge, poke my head 
over, find the chucks with binoculars, 
than polish them off with a scope- 
sighted rifle. Many of the chucks I 
knock over can’t be seen with the naked 
eye. 

Binoculars not only are useful for 
finding game but for sizing it up. The 
glasses will show a hunter whether a 
deer is a buck or a doe and, if it is a 
buck, whether it has a shootable head 
or not. Good glasses enable a hunter to 
cross a canyon on seven-league boots 
to look through a bit of brush, to 
examine a cliff to find a way up and 
complete a stalk. More important, 
binoculars will show a hunter the differ- 
ence between a man and a game 
animal. 

Some years ago a friend of mine had 
an experience which shook him up bad- 
ly. He was hunting elk in an area 
where both cows and bulls could be 
taken, when on the other side of a draw 
and across a creek he saw an elk bedded 
down in brush. At least he thought he 
saw an elk. He could see the tan of the 
body, the dark brown of the neck. 
From where he sat, it wouldn’t be much 
of a trick to put a bullet into it. But 
when he looked at the elk through the 
21%4X scope on his rifle, he felt there 
was something slightly phony about it 
—something that made him pause. 
Luckily he had a pair of 8X binoculars 
with him. When he trained them on the 
elk, he saw that what he had almost

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shot was a hunter who'd eaten his 
lunch, taken a drink of creek water, 
and had then stretched out under a bush 
to rest. He was dressed in a buckskin 
jacket and brown  trousers—foolish 
garb for an elk hunter. The colors were 
correct, and my amigo’s imagination 
had simply filled in the details. 

I once had a similar experience. I 
was hunting in Sonora on the mainland 
near Tiburon Island with a Seri Indian 
guide. He could speak about three 
words of Spanish and no English; I 
could speak no Seri. Apparently the 
guide found my company dull, and be- 
fore long he took off. Presently, I 
thought I saw a whitetail deer about 300 
yards away across a canyon. It was 
moving erratically through the thin 
brush, its tail flipping up and down in 
true whitetail fashion. I put the glass 
on it and found that my “deer” was the 
guide down on his hands and knees 
chasing a land turtle. The “tail” was 
his breech clout. 

There are many different types of 
binoculars of interest to hunters—-some 
that cost $25 or $30 and others over 
$300, little ones that weigh a few 
ounces and can be put in a shirt pocket, 
and big ones that weigh 4% lb. or 
more. There are glasses that magnify 
three or four times and glasses that 
magnify 16 and even 20 times. 


he traditional great names of bin- 

ocular manufacturers are Bausch & 
Lomb (United States), Ross (Eng- 
land), Hensoldt, Zeiss, and Leitz (Ger- 
many). Before World War II, Zeiss bin- 
oculars were regularly imported into 
the United States and widely sold. How- 
ever, the Zeiss plant at Jena is in the 
Russian zone. Right after the war, 
many 6 x 30 binoculars marked Carl 
Zeiss, Jena popped up on the American 
market and some were not of particu- 
larly good quality. I understand they 
were made in Poland. Some key men in 
Zeiss fled to the American zone and 
there set up an optical factory. At first 
they devoted most of their efforts to 
cameras, but recently they’ve added a 
limited number of binoculars, among 
them a fine pair of 8 x 30’s. The E. 
Leitz company makes a complete line 
of binoculars, as well as the Leica 
camera. 

Less well known firms in Germany 
and Japan also produce good binoculars. 
Some, like the Nikon glasses from 
Japan, bear well-known names. Others 
are marked only with the brand name 
of the importer. Generally, purchasers 
of binoculars get out of them about 
what they put into them. Properly cor- 
rected lenses, accurate prisms, com- 
plete coating of all air-to-glass surfaces, 
proper alignment, rugged construction, 
and air and moisture-proofing cost 
money. A flimsy pair of binoculars that 
get out of alignment so that the user 
tries to bring together two cockeyed 
images results in eye strain, headaches, 
and general dissatisfaction. 

Besides quality there are many other 
things which the prospective purchaser 
of binoculars should consider—weight, 
bulk, power, and the use to which the 
glasses are to be put. I have a little

pair of 6 x 25 pocket binoculars I ob- 
tained from D. P. Bushnell for a very 
special purpose. Often my Brittany 
spaniel, Mike, will take off over a ridge 
after a running pheasant and come to 
point below me in a brushy draw or in 
the cover of a sidehill. I carry the bin- 
oculars in a shirt pocket, and with them 
I locate the dog about three times as 
easily as I would with the naked eye. 
Such a pair of binoculars would be of 
value to the brush hunter who might 
be able to see a deer in thick stuff but 
who couldn’t tell its sex or which end 
was which. 

On the other hand, anyone using 
6 x 25 binoculars in an attempt to size 
up the head of a buck mule deer half a 
mile away, or to decide whether some- 
thing was a brown rock or a bighorn 
at a mile, would be disappointed. 
They’re not designed for such work. 

Binoculars come in powers from 4 to 
20. The 4X glass would be useful in a 
theater, at a football game, and possibly 
to a bird watcher. A 6X pair would be 
excellent for the man who always uses 
them offhand without support, who 
hunts in the brush, or uses them off a 
boat. For all-around use, 7, 8, or 9X 
glasses should be chosen. 

Because most of my hunting has been 
done in relatively open country with 
clear air, my favorite all-around binocu- 
lars are 9 x 35 Bausch & Lomb’s which 
I’ve used for 12 years. A glass of from 7 
to 9X of magnesium-alloy construction 
is light, not bulky, and will do about 
any job called for. I lean to the 8 and 
9X glasses myself, and the power is be- 
coming increasingly popular. The 9 x 35 
Bausch & Lomb and Ross binoculars 
are favorites among the famous Alberta 
sheep guides in the Canadian Rockies 
because they combine good definition 
and light weight. 

In the designation of binoculars, the 
first numeral stands for the power and 
the second for the diameter of the ob- 
jective (front) lens. A pair of 8 x 30's, 
for example, magnifies eight times 
(brings the object looked at eight times 
nearer) and has objective lens 30 mm. 
in diameter. The larger the objective 
lens in relation to the power, the more 
light the glasses gather and the better 
they are to use under poor light condi- 
tions. A pair of 7 x 42’s, or 7 x 50’s will 
give a brighter image very early in the 
morning or late in the afternoon, for

example, than 8 x 30’s or 9 x 35’s. 
However, if the pencil of light which 
emerges from the ocular lens is larger 
than the pupil of the eye, the extra 
light is wasted. In good light, objects 
seen through a pair of 8 x 30’s will ap- 
pear as bright as those viewed through 
7 x 50’s. The larger the objective lens, 
though, the bulkier and heavier the 
glasses, and for that reason 7 x 35’s are 
better all-around glasses than the larger 
7 x 50’s despite the fact that the bigger 
ones give better definition in bad light. 

Some binoculars are made with spe- 
cial prisms to give wide-angle vision. 
During World War II, Bausch & Lomb 
7 x 50 and Sard 7 x 42 wide-angle 
glasses were made at great cost for use 
in bombing planes to locate approach- 
ing fighters. These are amazing jobs; 
using them is like looking through a 
window. But they’re too heavy and 
bulky for ordinary use. D. P. Bushnell 
of Pasadena, Calif., imports a pair of 
good wide-angle 7 x 35’s, which he calls 
the Rangemaster. 

For picking up details at long range, 
good magnification coupled with large 
objectives is necessary, as it does no 
good to magnify an object unless the 
details are there. A foreign pair of 
16 x 42’s I examined once gave no more 
detail than I could get with 9 x 35’s. 
Through the smaller glass, a buck 
standing under a rimrock far away 
looked like a gray blob. With the 
16 x 42’s it was simply a larger gray 
blob with no antlers or other details 
visible. Ultra high-powered glasses 
with small objectives are no bargain. 

In the open country of Western North 
America, game can often be located at 
long range with good binoculars. Then 
it is nice to have a special-purpose 
piece of optical equipment to size up 
the heads. Plenty of power is needed 
for this job. Some years ago I was 
hunting mule deer along the Snake 
River between Idaho and Oregon. One 
of my pals who was using a pair. of 
6 x 30 glasses suddenly said, “I see 
seven deer way up there near the cliffs.” 
I picked up my 9X and through them 
dimly saw that three of them were 
small bucks. Then another chap got 
into action with the 12 x 60’s. Instantly 
he pronounced the bucks a small four- 
pointer, a forkhorn, and a spike. Those 
deer were probably about a mile away. 

On another occasion a companion and 





I, along with a Mexican vaquero, were | 
hunting desert sheep in the Sierra Las | 
Mochis of Sonora and were glassing to 
see if we could locate some. Suddenly 
my amigo, who was using a pair of 
6 x 30’s, told me he saw an animal but 
didn’t know what kind. I got the 
9 x 35’s on it and I could plainly see 
that it was a desert bighorn ram. We 
set up our 20X spotting scope and fo- 
cused it on the ram. We saw not only 
that the ram had a heavy, badly 
broomed pair of horns with about a 
three-fourths curl, but in addition made 
out the rump patch of another ram 
facing the other way and browsing. 
Later on the same trip, I rejoined my 
companion after making a long circle. 
He was watching a hillside about a 
mile away and said he had found three 
sheep. With my glass of higher power 
I quickly found 17, but the spotting 
scope told us they were all ewes and | 
lambs. 

In the Canadian Rockies the hunter 
always carries his own rifle, binoculars, 
and generally a camera. In Alberta it 
is against the law for a guide to go 
armed, and in other areas the guide 
generally goes without a rifle once he’s 
seen his dude do some shooting and 
feels that he won’t have to shoot his 
way out of a rhubarb with a grizzly. | 
It’s perfectly legitimate, then, to ask 
the guide to carry a spotting scope or 
bulkier and heavier binoculars. When 
Bill Rae and I were in the Yukon in 
1956, our guide, Sam Williams, was 
never without my big 12 x 60 Leitz, and, 
as we've seen, it paid off. 





i J sing big, high-powered glasses is 


faster and handier than taking 
time out to set up a spotting scope, and 
most of the time something like my 
12X’s will suffice. However, at extremely 
long range there’s no substitute for a | 
spotting scope. The famous deer-hunt- | 
ing guides of Scotland use draw-tube | 
scopes of high power, hold a stick in 
their left hands, and rest the glasses 
over their wrists. Many American hunt- 
ers rest their spotting scopes on stones 
or logs. I’ve found that a small collaps- | 
ible tripod, such as is used by the small- | 
bore target shooter, is much steadier | 
and more satisfactory. Scope and tripod | 
may be a bother to take along, but 
when they’re needed they are worth | 
their weight in gold. In the Yukon in| 
1945 my guide and I once located a 
bunch of 14 rams so far off that the 
8 x 30’s I was using told us only that 
they were rams. We spent the whole 
day stalking them, almost broke our 
necks, and then discovered that not 
one had a trophy head. 

There are some excellent prismatic 
spotting scopes being made in this coun- 
try. The same optical qualities that | 
enable those who use them to pick up a 
.22 caliber bullet hole in the black at 200 
yd., also make it possible for the hunt- 
er to count the points on the antlers of 
a mule deer or estimate the curl of a 
ram’s horns at a mile. Power of from 
20 to 24 is about right. With higher 
power the field is too small and, except 
under perfect conditions, mirage be- 
comes too much of an annoyance. But 
they should be used only for sizing up |

Central focusing is 
more convenient, but glasses with in- 
dividually focusing eyepieces are more 
nearly dust and moistureproof. With 
central-focus glasses, one eyepiece is | 
adjustable so that focus is right for 
each eye in case they are of unequal 
strength. With glasses of high power, 
central focusing is just about a neces- 
sity because they have a critical depth 


Best way to adjust binoculars is to 


focus, then bring them slowly back in 
until the field is sharp. Then stop. 
Focus that’s a bit on the long side won’t 
strain the eyes, but focus on the short | 
side will almost pull the eyes out of their 
socket. I believe it’s something like | 
overcorrecting nearsightedness’ with 
spectacles. Strain is also avoided by 
using binoculars in the steadiest pos- 
sible position. 

Men who wear spectacles should 
order binoculars with shallow eye cups. 
If they don’t their eyes will be too 
far away from the ocular lenses and 
they will lose some field. 

If the user carries his glasses in a 
case, he should shorten the strap so | 
that the case is close to his armpit.

lars have been lost because they were 
tied to the saddle and a limb yanked 
them off. 

Good binoculars are durable, but they 
shouldn’t be thrown around like a camp 
ax. In camp, they should be hung in a 
tree, placed on a pack pannier, or other- 
wise put out of harm’s way. When the 
lenses need cleaning, dust should be 
first blown off and then a soft, clean 
handkerchief or lens tissue should be 
used to wipe them. It isn’t a bad idea 
to send binoculars back to the. maker 
once every five or six years so that they 
can be cleaned and the collimation 
(alignment) checked. I’ve always fol- 
lowed that procedure. 

Anyone who loves the outdoors will 
probably get more use out of binoculars 
than he will out of any other possession. 
In the long run, even expensive binocu- 
lars are cheap to own. They last a life- 
time. When I got my 9 x 35’s back in 
1946, they retailed for about $200— 
with tax. A lot of money, you say? 
Let’s see what they have cost to own. I 
have used them on varmint hunts, big- 
game hunts, at baseball and football 
games, and for bird watching. I’ve 
looked over many thousands of head of 
big game with them, and located 
trophies I wouldn’t otherwise have seen. 
I sent them back to the maker once for 
cleaning and checking. They’re as good 
now as the day I got them, and so far, 
if I divided the original cost by the 
number of months I have owned them, 
the cost would be about $1.50 a month. 
Good optics are about the best invest- 
ment a hunter can make.—Jack O’Con- 
nor.

On Sighting In 


lot of hocus-pocus has been written 

about sighting in rifles. Some of it 
makes the process sound like black 
magic. Actually there isn’t much to 
put on a new scope, I 
generally “bore-sight” it by lining up 
the top of the post reticule or the in- 
tersection of the crosswires on the 
same spot about 100 yd. away as I see 
by looking through the bore. Generally 
that’s unnecessary, and with anything 
but a rifle with a removable bolt it’s 
impossible except with special optical 
equipment. 

Easiest thing to do is to line up the 
sights at short range—25 yd. for the 
scope-sighted rifle, 12% yd. for one 
with iron sights. I go out, put up a 
target, then sit down at 25 measured 
yd. Suppose I tee off a shot and it 
strikes 2 in. low and 3 in. left. My 
scope, let’s say, has 1/4 min. clicks, 
which means that one click changes 
the point of impact 1/4 in. at 100 yd., 


clicks in the “Right” and 32 clicks in 
the “Up” direction. I fire a shot for 
verification. It should be right at the 
point of aim—-near enough anyway so 
that at 100 yd. it is about right and 
certainly on the target.

100 yd., refining it until the center of 
my group is the proper distance above 
the point at which I’m aiming. For this 
it is best to shoot from a padded rest. 
This precise sighting in, along with a 
knowledge of trajectory, is something 
as important in big-game hunting as 
it is in varmint shooting. 

After shooting at 100 yd, as a 
further check I like to go back to 200 
yd. and burn up a few cartridges. Prac- 
tice never hurt anyone, and finding the 
bullets landing right in there helps 
build confidence. Those who know they 
can hit a big buck seldom get buck 
fever. Here’s some dope for various 
cartridges: 

A scope-sighted .270 that puts the 
130-gr. factory load to point of aim at 
25 yd. will be 3 in. high at 100 yd., 4 in. 
high at 200, on at 275, and 2 in. low at 
300. 

A scope-sighted .30/06 with the 
150-gr. bullet on at 25 yd. is 3 in. high 
at 100 and 200 yd., on at 250 and 5 in. 
low at 300. 

An iron-sighted rifle of the class of 
the .30/30 with the 170-gr. bullet at 
2,200 f.p.s., if on at 12% yd., is 2 in. 
high at 100 yd., on at 150, and about 
4 in. low at 200.

he .375 Magnum is undoubtedly the 

most useful cartridge between .30 
calibers like the .30/06 and .300 Mag- 
num and the big bores designed for 
thick-skinned dangerous game—the 
British .416 Rigby, the .465 and .470 
Nitro Express cartridges for the heavy 
doubles, and the American .458 Win- 
chester.

| tridge, no bench-rest cartridge, and no 
| plinking cartridge, so by all logic one 
| would not expect it to be reloaded a 
great deal. However, enough rifle nuts 
|cook up their own .375 ammunition to 
| pay all the loading-tool manufacturers 
| to make dies and most custom-bullet- 
| makers to turn out bullets. Fred Barnes, 
st Colorado bulletmaker, turns out 


| 


.375 bullets weighing 250, 300, and 
|350 gr. Speer makes weights of 235 
j}and 285 gr., this last in solid as well 
| as soft-point form. Hornady turns out 
| 270 and 300-gr. round-nosed soft-point 
| bullets and likewise a 300-gr. steel- 
| jacketed “solid”. Western-Winchester 
| factory bullets are available in 270-gr. 
| soft-point, 300-gr. Silvertip, and 300-gr. 
solid. 

| The British load a 235-gr. bullet to 
| 2,800 f.p.s., a 270-gr. to 2,650, and a 
300-gr. to 2,500, but the American 
loading companies dropped the 235-gr. 
bullet many years ago. It’s my under- 
| Standing that the .375 is a pretty hot 
cartridge, with mean pressures running 
around 54,000 pounds per square inch, 
|}Or right along with the .270, the .220 
| Swift, and the .300 Magnum. Reloading 
Information, Vol. 2, put out by the 
| National Rifle Association, lists mean 
pressures of factory ammunition tested 
as being somewhat higher. In my 
Model 70 Winchester in .375, velocity 
with factory ammunition has chrono- 
graphed right on the button with fac- 
tory claims. 





Revs Young, the Alaska bear guide, 
has probably had as much expe- 
rience with the .375 as any American, 
as he uses one for life insurance. He’s 
| seen dozens of big browns killed with 
.375s by clients. He’s very fond of the 
factory 270-gr. soft-point, says it al- 
most always hangs together, gives deep 
penetration combined with good mush- 
rooming effect. Every bullet of these 
270-gr. that I have recovered from 
game has shown perfect expansion, 
with the exception of one with which 
I popped a tiger in India. That one 
went to pieces pretty badly, with jacket 
and core separating, and the tiger ran 
| 150 yd. or so after he was hit. 

| Years ago I found that I got with 
|the Western factory 270-gr. bullet in 
front of 71.5 gr. of No. 4064 powder 
| precisely the same point of impact and 
| the same velocity as I did with factory 
cartridges loaded with bullets of the 
same weight. I also had like results 
| with the 300-gr. bullet if I used 70 gr. 
| At one time the Winchester-Western 
| Silvertip in 300-gr. weight didn’t give 
}as good penetration in heavy, soft- 
| skinned game as the 270-gr. Those who 
j used it a lot in Alaska and in Africa 
|said it was too soft. The Winchester- 
| Western technicians lent a sympathetic 
oan and the big Silvertips have now 
| been strengthened and stiffened. Those 
| who have used them on big bears and 
| soft-skinned African game now swear 
| by them. Those I used on Alaska brown 
| bears in 1956 performed beautifully. 

| I surely wouldn’t call the .375 any 
| mountain rifle, but with the 270-gr. fac- 


tory load trajectory is sufficiently flat 
for shooting to 350 yd. if the man behind 
the rifle isn’t bothered too much by re- 
coil. With the 235-gr. Speer bullet 
pushed along at 2,900 f.p.s. with 79 gr. 
of No. 4320, accuracy is good, trajectory 
is flat, and killing power is spectacular 
on thin-skinned game like moose or elk. 

Many like to shoot rifles of heavy 
recoil and report—something that’s usu- 
ally an expensive hobby if factory am- 
munition is used. There isn’t any 
reason why the .375 shouldn’t be re- 
loaded. I’ve been doing it for years. 

The Speer Handloader’s Manual, Vol. 
1, gives the following loads for the .375 
with its 235-gr. bullet—86 gr. of No. 
4350 for a velocity of 2,795; 83 gr. of 
No. 4320 for 3,013, and 79 gr. of No. 
4064 for 2,976. 

For the 285-gr. it lists 86 gr. of No. 
4350 for 2,745, 75 gr. of No. 4320 for 
2,662, and 71 gr. of No. 4064 for 2,570. 

For my part, I don’t like slow-burn- 
ing powders for the .375. It’s always 
struck me that when they are used muz- 
zle blast is considerably increased—and 
under the best of circumstances the .375 
has plenty of that. Some years ago I 
did a good deal of experimenting with 
the .375, and I found that if I loaded the 
270-gr. Western factory bullet in front 
of 71.5 gr. of No. 4064 and the 300-gr. 
in front of 70 gr., I got exactly the same 
velocity as factory loads on the chrono- 
graph and exactly the same point of 
impact. Recoil is there all right and 
report is sharp, but neither will unduly 
bother the experienced rifle shot. Pres- 
sures are apparently O.K. because I’ve 
reloaded some cases six or eight times 
and have had no sign of primer pockets 
loosening up. Best thing, though, is that 
it makes no difference whether I use 
handloads or factory loads—they all 
shoot the same. 


Slow-Burning Powder 


A slow-burning powder called H-570, 
which is about halfway in burning 
characteristics between No. 4831 and 
the stuff used in .50 caliber machine 
gun cartridges, is being offered by B. E. 
Hodgdon, the Merriam, Kansas, sur- 
plus-powder man. For it he lists the 
following loads and velocities: .220 
Swift with the 63-gr. Sisk bullet, 46- 
gr. of H-570—3,293. In the .25/06 with 
the 120-gr. Speer bullet, 61 gr. for 
3,024, and in the .30/06 a load of 57 gr. 
with the 250-gr. Barnes bullet for 2,028. 
The powder should be interesting to 
experiment with in _ large-capacity 
cases with the heaviest bullets—the .300 
Weatherby, for example, with the 220 
and 250-gr. bullets.

of 2,925 f.p.s. Another good load is 50 gr. of No. 
4320 with the 130-gr. Speer bullet, for a muzzle 
velocity of 3,140. Pressures with this load are 
fairly high—about 52,000 p.s.i.—and it might be 
advisable to drop a grain or at least approach 
it cautiously and from below. Look out for 
signs of pressure, such as sticking cases. This 
holds true with the other loads as well, or with 
any maximum or near-maximum load with any 
cartridge. 

But a good Mauser action of the Model 98 
type, properly heat-treated, would be able to 
stand any of these loads without trouble if the 
chamber, throat, and bore-and-groove diameters 
are normal,—J.O’C. 


Tracer Shot Shells 


Question: Are there such things as shotgun 
shells that have something in them that would 
show up in the air—like tracer bullets?—Cilio 
Guerriere, Fla. 


Answer: The British have loaded tracer shot 
shells for years. But they haven’t been used 
much in this country because it is dry here and 
the tracers present a great fire hazard. Reming- 
ton loaded some during World War II to assist 
in skeet training for machine gunners on bomb- 
ers, but I don’t think any have ever been offered 
for public sale-—J.O’C. 


Gold-Colored Stain

to Keep a Boat 


OU’LL get the most pleasure possi- 
ble from your boat if you can 
get it under way quickly and 
easily. Such a set-up gives you 

a big advantage over owners who can’t 
get their boats moving without first ex- 
pending a lot of time and effort. 

The whole question hinges on where— 
and how—you keep your boat between 
times that you’re aboard. Many boat 
owners start out with the idea that 
a boat can be kept most anywhere, but 
the day is long past when you could 
do that. It’s important to know, too, 
that an arrangement which works fine 
for somebody else might not be the best 
deal for you. Consider all the angles. 

The four most popular ways of look- 
ing after a boat during the season are 
these: 1. Keeping it on a trailer. 2. 
Renting a space to keep it. 3. Using 
your own dock or boathouse. 4. Using 
a friend’s facilities. 

I find that many boat owners tend to 
get into a rut. This leads to complain- 
ing that they’re not getting as much 
fun from their boats as they think they 
should. The reason is often simple— 
they’ve exhausted the possibilities of-

| keep your boat there more or less per- 


manently. Perhaps this will mean leav- 
ing the boat in someone’s care, paying 
maybe $10 a month. One advantage of 
such an arrangement is that you’re re- 
lieved of trailering the boat behind your 
car in busy weekend traffic. 

Some owners prefer to base their 
boats at an outboard marina, or wher- 
ever a number of other boats are kept. 
Others prefer to have their own set-up 
—a private dock or float, and possibly a | 
boathouse or storage shed asnore— | 
perhaps utilizing one of the many man- 
factured structures. 

However you go about keeping your 
boat, the main point is to have it con- 
venient to get into and go in attractive | 
surroundings. Most of us, because we | 
like to ramble ashore or camp there | 
occasionally, consider not only the | 
water itself but also the shoreline. 

How about the fishing? If you’re an 
avid fisherman you'll overlook some of 
a waterway’s shortcomings if it provides 
good fishing. Boating and fishing go 
together, and most people who own 
boats eventually get around to fishing. | 
Then it’s easy to get so interested that 
the boat is used mainly for fishing, and 
you'll always be searching for new and 
better fishing waters. 

What’s your boat made of? A simple | 
wooden one may leak unless left in the | 


| water. But that doesn’t mean you can’t 


move it from one small body of nee 
to another. Most modern boats—no- | 
tably these of Fiberglas, metal, molded | 
plywood, and the majority of panel- | 
plywood craft—are either easier to, 
maintain or will last longer if kept out | 
of water between trips. Many of the 
better all-wood boats have been greatly 
improved in this respect. | 

With your particular interests in 
mind, check your immediate section for | 
boating possibilities. Also investigate | 
surrounding sections. Make up your 
mind how far you’re willing to drive. 
Let’s say 100 miles. Draw a circle of 
that radius on your road map. The 
larger bodies of water within the circle 
are likely to be popular with boat 
owners, so there’s a good chance some- 
one will offer boating facilities, includ- 
ing storage.

1. Trailer your boat to and from. 
2. Leave your boat there permanently. 
3. Base your boat there, but don’t be 
confined entirely to that body. 

If your approach to boating depends 
on a trailer, make it a good one. It 
should be of ample capacity for your 
boat and motor, plus whatever extra 
gear you'll load aboard. (See “1958 
Boat Trailers,’ March OUTDOOR LIFE.) 

If you can leave the loaded trailer in 
your back yard, driveway, or garage, 
you'll avoid storage charges. However, 
if you use certain launching sites, 
there’ll likely be a charge of $1 or so. 

With your boat at home, you can 
work on it at odd times. A proper 
cover, incidentally, simplifies cleaning 
and other maintenance. 

Despite these advantages, there are 
cases where a trailer won’t work out so 
well. This may be true if you live 
in a crowded residential area, partic- 
ularly if you live in an apartment house. 
Some of my friends who are so situated 
now store their loaded trailers at a 
highway service station on the outskirts 
of town. Others base their boats per- 
manently on the waters where they’re 
used. 


here’s a growing number of owners 

who use trailers in conjunction with 
semipermanent storage. Some have 
their own trailers, others depend on 
renting or borrowing. Many dealers 
have used trailers that they’ll rent; you 
can generally find one that will fit your 
boat. Or some dealers—and boat-mov- 
ing concerns—will take over the entire 
job of moving your boat from one place 
to another, usually at so much per mile. 
Often an owner will base his boat on 
some popular body of boating water 
during the summer, and move it else- 
where for use during the fall or spring 
months. 

The rapid growth of outboarding 
makes for a growing demand for better 
storage and service facilities, and many 
alert municipalities and private oper- 
ators are taking advantage of this 
trend. The availability and quality of 
such services, however, vary widely. 
Most such places offer some sort of in- 
the-water storage plan for summers, 
plus covered winter storage. 

Some supply what’s called in-and-out 
storage, a type that perhaps suits 
modern outboards best. Your boat is 
assigned a space in a storage shed 
ashore. When you want to use the 
boat, an overhead trolley or other 
transfer arrangement is used to move 
out the boat. When you're through 
with the boat, you leave it at the dock 
and it’s moved back into the shed. 

The big advantage of this in-and-out 
storage is the minimum exposure to 
weather. And if salt-water use is in- 
volved, there’s no real need to keep the 
boat’s bottom specially painted against 
worms nor—if it’s a metal or plastic 
craft—against barnacles and other bot- 
tom fouling. 

If you perfer to keep your boat out of 
the water, salt-water storage places 
quite often require you to supply your 
own trailer for moving the craft in and 
out, and for storing. Trailers about 
such places are used more for storage

Covered or 
not, in-the-water storage has this ad- 
vantage over storage ashore: with a 
large outboard, and particularly a cabin | 
craft, there'll be times when you can 


|} enjoy your boat without leaving the | 


dock. One main requirement for in- 
the-water storage is a location that’s | 
well sheltered from high winds. 

The way to size up any place, of | 
course, is to talk with other owners and | 
visit the place before making your ar- | 
rangements. Find out about the rates, | 
and just what is, and isn’t, included, | 
preferably getting a contract form or 
literature to study before signing up. | 
Find out what work you can hire done, | 
and what arrangements you can make 
for working on the boat yourself. Find 
out about any boating restrictions. 

Quite often, one of the main reasons 
for forming an outboarding club is to 
get better boating facilities. All mem- 
bers join in the cost and do their share 
of the work putting in the dock and | 
eventually a clubhouse. Still another 
popular idea is to make an arrange- 
ment with some owner of a waterside | © 
place; you put in and maintain the dock | 
or float, and he too has the right to use 
it.

spending for recreational purposes. The 
figures showed that considerable money 
was being spent annually on maintain- 
ing city-owned golf links and tennis 
courts, but nothing was being done for 
boat owners and fishermen. Yet the 
golfers and tennis players were spend- 
ing little on their sports in comparison 
to what the outboarders and fishermen 
were putting out for goods and services 
they needed. 

Armed with the facts and figures, it 
was easy to sell the city fathers on 
putting in a single installation to de- 
termine the actual interest. It was so 
well patronized that before long two 
other projects were under way. 

Often there’s a piece of otherwise 
worthless city property that can be 
utilized with municipally owned equip- 
ment, and street or park department 
labor used for the filling, building, and 
landscaping. 

Two important boating organizations 
are ready to offer you an effective pro- 
gram for your community. They’re the 
Outboard Boating Club of America, 307 
N. Michigan Ave., Chicago 1, Ill, and 
the National Association of Engine and 
Boat Manufacturers, Inc., 420 Lexing- 
ton Ave., New York 17, N. Y. They can 
furnish information on how to organize 
and create local interest in municipally 
owned boating facilities, how to put 
your proposal before the proper author- 
ities, and can supply facts on the actual 
engineering and construction of instal- 
lations of different types and sizes of 
marinas. 

Boating interest is booming and will 
continue to grow. The more popular it 
becomes, the more important it will be 
for you to have a good, convenient place 
to keep your boat.—J. A. Emmett.

ERE’S a simple, little craft, a 
H pond box, capable of taking you 

to many choice but hard-to- 
reach hunting and fishing spots. It’s a 
fine hunting rig for use on small or 
shallow marshes, because it’s stable to 
shoot from and is easily camouflaged as 
a floating blind. It’s also fine for fishing 
in small ponds, creeks, and other shel- 
tered waters where a larger boat might 
be difficult to maneuver. 

You can pole the pond box, or use a 
paddle or oars.

Make up the two complete sides first, 
being sure to make a left and a right. 
Next, make transom (back end) and 
bow end. Then fasten sides to bow end 
and transom, upside down on a level 
floor. Square up the assembly and block 
it so it can’t change shape. One way is 
to hold it with cleats that are nailed 
to the floor. 

Now put in the bottom frames. Check 
your work with a straightedge laid at 
different locations across the bottom, 
dressing down any high spots that 
would prevent the plywood bottom from 
hugging the chines, sides, and ends. 

Finally, recheck the assembly to see 
that the hull is still true, then put on 
the bottom. This will put you at the 
stage where, as shown in the photo on 
page 125, the hull is upended against 
Joe’s garage, ready for putting on the 
Fiberglas. 

Fiberglassing will require 314 yd of 
50-in. fabric and about a gallon of resin. 
Any Fiberglas supplier will be able to 
furnish instructions for doing such 
simple covering. While you're at it, see 
if he can’t supply you a color additive, 
to be mixed with the glue, which will 
give a dead-grass effect. Then you 
won't need to paint the boat, nor will 
the impregnated color chafe or chip 
off. 

The only finishing-up detail that 
needs explaining is the shooting back- 
rest. This is an excellent feature. Note 
that two types are shown. Either re- 
quires a short forward deck, which is 
merely a piece of '%-in. plywood (you 
can glue together two layers of \4-in., 
using waterproof glue) hinged to the

forward end. The side gussets of can- 
vas are optional but fitted on many 
boats for extra protection. 

The type-A backrest, which is found 
on the better-built boxes, is the more 
comfortable. It’s merely a piece of 
heavy canvas with one end secured be- 
neath the deck, the other tacked around 
a hardwood dowel. The ends of the 
dowel are squared to fit in sockets or 
notches in cleats that are fastened— 
one each side—to the floor slats. By 
lifting out the dowel to roll or unroll 
the canvas, then dropping it back in the 
sockets or notches, the backrest can be 
given any desired sag. The deck is held 
up by a pair of struts or sticks. The 
type-B backrest is also adjustable: the 
slant of the hinged section of floor slats 
can be changed if a series of cleats are 
secured beneath the deck to give a 
choice of settings. Sometimes merely a 
thin board is used as a backrest. 

Definite measurements are not given 
for the backrest because it must suit 
the owner’s height and size. You'll need 
to try several adjustments to find the 
most comfortable position. 

When the pond box is used for hunt- 
ing, the gunner anchors his box or pulls 
it into the reeds with its bow to the 
wind. Then, reclining on the backrest 
and sheltered by the raised deck, he is 
quite comfortable while waiting for the 
ducks to start coming over. Reeds 
stuck around inside the rails can extend 
down to conceal the hull completely, 
but it’s sensible to have the craft a 
dead-grass color anyhow, preferably in 
a flat finish that won't reflect the 
light.

days, sportsmen trekking into the north- 
ern wilderness by stagecoach and canoe 
used to cast wet flies to these fish— 
Durham Rangers, Jock Scotts, Dusty 
Millers, and other Scotch patterns. Be- 
fore the days of outboard motors it was 
far more practical to cover a limited 
amount of water by casting than it was 
to row at trolling speed all day. Today 
it isn’t uncommon to troll 20 or 30 miles 
between sunup and dark. 

At first glance, trolling would seem 
to be easier on the fisherman, too—just 
sprawl on a boat cushion and dangle 
40 or 50 feet of line astern. But the 
anglers who do this aren’t the ones who 
catch many salmon. Proper trolling 
technique for landlocks is always active 
and sometimes strenuous, and inciden- 
tally the same methods are equally ef- 
fective for the trout which are usually 
found in the same waters. 

Salmon fishing begins with a bang as 
soon as the lakes are free of ice. There 
may be and usually is a powder of snow 
on the hills and a spit of snow in the 
air, but as long as there’s open water 
salmon and fishermen are ready to go. 

While ice still covers the lakes, the 
smelt (which furnish the landlock’s 
principal diet) have already begun their 
spawning runs up the feeder streams. 
The salmon cruise off the river mouths 
waiting for the smelt to come back, and 
these early spring salmon concentra- 
tions afford some of the fastest and also 
some of the most hectic fishing of the 
season. 

One of these spots is the mouth of 
the Songo River in Sebago Lake. Go 
there any day around ice-out time and 
you'll see what looks like a convention 
of Eskimos deployed across the water. 
Skiffs and canoes ply back and forth 
and in and out among the sandbars. 
Rods bend, lines and fishermen tangle, 
and salmon come flopping over gun- 
wales. It’s a real rhubarb while it lasts, 
and for a week or so the rawest recruit 
can catch salmon—and pneumonia. 

Then the smelt run is over, the salm- 
on concentrations break up and the fish 
spread out around the lake. From then 
on they’re where you find them and the 
successful angler is the one who knows 
the fish’s habits. For the next few 
weeks, until the waters warm, you'll 
find landlocks in the shallows along the 
shoreline and around rocky islands and 
submerged ledges. That’s when salmon 
trolling really begins. 

The fish feed near the surface at this 
time, and light lures get the nod. Buck- 
tails and streamers are perennial favor- 
ites for top-water fishing—time-tested 
patterns like the Black Ghost, Gray 
Ghost, Dark Tiger, Nine-Three, and 
Supervisor, tied on No. 4 hooks. Regu- 
lation trout fly rods from eight to nine 
feet long and weighing from 4% to 5% 
ounces are the ones for this kind of fish- 
ing. Glass ones are ideal. You want a 
sinking line—a level silk fly line is ideal 
—and a six-foot leader of four-pound- 
test nylon. It’s what you do with them, 
though, that makes the difference. 

Some people just toss them overboard 
and let them drag astern. The law of

Length of line, troll- 
ing speed, and streamer action all play 
important parts. 

Many people troll too much line. Fifty 
feet is plenty, and on calm days it’s 
best to shorten it to 30. With 50 feet of 
line out, the motion of the boat adds a 
little action to the streamer on rough 
days and on calm days action is im- 
parted by bringing the lure into the 
propeller wash. Outboard motors don’t 
scare fish these days any more than 
automobiles scare horses. Some people 
say a propeller attracts fish. 

Even with 50 feet of line out, you 
need a lot of backing on your spool—at 
least 100 yards. Sounds silly for a fish 
that weighs four or five pounds? I 
thought so, too, till a landlock grabbed 
my Dark Tiger in Upper Dam Pool and 
kept on going. When he came to the 
end of the fly line the leader went ping. 


yon get more strikes if you troll 
streamers fast, about twice as fast 


as you'd troll spinners. And a zigzag 


| course is better than a straight one. It 


covers more water and changes the 
depth. While you’re zigzagging back 
and forth you can give more action to 
the streamer by rhythmically raising 
and lowering your rod tip, causing the 
fly to dart and pause. This becomes 
monotonous, but it pays off. 

My friend Ollie Rodman, one of the 
country’s top salmon fishermen, has a 
variation of this which he demonstrated 
to me one morning on Sebago. I was 
running the outboard, and as I circled 


| a rocky point, Ollie began industriously 
| sawing line up and down through his 
'rod guides. At first I thought he’d 


snagged a drifting stick. 

“I’m twiggling,” he explained in an- 
swer to my question. “I always twiggle 
on the turns. The fly sinks a little, and 
.’ At that mo- 
ment a landlock struck, demonstrating 
this method’s efficiency. 

Another of Ollie’s tricks is to cast a 
small streamer from the bow while his 
companion trolls. Ollie lays his stream- 
er right among the shoreline rocks and 
works it toward the boat. Quite often 
he picks up a fish on his cast streamer, 
and even if fish don’t take the streamer 
they’ll frequently follow it and then 
grab the trolled fly when it comes 
along. There’s no lolling on the cushions 
when you’re out salmon trolling with 
Ollie. He has you zigging and zagging 
and twiggling and casting all day, and 


| his boat usually comes in with fish. 


This shoreline fishing is important in 
spring. That’s where the salmon are ly- 
ing in the early season, right in the 


| warming shallows where the smelt play. 


That’s why I prefer to do my fishing 
from a small open boat rather than a 
charter cruiser. The cruisers are a lot 
more comfortable in a blow, but they 
can’t possibly get in as close to shore 


|; as a skiff can, and consequently they 


miss out on a lot of fish. I remember 
fishing Stony Batter on Mooselookme- 
guntic Lake with my brother-in-law, 
Bill Warren, one windy May morning. 
The water runs between three and 
six feet deep in the Batter, and it’s 


studded with submerged and partly sub- 
merged boulders. A pretty good sea was 
running that morning, enough so that 
it hid some of the rocks and made 
things a little hectic. The prop would 
come out of the water and snort and 
then, suddenly, under the bow of the 
boat we’d see a chunk of granite the 
size of a haymow. We did a lot of zig- 
ging and quite a lot of zagging and 
our streamers must have looked like a 
pair of smelt with St. Vitus’s dance. 
Anyway, the salmon were there and 
they pasted the streamers with gratify- 
ing regularity. 

Things got a little extra confusing 
when we both had hits at the same 
time, and Bill had to hold the tiller 
under his arm while trying to play his 
fish. I wasn’t sorry when his salmon 
tore loose, which maybe wasn’t very 
sporting of me. 

All this time, out in deep water a 
charter cruiser had been plowing back 
and forth as dignified as the Queen 
Mary. The fishermen looked comfort- 
able sprawled in the cockpit chairs, and 
that’s all there was for them to do. 
When we finally got tired of dodging 
granite in our skiff, we had six salmon. 

Besides streamers, live smelt and tiny 
spinning lures are popular among salm- 
on trollers. For best results, a smelt 
should be hooked in such a way that it 
twirls when drawn through the water. 
Pass the hook into the smelt’s mouth 
and out the gills, into the mouth and 
out the gills again, and then fastening 
the hook through the body near the tail. 
Small gold or silver spoons, spinners, 
and metal minnows are also good salm- 
on attractors. 

Whatever lure you use, you'll have 
best results in rough water. Rough 
water is salmon water. Apparently the 
smelt schools are broken up under 
these conditions, and the salmon go on 
the prod. The best place to fish is the 
windy shore where the waves pile up 
against the rocks. 

It’s rugged fishing and you can over- 
do it—like the time Chuck Gorham, the 
Rockwood, Maine, guide and I got 
caught off base on the windward shore 
of Moosehead Lake. Moosehead is a big 
chunk of water, 40 miles long and 12 
miles wide in places. This was one of 
the places. We’d crossed over from 
camp near Northeast Carry to fish the 
shore of North Bay on a warm, sunny 
day. 


gentle breeze blew in the morning, 
but by afternoon it died away and 
the sky took on a strange, brassy look 
that should have warned us. Clouds 
gathered, and along about midafternoon 
it started to rain as the wind veered 
into the northeast and picked up speed. 
Across the wide sweep of North Bay 
waves began to build up about the time 
we should have been heading for home. 
But the salmon began to hit, so instead 
we snugged into parkas and fished. 
I had a wild salmon on my line, and 
I wasn’t paying much attention to the 
weather until all of a sudden a bucket 
of water came sloshing in over the gun- 
wale. I looked around then, and I sud- 
denly lost all interest in the fish. From 
across the lake, a gray curtain of rain 





swept toward us beneath lowering black 
clouds, threshing the angry water to

I cranked my 18’ TAHITI 
fish in somehow and grabbed a bailing also 
can, but it was a losing battle. For ce pes 
every pint I flung overboard, a gallon top 
came over the bow. Finally, Chuck 
killed the motor and we both lay on the 
floor boards, letting the canoe go with 
the wind. 
I was sure we were going to swamp, 
but after what seemed like hours the 
breakers swept us onto the rocks with 
a crash that stove in two ribs of the 
waterlogged canoe. We dragged it 
ashore and lay under it until the storm 
ended, very wet and very glad to be 
there. It was dusk when we headed 
back across the lake and met the camp 
launch out looking for us. Since then 
I’ve treated these big salmon lakes with 
the respect they deserve.

As the waters warm with the ap- 
proach of summer, the smelt and con- 
sequently the salmon move into deeper 
water. By August they’re gathered 
around spring holes on the rocky bot- 
tom 100 feet or more beneath the sur- 
face. The only way to take them then 


| is by trolling a smelt or a night crawler 
| in combination with a big spinner on

At Indian Rock and Gravel Bank 
Pool, in Big Sandy, Turnabout, and 
other famed Kennebago pools, you’ll see 
landlocks as long as your leg rolling 
and boiling on the surface. They’re 
choosy at this season, often swirling at 
your fly without taking it. But every 
now and then a swirl will be followed 


| by a bending rod and a screaming reel.

The same streamers used for trolling 
are good for this kind of fishing, but 
in smaller sizes—6’s and 8’s. And fre- 
quently, these fish will take a dry fly. 
Last season at Screw Augur Falls, one 
of the Kennebago’s top pools, a big 
salmon was raising my blood pressure 
by boiling at my Dark Tiger and miss- 
ing it by inches. Finally, I tied on a 
Gray Wulff and floated it over his lie. 
On the fourth cast he came right out of 
the water, and this time he didn’t miss. 


H: didn’t fool around, either. He 
danced across the pool on his tail; 
somersaulted, and shot right over the 
falls. I tried to follow him, and I was 
doing pretty well until I tripped over 
a down spruce trunk and skidded across 
the rocks on my face. The last I saw of 
the salmon he was standing on his head 
in the pool below. But as I say, they’ll 
take a dry fly. 

Whatever the lure, when you hook a 
landlocked salmon in a flowing current 
and he goes rampaging high, wide, and 
handsome on the end of 50 or 60 feet 
of line, you’ll know you’ve been in a 
battle, win or lose. He combines the 
acrobatics of the smallmouth bass with 


| the stubborn determination of the trout, 


and adds a few shenanigans peculiarly 
his own. 

The only thrill comparable to catch- 
ing a landlock is eating it. I’ve had 


| them fried, broiled, baked, and boiled 
| with egg sauce, and each time I’ve 


thought whatever way they were cooked 
upon that occasion was the best. But I 
think actually tops was the salmon an 
Indian fisherman put out one night on 


the Peribonka River, which flows into 
Quebec’s Lake St. John. 

We'd stopped off at his camp, my 
French Canadian guide, Louis Poulin, 
and I, on our way downriver. Louis split 
a salmon to broil over the coals, but the 
Indian shook his head. He broke out a 
wooden firkin and laid three smoked 
salmon on a tin plate. 

“You try,” he said. 

The meat was so tender it came away 
from the backbone in delectable chunks, 
and its flavor was impossible to de- 
scribe. The salmon were sizable, but 
we ate every scrap and I could have 
been talked into trying another. All in 
all, he’s quite a fish, this landlocked 
salmon. In a lake, a stream, or on a 
platter, he’s pretty hard to beat. THE END

good time ahead of dogs the first hour 
or two, and the one we were after was 
no exception. He kept going north, 
deeper and deeper into swamps and 
bogs, staying away from high land. 
There were places where the under- 
growth and windfalls were so thick we 
had to crawl on all fours. We ran when 
we could, detoured around the worst 
stuff, fought and clawed through the 
thickets, and managed to keep the pack 
in hearing for about an hour. But they 
kept pulling ahead and their hot-track 
belling got fainter and fainter. Finally 
it faded out altogether. 

We kept on for another hour but 
heard no more of them. When the three 
of us finally met on the bank of a small 
swamp stream too deep to wade, we 
agreed we might as well write that bear 
off. Unless he turned and blundered 
into other members of the party, he was 
safely out of reach by now. We decided 
to go back and check on Snip and Tex. 

We hiked out to the road where we'd 
left the cars and drove east. About a 
mile from the place where the hunt had 
started we found a hunter with news— 
the two hounds and their bear had 
crossed the road ahead of him, just out 
of range, three hours earlier. We found 
the tracks in soft sand at the side of 
the road and one look was all Alex 
needed. 

“We made a bad guess,” he told 
Danny and me. “This is the bear we 
wanted.” 

By now we knew Tex and Snip had 
either overtaken the bear and put him 
up a tree or more likely were holding 
him at bay. We don’t tree many bears 
on our Michigan hunts—they seem to 
feel safer on the ground. Our bears run 
until they tire or until the dogs make 
things too hot for them. Then they 
come to bay, fight the dogs off while 
they get their second wind, break bay 
and move on. After that it’s a running 
fight. They don’t make much time, and 
we have a chance to catch up, provided 
we can get close enough to hear the 
dogss and locate the fracas.

Most black bears, when cornered by | 
dogs, take things fairly easy. They 
fight off any dog that tackles them, of 
and if a dog gets too close 
But they | 
don’t carry the fight to the pack, and 
between rounds they wait things out, 
growling and squealing and popping 
their teeth. 

Now and then, however, you run into 
an exception—a bear that hates dogs 
and is ready to clobber ’em on sight. 
That kind will fight like crazy until he 
whips the whole pack, unless the hunter 
gets there and finishes things first. We 
knew that was what we were dealing | 
with now. 

We hurried Snip and Tex to a veteri- 
narian in Sault Ste. Marie, and he| 
patched and sewed them up. Then we | 
went back to look for the rest of our| 
dogs. It was almost dark when we}! 
found them, trailing exhausted out of | 
the swamp one at a time.

But that first day was a dis- 
couraging start—-we were worn out, 
two dogs were badly hurt, and nobody 
had a bear to show for it. 





dev and Snip recovered faster than 
we expected and were ready for an- 
other organized hunt scheduled in the 
Same area a week later. Conditions 
were bad that morning for it had 
rained during the night and now a gale 
was howling in off Lake Superior. It’s 
close to impossible to keep dogs within 
hearing on a day like that, but the hunt 
was planned, and some 50 hunters were 
on hand, so we had no choice but to go 
on with it. 

We turned the dogs loose and after 
about an hour they jumped a bear not 
far from the place where they’d struck 
the two on our earlier hunt. We did our 
best to stay on their heels, but they 
pulled out of earshot pretty fast. Then 
we heard the flat, far-off report of a 
rifle shot on the road.

There was trouble, but none of us 
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made his stand, but we have a good 
idea what happened. 

We sent hunters north on the Ecker- 
man road to take new stands and did 
all we could to surround the area where 
the bear was running. Then the three 
of us went into the swamp, but it was 
no use. The windfalls and cedar tangles 
were too thick for a man to hurry 
through, and the wind blew so hard we 
couldn’t have heard the dogs half a 
mile away. We thrashed around in the 
brush till late afternoon and gave up. 


W: ate supper disconsolately and re- 
turned to patrol borders of the 
swamp and wait for the pack to come 
out. Tired and beaten, the dogs strag- 
gled back one by one through the windy 
darkness, in answer to the far-carry- 
ing, hollow notes of our hunting horns. 
It was close to midnight when, in the 
beam of our headlights, we spotted the 
last dog standing by the road. 

No, not quite the last. Buster didn’t 
come out of the swamp. 

We weren’t too worried about him 
that night for we knew his staying 
powers. I’d raised and trained this 
Airedale from a pup, and he was the 
best bear-fighting dog I’d ever owned. 
He was only three that fall but he’d 
been in on some 20 bear kills, and had 
never failed to pull his weight from the 
first. He knew the meaning of neither 
caution nor fear, and was one of the 
few dogs I’ve hunted with that could 
bay and hold a bear alone if he had to. 

It was only natural he’d be the last 
to quit this bear and we told ourselves 
he’d come out the next morning. When 
that didn’t happen, we decided that 
maybe he’d come out at some other 
place and been taken in by a farmer or 
picked up by a passing driver. 

But we searched in vain for him all 
the next day, driving every road and 
trail around the swamp and stopping at 
the home of every farmer and wood- 
cutter. I began to worry. When we 
found a logger late that afternoon who 
told us he’d heard what sounded like an 
Airedale, barking all the previous night 
out in the swamp, the worry grew into 
foreboding. I was convinced that Buster 
was gone for good. 

We never found a trace of him. We 
combed the country, and after Danny 
and I left for home Alex spent an entire 
week running down every lead. We re- 
ported the dog to the Michigan State 
Police, to every conservation officer in 
the east end of the Upper Peninsula, 
and to every newspaper. We posted 
handbills in grocery stores, taverns, fill- 
ing stations, and other likely places 
offering a $100 reward, but no word of 
Buster ever came. 

Somewhere in the tangles of the 
swamp his reckless courage had taken 
him too close, and the bear that hated 
dogs had gotten his chance. Maybe that 
was the way Buster would have wanted 
it, but I had lost my best Airedale and 
I had a most compelling reason now 
for wanting to kill that particular bear. 
Until I settled my grudge with him, I 
wasn’t going to be much interested in 
any other hunting. 

Buster was killed on the last day of 
the September bear season in Chippewa 


County (that one county then had a 
special season running from September 
1 to 15) so there was nothing to be done 
about it right then. But the regular 
season opened on October 1, and Danny 
and I were back at Alex Van Luven’s 
house the evening before, ready to map 
our campaign. We drove out of Brim- 
ley at daybreak the next morning with 
Alex and his two sons, Wallace and 
Carl. It was a clear, frosty morning, 
with no wind to handicap us. If we 
could locate our bear today we’d give 
him a bad time. 

We headed up the same sandy log- 
ging trail for the bear’s regular cross- 
ing place, and soon found fresh bear 
tracks crossing the road—big tracks 
pressed deep in the sand. The bear we 
wanted had crossed here only recently. 

“We'll make him pay now for what 
he did to Tex and Snip and Buster,” 
Alex said confidently. 

We put the whole pack down. The 
hounds took one sniff at the track and 
were off like a shot, making the swamp 
ring with going-away music, wild and 
eager. They jumped the bear within 
the first half mile, but were in such a 
frenzy by that time that we couldn’t 
tell when they put the bruin up. 

He lit out west, toward the east 
branch of the Tahquamenon, through 
the worst swamp tangles in the area, 
and within an hour he was in an area 
where a bobcat would have to scrooch 
to get through the windfalls and cedars. 
There he stayed, running in big circles, 
with the dogs breathing down his neck. 

The going could hardly have been 
worse for us. Small creeks laced the 
swamp and there were open patches of 
bog and marsh with frost-killed grass 
that reached to our shoulders. We split 
up and worked in from opposite sides, 
moving cautiously, making as little 
commotion as we could. We knew that 
if the bear discovered us he’d line out 
and we’d have to bottle him up all over 
again. Half a dozen times he went by 
us no more than 30 or 40 yards off, so 
close we could hear him crash through 
the brush, but never within sight. Once 
he led the dogs out of hearing but cir- 
cled back, reluctant to leave the strong- 
hold he’d picked. 

Then the noise of the chase died away 
as abruptly as it had begun. The swamp 
was suddenly as still as a graveyard, 
except for the soft rustle of leaves. I 
knew what had happened. The bear had 
come to bay, turned on the pack and 
driven them off in one lightning-swift, 
savage rush. There was a long period 
of silence, then loud dog music as they 
went back after the bear, then silence 
once more. 


N° pack of dogs on earth can hold a 
bear if he really wants to move, 
and this fellow wasn’t ready to stay in 
one place. For one thing, he’d discovered 
that there were men in the swamp as 


well as dogs. But we had him sur- 
rounded in an area no more than a 
quarter mile across, and there wasn’t 
much chance he could break out, for the 
three Van Luvens were up ahead and 
Danny and I were right on his tail. 
Time after time the bear drove the 
dogs off, made a short run, then turned 





on them again. We got close enough to 
hear them pant when they stopped 
barking, and to hear the bear growl and 
snort and pop his teeth. But the brush 
and grass were as thick as a barbed- 
wire entanglement, and we couldn’t 
take a step without making noise. As 
often as we came almost near enough 
for a shot, the bear would hear us and 
take off. Then before he’d gone a dozen 
yards, the dogs would be back on him, 
and he’d pivot around and scatter them 
in all directions. 

That running fight went on like this 
for an hour. I knew the longer it lasted 
the greater the chance was of losing a 
dog or two, for the whole pack was 
getting reckless, and the bear was be- 
side himself with rage. 

When the end finally came, it was 
fast and furious. Ahead and to my 
right, where Danny was worming 
through the brush, his .30/30 suddenly 
spanged out its flat report. Bedlam 
broke loose around the bear. I ducked 
through a thicket to see the bear, 
knocked off his feet by Danny’s shot, 
but still clawing at everything within 
reach. I saw him grab Snip, pin him 
down, and try to sink his long, yellow 
teeth in the dog’s head. 

Snip should have known better than 
to get that close. Danny, who’d had a 
ringside view of the running fight, had 
seen the bear cuff the hound end-over- 
end twice, rolling him like a bowling 
pin both times. Danny had been unable 
to shoot sooner for fear of hitting one 
of the dogs. But no bear dog worth his 
salt shows much sense at a time like 
that, and I couldn’t blame Snip for be- 
ing careless. 

As it was, the rest of the pack saved 
him from anything worse than a bad 
clawing. They swarmed all over the 
bear and he had to loosen up on Snip. 
About that time Danny came running 
in, poked his rifle against the bear’s 
ear, and slammed home a second shot. 
That finished it. 

Snip hadn’t got off too easy, however. 
He was gashed and torn from rump to 
neck, he had a splintered bone in his 
shoulder, and a chest wound that went 
all the way through into the lung cav- 
ity. But in two weeks he was back with 
the pack, itching for the next hunt to 
begin. 

The bear was a 300-pound male, 
rangy but in good fighting condition. 
The butcher who cut him up made an 
interesting find—an old shot wound, ab- 
cessed and unhealed, that he figured the 
bear had carried for at least six months. 
Was that what turned him into a vi- 
cious-tempered rogue, burning to kill 
any dog that was daring enough to 
come within reach? 

Maybe so, maybe not. We didn’t 
really care. We had avenged Buster 
and that was all that mattered. THE END

First Night in Camp 


HE FIRST NIGHT of any camp- 
ing trip can be an exciting event 
if you do a bit of pre-first-night 
planning. Advance preparation can 
make all the difference between an 
enjoyable, comfortable experience and 
a miserable prelude to the morning 
after. Here are some suggestions that 
will help make that first night in the 
woods an occasion to leave you looking 
forward to more. 

First of all you'll need protection 
from the elements. Whether you use a 
tent, sleeping bag, or blankets from the 
guest room, will depend on your prefer- 
ence and pocketbook; but there should 
be protection or shelter of some sort, 
even in warm weather. You'll prob- 
ably want to start camping with a tent, 
but if you prefer to try it without one, 
you'll enjoy it just as much, if the 
weather is clear and mild. 

Look for a spot for your camp that 
offers plenty of firewood, pure water, 
and a level spot large enough for your 
tent or sleeping gear. It’s also best to 
camp on high ground where there'll be 
proper drainage away from your bed 
or tent. 

If you’re in a public campsite, there'll 
be level spots already arranged and 
water available; and either there'll be 
wood for your fire or you'll be required 
to use a camp stove. 

If you’re not in a public camp, pick 
your tent or bed area with great care, 
because you'll get to know it quite 
intimately during the night. Clear the 
area of all sticks, stones, loose rubbish, 
and root knobs, and smooth it as much 
as possible with the side of your boot 
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Bootlaces stay snug if you follow these simple 
procedures. From left: when laced to the top, turn ends back 
through top eyelet, leaving a small loop. Next pull each end 
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sole or a flat stick. Even if your tent 
has a floor, the ground under it should 
be levelled to make walking easier and 
to save damage to the canvas floor. If 
the ground slants in any direction, put 
the head of your bed at the highest 
point. 

If you have an air mattress you won’t 
have to worry too much about uneven 
ground, but check for sharp stones, 
sticks, and broken glass. For added 
comfort, don’t pump your mattress too 
full of air. If you’re not using an air 
mattress you can cover the bed area 
with boughs, leaves, straw or any other 
available soft material. Use plenty, for 
it will pack down during the night. 
Spread a moistureproof tarpaulin, 
shower curtain, or piece of oilcloth over 
this ground cover before you put down 
your bag or blankets. This will keep out 
ground dampness, make your bed warm- 
er, and help keep your bedding clean. 

If you don’t use an air mattress, some 
campers advocate digging depressions 
in the ground for your hips and shoul- 
ders. These “hip holes’ sound fine but 
I’ve never found them comfortable. I 
find it more comfortable just to use 
more padding over the entire bed area. 
If weight and bulk of your camp gear 
are no problem, I’d suggest camp cots 
as well as sleeping bags, and air mat- 
tresses. A small air pillow is another 
little extra that pays off in added com- 
fort. 

In summer camping without tents, 
mosquitoes can be a bother, and if 
you’re half as allergic to them as I am, 
you'll need some protection at night. 
You can either use plenty of dope on 


face, hands, wrists and neck, or outwit 
them with netting. I prefer the netting 
unless I’m in a tent with screened door 
and windows. An efficient mosquito de- 
fense for no-tent sleeping can be made 
from a few yards of black or other 
dark-colored mosquito netting sewed 
into a sort of pup-tent shape. Use the 
finest net you can find, and hang the 
“tent” over your bed. Hang the net 
from a simple tripod of light sticks or 
by twine from overhead branches. I 
suggest the black or dark-colored net- 
ting because it’s easier to see through 
from the inside, and white seems to 
atttract more insects than the darker 
colors. 

Be sure there’s enough netting to 
cover your head, shoulders and hands 
so they won’t rest against it during 
your sleep. If they do, every meat-eat- 
ing insect in the woods will head for 
that spot and you’ll be miserable. To be 
doubly safe, you might use a bit of bug 
dope at least on your hands, and for 
the one insect that always seems to get 
inside the net. 

If you’re sleeping without a tent it’s 
a good idea to pick your site with some 
protection overhead in case of a sudden 
shower, but beware of camping under a 
lone tree with thunderstorms in the 
offing. 

I think half the fun of an overnight 
camp, summer or winter, is a cheery 
blaze kept going as long as possible. 
You'll need plenty of wood for an all- 
night fire—you’ll be amazed at how 
much. wood can burn between turn-in 
time and coffee time the next morning. 
If the fire is against a ledge it will burn 


through the opposite loop, then pull ends to proper snugness. 


Tuck ends into boot tops for neatness. To untie, just insert 
fingers under top laces and pull out.—Rebert D. Wray. 





Fold one or more blankets as shown for 
sleeping. Use plenty of big safety pins 


slower than if in the open where oxygen 
can get to the fuel from all sides. Don’t 
build a fire against a down log for you 
may find it hard to extinguish. 

If you’re out where the weather is 
apt to turn frosty, leave some of your 
all-night logs long enough so you can 
stay in bed and push them into the fire 
as they burn down. You can extend 
your reach with a stout forked stick. 
Keep any all-night fire small. The 
smaller the fire, the nearer you can 
sleep to it safely and the less fuel it 
will consume. I like to keep some dry 
kindling handy during the night in case 
I want more light in a hurry in case of 
“prowlers.” It’s also handy to build up 
the fire in the morning. Keep the kin- 
dling under cover to keep off the dew 

When you're getting ready to climb 
between the covers, the best procedure 
is to clean up and put on fresh, dry 
underwear, long-johns, or pajamas. 
Some people consider pajamas a luxury, 
but if weight of your outfit is no prob- 
lem, they’re worth taking along for the 
extra rest you'll get. If you don't 
change clothes, at least remove your 
trousers. A good place for them, after 
pocket contents have been removed, is 
under your sleeping bag or blankets. 
This will give further insulation from 
ground cold and dampness. Keep your 
shirt on if you like, but of course re- 
move boots or shoes. A pair of dry, 
woolen socks will keep your feet warm 
if the weather's chilly. 

My wife and daughter, both enthu- 
siastic campers, suggest pajamas as 
night wear for the ladies, and they 
recommend slacks for camp comfort. 

There have been very cold nights 
when I’ve had to sleep in my trousers. 
I loosened my belt, emptied the pockets, 
and kept the pants legs down where 
they belonged by tucking them inside 
my socks and putting a rubber band 
around my ankles just above where the 
trousers ended. 

Put your shoes or boots in a sheltered 
place. If you decide to keep your pocket 
items in them, lay them flat or under a 
corner of the ground cloth or other 
covering. Transparent plastic bags also 
make good storage places. If your boots 
are empty all night and on the ground, 
shake them out in the morning before 
you put either your hand or foot into 
them. I’ve shaken quite an assortment 
of “livestock” out of mine, including a 
scorpion while camping on an island, 
and a mouse along the St. Lawrence. 

Every member of the party should 
have his own flashlight—loaded with 
fresh batteries. If you’re to be in camp 
for a week, or even less, take along 
some extra batteries. You'll be sur- 
prised at how much you use a flashlight.

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you, keep them covered at night be- 
cause of dampness. Put them in a scab- 
bard, plastic case, or under a tarp or 
other cover. Be sure the weapon is un- 
loaded. The same goes for handguns; 
and if you’re at a public campsite, 
check local regulations regarding fire- 
|} arms. They’re prohibited in most public 
camping areas I’ve stopped at. 

Axes and hunting knives may be kept 
handy, but be sure they’re sheathed or 
| covered, not only for safety but for 
protection from dampness. Edged tools 
| may be required during the night but 
| be sure you know where they are so 
that you won’t trip over them. 
| If it’s a cold night, you can warm 
| your blankets or sleeping bag ahead of 
| time by turning them inside out and 
| exposing to the heat from the fire. You 

can also put clean, warm stones inside, 
especially down where your feet will be. 
Don’t heat the stones too hot, or you’ll 
| damage the bag material. Those little 
| lighter-fluid handwarmers will do a lot 
| to warm up your sleeping gear, and 
| they can be left in all night if it’s really 
chilly. A close-fitting knitted toque on 
| your head is good if it’s really cold. 
| Many campers prefer sleeping in a 
tent, but if you prefer not to invest in 
one right away, you'll do very well 
under the stars, and it’s often a lot 
more interesting, particularly if the 
night is clear. Try counting shooting 
stars before you go to sleep, and watch 
for night birds flying overhead. 

There are the usual rustlings in the 
leaves and snapping twigs out in the 
darkness beyond the fire. These noises 
usually turn out to be not the “bear” 
they sound like, but just prowling deer 
mice, skunks, raccoons, porcupines, or 
a falling acorn. Before turning in for 
the night, it’s always a good idea to 
store food in the car, knapsack, or in 
a net bag hung from a tree. This is 
good insurance against prowlers. 

If you’re really in the wilderness, you 
may actually hear a bear, but don’t 
worry too much about it. Our family 
has slept for several nights not half a 
mile from a public camp dump where 
before dark we watched as many as 
four big bears having a snack. None 
came near the tent that we knew of. 





he first night in camp will be an 

interesting one and you'll be sur- 
prised at how long it may seem. After 
you've been in bed for “hours’”’ you may 
awaken to find it’s not yet midnight, 
and the fire you were sure would last 
a week is almost out. The coldest time 
will be just before dawn, and if you 
really get a chill, get up and exercise, 
rebuild the fire, and then get back to 
bed. The exercise and fresh fire will 
make you drowsy. 

Keeping a vacuum jug of drinking 
water handy to your bed is a good idea 
particularly if there are youngsters in 
the party. If you like, have it full of 
coffee for a quick drink in the morning 
before breakfast is ready. When camp- 
ing in high altitudes, a jug of drinking 
water is 2 smart idea to keep your 
mouth from getting too dry. 

Have fun your first night in camp. 
Plan it well and you'll go back for 
many more.—C. B. Colby. 





GENERAL’S NEW FISH

was warm. Though we moved leisurely 
along the path, our clothing grew damp. 

Now the sound of rushing water 
reached us, but it was a few more min- 
utes before we broke out into the river’s 
sunlit banks. A flock of ibis, three scar- 
let ones and a fourth pure white, went 
winging by as we walked out onto the 
gravelly shore. 

An outcrop of red sandstone, rising 
above the gravel of the stream bed, 
stretched diagonally across the river. 
The water rushed over the sandstone 
noisily and tumbled into a long, deep 
pool. Minor currents broke away from 
the main flow, sweeping toward shore 
and doubling back, making slow-moving 
eddies where fish could rest and hide. 
The heavy ripples died away as the cur- 
rent slowed, and for 100 yards the river 
was as smooth as glass. Then it spilled 
over the next ledge and raced on into 
the pool beyond. 

In many ways it was like the familiar 
streams back home, like the upper Hud- 
son or the Delaware. The water swirled 
by in the same intriguing fashion, and 
the gravelly and sandy banks were like 
those of many northern streams in sum- 
mer. The only things that looked imme- 
diately different here were the great 
trunks, vines, and fronds. 

Looking at the eddying water, I won- 
dered what fish might be lying in it, 
waiting for my lure. Trout? They might 
live here but wouldn’t like the warmth. 
They weren’t native and couldn’t have 
come up to these headwaters from be- 
low. There had been no earlier visitors 
to stock them here; savages had held 
this land until quite recently. Bass? 
Even less likely though at a quick 
glance the waters might be confused 
with a smallmouth stream in the 
Ozarks, the Smokies, or Maine. Any fish 
that struck the lure would be new and 
strange to me. 

We carried both fly and spinning out- 
fits and decided to start with spinning 
tackle and wobbling spoons. Still won- 
dering, I watched Tommy make a cast. 

The small spoon sailed across the 
main current into the far eddy where 
it splashed and sank. The rod bowed 
lightly and quivered under the action of 
the lure and the current’s uneven sweep. 
Halfway back, something hit it with a 
surge and came out of the water in a 
clean leap. The silvery fish then raced 
off downstream. At the end of a long 
run, the fish worked part way back on 
the far side of the current, then moved 
into the heavy current and held. 

I watched the pressure build up until 
the spinning stick bent hard and 
the four-pound-test monofilament sang 
against the moving water. Another leap 
and then a third; another run took the 
fish to the deep, far bank where solid 
rock reached up half a dozen feet, and 
overhanging branches threw deep shad- 
ows. A fourth leap showed silver close 
beside the rock. Slowly the tackle’s 
pressure brought the fish back toward 
the main flow, and finally through it to 
the slower water on our side. 

Twice more the fish crossed the cur- 
rent and each time the general brought

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him back. At lasi, close in, the fish | 
made a final leap, then held his position | 
by swimming slowly, pulling hard until 
full weariness robbed him of all resist- | 
ance. His head swung toward the shore | 
and I watched him slide up onto the | 
sloping gravel at our feet. That’s when 
Tommy announced that this was one for 
the book, and I realized that I was 
probably in on the discovery of a brand- 
new gamefish. 

Tommy carried his important catch 
over to one of the formaldehyde-filled 
cans we'd brought along, and I pried 
open the lid to slide it in. This arrange- 
ment would preserve the fish for later 
scientific examination. 


Hurriedy I finished assembling my 
tackle and made a long cast into 
the slow, deep water in the middle of

The 
fish made a long run down the pool, | 
then it jumped. | 

Even at that distance we could see | 
that this was a different kind of fish | 
although it was about the same size and | 
shape as the one Tommy had just taken. | 
My fish had the same silvery sides and 
dark green back, but it had a heavy 
black stripe all along its side. 

After two more clean leaps and sev- 
eral progressively shorter runs, I 
workea the fish in toward quiet water 
where he put up a final struggle. Then | 
as I slid him out of the water, the lure 
fell free. Quickly I reached out and 
grabbed him before he could flop back 
into the river. We bent down to study 
him as we had the first one. In shape he 
was similar, but his scales were larger 
—like those of a bonefish or a large- 
mouth bass. The head was smaller and 
the anal fin a little longer. An even row 
of teeth ran across the lower jaw and 
looked very much like the teeth of a 
human being in miniature. 

“This one,” said Tommy, studying it, 
“is of the brycon family, but I think it’s 
another new one. I’ve caught and cata- 
loged fish of this general type in Pan- 
ama. They’re a common family and are 
usually good sport; they’ll take a fly or 
lure quite readily, and they jump freely 


retrieve, 


| on the line. I’ve never seen one with this 
| unusual coloring and I don’t believe he 
| matches any having been listed. I’ll bet 
he’s a new species, too, but we’ll have to 
| check all other sources to be sure.” 


We put my fish into the formaldehyde 
bucket, too, for shipment to Stanford 
for identification. 

While we were putting the brycon in- 
to the preservative, an animal came 
swimming down through the pool. If it 
noticed us, it gave no sign but con- 
tinued to swim through the rapids and 
on down the stream. At times its head 
was above water, then submerged. The 


| animal was about the size of an otter 


and acted like one, but its fur was light- 
er in color than.a North American ot- 
ter’s. I believe now it was a water opos- | 
sum, similar to one I saw later on the | 
other side of the Andes. 
As we returned to our fishing, a tou- | 
can sat high in a tree and watched us,

past us and settled on some rocks at 
the lower end of our pool. A small ibis 
walked along the beach above the rap- 
ids. There were wild things all around. 
Iguanas and wild pigs had left tracks 
on the sand beside our formaldehyde 
cans, and a little farther on a tigre 
(jaguar) had left a clear and heavy im- 
print. There were even a few small flies 
around us, like the black flies of the 
north woods. They chewed into our flesh 
now and then, reminding us of home— 
until we put on some insect repellent. 
We'd rigged up our spinning outfits 
this first day because they let us cover 
so much more water than we could with 
a fly rod. The deep-swimming spinning 
lures are likely to attract more types of 
fish than are flies which travel near the 
surface. We would switch to fly rods for 
any fish that would feed only on flies. 


‘Syrcump down the pool, we took a 
dozen more fish of the same types, 
about half and half, and ranging from 
1% to six pounds. We failed to hook 
some fish that struck, and three of those 
we hooked got away. It reminded me of 
fishing for smallmouths in the St. Croix 
waters of Maine back in the ’30’s when 
that wonderful watershed was practi- 
cally untouched—or the outlet of Lake 
Michikamau in Labrador where an an- 
gler could draw strike after strike from 
squaretails or lake trout. 

Well down the pool, we found a third 
type of fish. It weighed about three 
pounds and hit my lure as hard as any 
of the others. It ran and fought well, 
but jumped only once. It had the brycon 
shape and tooth structure but lacked 
the striking black longitudinal stripe. 
Its scales were perhaps a trifle larger 
and more conspicuous, and its head a 
little larger. There was a black patch 
along the base of the anal fin. This one, 
Tommy thought, was typical of other 
brycons he’d seen and not a new species, 
though he didn’t entirely rule out the 
possibility. We carried the fish to the 
formaldehyde can to save it for scien- 
tific study. 

Toward the lower end of the pool 
where the water shallowed, we found 
that we could wade all the way across. 
We kept edging out, hoping to find 
larger fish in the shadows of the far 
shore. Tommy drew several strikes 
from under the overhanging trees while 
I was drawing blanks on my casts into 


| the shallow open water. He moved in 


closer to the bank, for his strikes were 


| coming when the lure went right under 


the overhanging branches. 

Suddenly he called out, “There’s a big 
catfish swimming down toward you.” 

I stood rigid. Then I spotted some- 
thing easing downstream over the peb- 
bly bottom. At first it was an immense 
dark-blue shadow, a shadow that sep- 
arated into two parts and came on 
toward me lazily. Soon I could see the 
unmistakable catfish shape, the whisk- 
ers, and the pattern of light, electric- 
blue transverse stripes across their 
gun-metal backs. Finally I could even 
make out their small eyes. 

In sheer optimism I made a short 
cast, and pulling my spoon across in 
front of the nearest fish which I judged 


to weigh about 70 pounds. Perhaps he 
was blinded by the sun. Maybe he 
wasn’t hungry, or—more probably—my 
small spoon just wasn’t enough of a 
mouthful to tempt him. He swam slowly 
and steadily on, passing so close that I 
almost touched him with the tip of my 
six-foot spinning rod. When he dis- 
appeared in the glittering ripples, the 
river seemed empty. I don’t know what 
I’d have accomplished if he’d taken my 
lure. The four-pound-test monofilament 
wouldn’t even have slowed him up as he 
passed down through the swift water. 

One of the pleasantest parts of our 
afternoon had nothing directly to do 
with angling. We got so warm during 
our fishing that we took a break for a 
refreshing swim in the river. However, 
we'd taken the precaution to check with 
the soldiers, and they assured us that 
the river harbored no piranhas. We had 
no desire to tangle with any of those 
fierce little swimming meat choppers. 

When the sun dipped low over the 
great trees, we headed back toward 
camp amid the singing of insects and 
birds. Several times during the after- 
noon we'd heard gunshots, and at camp 
we found the result: another wild pig 
would be roasting over the coals to- 
morrow. 

As twilight fell, the air grew cool. 
The few insects that had been bother- 
some withdrew; colorful moths came 
out and fluttered around our camp 
lights. Highlight of the supper were 
some extra fish we’d caught, both bry- 
con and dorado; all agreed they were 
equally delicious. 

That night we slept under blankets 
though we were only about 200 miles 
from the equator and at a low elevation. 
As I lay on my cot my first night in 
the jungle, I found myself revising my 
estimate of it. Maybe the rainy season 
was as hot and steamy as I’d pictured 
it, but this dry-season day had been as 
pleasant as June in New England. There 
had been neither oppressive heat nor 
discomfort. 

At dawn I awoke to the weird sound 
of monkeys wailing in the jungle, a 
noise that rose and fell like the howling 
of wind and—like a wind sound— 
seemed to come from everywhere. Then 
there were camp noises and the sound 
of men stirring. Night guards came in 
from their posts around camp. Break- 
fast was early, and by the time the 
sun was an hour high, Tommy and I 
were again headed down the trail 
toward the Giiejar. 


his time we rigged fly rods and tied 

big trout streamers to our leader tips. 
At first the fishing was much slower 
than yesterday’s. No pool in the world, 
unless resupplied daily by migrating 
fish, can give a second day of fishing 
quite as good as the first, if other condi- 
tions remain the same. If 15 out of 50 
fish are caught the first time through, 
it may be hours or days before many of 
the remaining fish will strike. We 
caught a few fish as we moved down- 
stream, but it wasn’t until we passed 
our previous day’s farthest point of 
travel that we again struck slam-bang 
fishing. 

Before noon we took brycon and 





dorado up to seven pounds on stream- 
ers, dry flies, and spinner-and-streamer 
combinations. We played these tough 
fighters until our arms ached. We 
caught the same three species but no 
new ones. 

After lunch we turned to Tommy’s 
hobby of collecting tropical fish. With 
hand net, minnow seine, and sometimes 
a fly rod with a No. 16 fly, we worked 
the isolated pools that the falling river 
had left; we were trying to capture a 
cross section of the varied types of 
small fish stranded within them. There 
were dozens of different kinds—some 
like fat little catfish, some like shiners, 
others as thin as eels. Tommy recog- 
nized and named most of them, but sev- 
eral were new to him and he felt they 
might be new and unlisted species (two 
of them were). We put some of each 
kind in a container of formaldehyde, for 
shipment to Stanford. 


Or when we were trying a small 
puddle at the forest’s edge, Tommy 
worked the net against the bank and 
lifted. There was a loud splash and a 
commotion in the muddy water, but his 
net came up empty. I thought the net 
had caught on a big root which had 
snapped free and splashed back into the 
water. Tommy thought he’d felt some- 
thing alive though it seemed hard to 
believe a fish of any size could be hiding 
there. On the next scoop, Tommy came 
up not with a fish but a mean-looking 
six-foot alligator, much too big for the 
net. The reptile tumbled clear and 
slithered quickly over the dry rocks in- 
to the protective gloom of the jungle. 

When we got back to the trail again, 
our jars filled with little tropicals and 
carrying a dozen good fish, we decided 
to make just a few final casts. We 
hadn’t had too much luck at this first 
pool that morning, but—-with the sun 
behind the far trees and the pleasant 
coolness of the evening coming on—the 
place was just too tempting to pass by. 

We assembled our spinning gear and 
cast out our lures. Immediately we 
found that the mood of the fish had 
changed; each likely spot produced a 
strike. For the next 20 minutes one or 
both of us were constantly battling a 
fish. When at last we gave up in order 
to avoid walking the trail in inky black- 
ness, we’d taken a dozen more good fish 

—among them a nine-pound dorado 
which fell to Tommy’s rod. 

Before any fish that’s believed new 
can be named and classified, every pos- 
sibility of previous recording anywhere 
in the world must be checked. More 
than two years have now passed since 
the catching of our special dorado and 
the dark-striped brycon. With each 
passing month it becomes more certain 
that these fish represent species that 
are new and different from anything 
else on record. 

Next morning after take-off, as our 
plane circled the camp, we got our final 
glimpse of the far river. How many 
times will I think of it, I wonder, when 
I watch familiar waters on old and well- 
loved streams? Not many streams in 
the world offer a man the chance to be 
in on the discovery of one or more new 
gamefish. THE END

HIS YEAR the National Shooting 
Dog Championship, held annually 
at Sedgefields Plantation, Union 
Springs, Ala., was run off in Feb- 
ruary before the largest gallery ever to 
attend a pointer and setter field trial. It 
was won by Satilla Nip Parade, a pointer 
which as an eleven-months old puppy 
in this same event last year, had made a 
close bid for the coveted championship. 
He returned to prove that he hadn’t 
been just a puppy prodigy then, and 
went all the way in flashing style. 

The appeal of this field trial to ama- 
teur sportsmen is indicated by the gal- 
lery that follows it. Many come from 
far places, without dogs, just to watch 
and enjoy. On one day there was an 
actual count of 384 riders crossing a 
bridge, with possibly another 25 cross- 
ing the same run elsewhere. In all,

event that day, from cars, tractor- 
drawn wagons, and from horseback. 
The activity tapers to about half for the 
finals. You put about 250 miles in the 
saddle, if you use a horse and stay with 
it all the way. Few do. 

This event is a testimonial to the 
sportsmanship of L. B. Maytag, whose 
generosity in providing the facilities of 
the 12,000 acres of Sedgefields, with its 
900 coveys of quail, has made it the out- 
standing field trial in the bird-dog world. 

The National is strictly amateur. No 
professional is allowed to liberate a dog 
at the starting line. The judges look for 
a shooting dog with class, drive, style, 
bird sense, and one that will handle well 
at all times. The perfect manners of a 
mediocre dog will not win over a bril- 
liant performer that may be charged 


with some minor breach of etiquette. 

The program started with a barbeque 
on the night of February 21, followed 
by the drawing for bracemates, and 
prize awards to local stores which go 
all out in window decorations during 
the trial. There were 31 braces ready to 
make their challenge for fame with the 
coming of dawn, which broke with the 
brilliance of early spring in contrast to 
the freak cold wave that had recently 
invaded the area. 

There’s an element of luck in all 
sporting events. In this one it starts 
with the drawings, which decide the 
hour of day a dog will run. Though 
those in charge of the affair hold up the 
morning braces until the birds are on 
the move, and try to hold the afternoon 
braces until after the birds have had 
their noon siesta, some excellent dogs 
may be short on birds, through no fault 
of their own. 

Luck tosses in a few other hazards, 
as it did with Crazylegs Pete, owned by 
Jimmy Bedgood of Selma, Ala., in the 
finals, after he had qualified with three 
good finds and a stop to flush. His first 
cast was far to the left, and when he 
was located he was found to have been 
the target of a dive-bombing hawk 
which had dispersed the birds. Pete was 
ready to take off too, though he was 
trying to hold his ground. During the 
rest of the 1%4-hour running, he didn’t 
forget the incident, and was much 
softer on his bird work than he would 
have been normally.

The qualifying braces of 45 minutes 
each brought out some excellent style 
and bird-finding performances. Pala- 
din’s Dot, handled by Wayne Attaway, 
followed Pete’s three coveys with a pair, 
resulting from excellent ground cover- 
age. 

There have to be birds around if any 
dog is to find four coveys in 45 minutes. 
Several dogs did, and on different 
courses. The first was John O’Neall’s 
Lullaby Bob, then Norias Browning 
with Fred Wilson in the saddle, and Ed 
Penton’s Spunkey’s Titan Ranger. But 
when Wayne Attaway picked up Frank 
Hutcheson’s Sumter’s Joy, we were 
rather certain that he’d take the trophy 
for best qualifying heat. That dog had 
five coveys and one single, which he 
certainly didn’t find by standing still. 

W. S. Cooper Jr., of Oneida, Tenn., set 
pointer-and-setter gallery agog with 
three Irish setters, the first that had 
ever run over this course, and the first 
that many bird-dog men had seen out- 
side of the bench shows. The dogs were 
Cooper’s Gay Lady, with two coveys; 
Tennessee Riley, with two coveys, two 
backs and an unproductive, and Holly- 
berry Scarlter, with one covey and a 
back. 

While none of the Irish qualified, 
they evoked more gallery comment than 
the winners. For instance: “I didn’t 
know they made red dogss like that any 
more,” and “Give that boy a little time 
and he’s likely to make us like ’em red.” 

Fourteen dogs qualified for the finals, 
a larger number than usual, showing 
the closeness in top performances. 
Perhaps two or three dogs had stood 
out in the qualifying braces, but when it 
came to picking the rest, the judges 
found that one was about as good as 
another. 

The morning of the finals broke 
bright, despite a night rain that had left 
the ground boggy. The birds were a 
little late drying off and beginning to 
move. Unless ground water comes into 
a quail roost, the birds will weather out 
a rain in the open, then linger in the 
morning sun until their feathers dry. 
Roosts are not generally strong with 
bird scent under these conditions.

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running with him was Paladin’s Dot. 
Though Dot was trying all the time, 
she showed us only two coveys in 
perfect style. 

The second brace matched Lullaby 
Bob with Norias Browning. Bob’s first 
find was one that woke us all up. A few 
minutes later he was again on point, but 
this time the handler didn’t produce a 
bird until after he’d shot to honor the 
dog, whereupon a single went out a few 
feet to the left of him. Sent on, the gal- 
lery rode up a large covey about 100 
feet ahead and in line with Bob’s point. 
Then came another good find followed 
by a back and two more coveys. The dog 
finished strong, despite the heavy foot- 
ing, and we marked him down as the 
dog to beat. 


Leeann Brownie gave an unpro- 
ductive on an abandoned roost, but 
followed with a stylish single. He had 
two more coveys before indicating a 
second unproductive. His drive and 
range were not up to Bob’s. 

Lou, in the next brace, looked as 
though she would change the entire pic- 
ture as she racked up six coveys in good 
style with no indication of slowing down 
in the heavy going. It would have been 
better if she had, for one long cast led 
her off the course and out of judgment 
for more than 20 minutes, which put her 
out of the picture. 

The rain came down then, and dogs, 
horses, and men had to take cover back 
at Benny Jackson’s, where we made 
headquarters. The judges decided to 
run the four remaining braces the fol- 
lowing day. That night a front swept 
in from the West, with a twister in its 
center, which brought more rain and 
high wind. 

Skies were relatively clear the next 
morning, though, but a 20 to 25-mile 
wind prevailed all day. Normally you 
wouldn’t hunt on a day like that. Wind 
fans out the scent, making definite loca- 
tion difficult and forcing the dogs to 
check and relocate many times. Such 
conditions take positiveness out of 
points that would otherwise be perfect. 
There was little chance of an upwind 
scent, and downwind a dog will freeze 
100-odd feet farther from his covey 
than usual. These factors put good 
bird work at a premium and they had 
to be taken into consideration. 

Judges Henry Davis and Boyce Wil- 
liams understood this and graded the 
dogs accordingly. Due to a touch of flu, 
Williams was replaced by George Har- 
den for the final four braces. 

Just Rite Roz, last year’s champion, 
and Sumter’s Joy, went away in the 
first morning brace. Roz hit the course 
with the style of a champion and looked 
every bit of one all the way. More than 
one observer commented on her speed 
and coordination. But she was able to 
give only an unproductive sandwiched 
between two coveys—not quite enough 
to hold her crown. Joy had three 
coveys, the last two after several at- 
tempts to relocate. 

Spunkey’s Titan Ranger, braced with 
Cowikee Pete, did a good job of finding 
birds. Ranger had three coveys and a 
single, while Pete gathered three, along 
with an unproductive. Neither dog was 
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quite positive, however, and _ both 
seemed to tire in the last half hour. 

It was the last brace of the morning 
that gave us a real thrill, with Bill’s 
Plowboy and Satilla Nip Parade break- 
ing away. This was a contest between a 
seasoned campaigner that had often 
knocked at the door of this champion- 
ship, and a derby dog that many 
thought still had to grow up. However, 
Nip had. shown us in his qualifying 
brace that he was no flash in the pan. 

Few dogs have ever run this course 
with the style, speed, and handling re- 
sponse that Nip showed. Within 10 
minutes he cut short a fast cross-wind 
cast to whip into a fishhook point. His 
tail was so straight up that he looked 
as though he were hung from it. The 
birds were there, right under his nose. 
He followed this point with two more 
coveys that tingled the spines of all 
watching him. He seemed to be getting 
stronger as the hour and a half ended. 

Plowboy wasn’t doing so badly either, 
for he followed an unproductive with 
five coveys and a single, though he 
muffed three of the coveys. 

The final brace in the afternoon 
brought out John and Paladin’s Handy- 
man. Handyman worked well under the

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adverse conditions, coming up with 
three points and a back, but he lacked 
the fire that was needed now. John, 
however, showed six coveys and a 
single, though he had a job working 
most of them out in the shifting wind. 

Most of us agreed that Sumter’s Joy 
would get the award for best qualifying 
brace, despite the good work of Lullaby 
Bob, Norias Browning, and Spunkey’s 
Titan Ranger. So the award to her was 
popular. Joy is owned by Frank 
Hutcheson of Rossville, Ga., and was 
handled by Wayne Attaway, of Geiger, 
Ala. 

We weren't auite certain what would 
happen for the title. There was Nip, 
John, Lullaby Bob, and C. L. Mason’s 
Lou, though technically she was out of 
judgment. 

John came out second best on his bird 
work, to be runner-up to the new cham- 
pion.

the trail by sight as quickly as possible. 

“T should’ve worn my track shoes,” re- 
marked Jossy.

our house in Estes Park, Colorado, is 
a hill about three quarters of a mile 
away and 600 feet high. Once a week 
at first, then twice a week just before 
hunting season, we hike up and back 
as fast as we can without puffing too} 
hard. After awhile we make the trip | 
in a few minutes, and by the time hunt- 
ing comes we’re ready to hike most of 
the day in the mountains.

hose deer hassle. Two Iowa hunt- 
ers, Winneshiek County, last sea- 


son shot deer, dressed it, hung it 
in tree, then went to their car to get 
their deer tags. Returned, found deer 
gone, began to hunt for hunting party 
they’d seen nearby. Located party in 
possession of deer that looked like one 
lost. Local sheriff was called, both 
parties claiming they’d killed deer. Suc- 
cessful hunter told sheriff “examine slug 
wound in deer. I put 1956 penny in there 
when I shot deer.” Sheriff found penny 
as directed. Deer thieves then admitted 
they’d taken deer, put their tag on it. 
Added wings, added speed? Ruffed 
grouse bearing total of six wings shot 
last season, Ontario, by Karl Kolonsky, 
Marathon, Ont. Shortest wing only 
about 2% in. long... Brisk bunny bag- 
ging. Four gunners, Kirkwood, Mo., 
reported to state Conservation Commis- 
sion they’d bagged 40 rabbits in four 
hours. Hunting done on one 40-acre 
tract. 


Champ coon hunter. Robert Kennedy, 
Sawyer, North Dakota, up to middle of 
last February had taken 114 raccoons. 
Got 10 on one night. Uses two coon dogs 

. . Beaver biggies. Many beavers weigh- 
ing over 60 lb. have been trapped in 
Missouri. Biggest weighed 90 lb., taken 
December, 1956, on Big Piney River, by 
Bill Stalder. Same year he bagged an- 
other weighing 72 lb. In 1953 Clyde 
Ramsey trapped in Laclede County fe- 
male weighing 88 lb. Critter was 4 ft.

Iowa total was 2,335. Michigan reports 
that last year cars and trucks killed 
2,931 deer on state’s highways. 


Access to fishing waters. Sport Fish- 
ing Institute reports that 29 states, 
Alaska, and British Columbia are active 
in acquiring public access to fishing 
waters. States are Arizona, Colorado, 
Connecticut, Delaware, Florida, Idaho, 
Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Maine, Michigan, 
Missouri, Montana, Nebraska, Nevada, 
New Mexico, New York, North Carolina, 
North Dakota, Oklahoma, Oregon, Penn- 
sylvania, Rhode Island, South Carolina, 
Texas, Vermont, Virginia, Washington, 
West Virginia. Tennessee, 1956, got by 
transfer from TVA 254 access sites on 
impoundments. But right of public ac- 
cess still remains big problem for future. 

Trout fishing, “sport of solitude.” Last 
year Missouri’s three trout-fishing areas 
with total of less than 5 miles of water 
withstood onslaught of 102,465 anglers 

. . King salmon fade. California’s prized 
king salmon numbers dropping rapidly. 
Only 120,000 reached spawning gravels 
or were spawned at hatcheries, 1957. 
All time low previously was in 1956 with 
170,000.

Pennsylvania Trout 


Lycoming and Tioga Counties in 
the north-central part of Pennsylvania, 
have some of the best trout fishing you 
could ask for. There are easily accessi- 
ble streams along good highways, as 
well as some remote streams that re- 
quire hiking to reach. 

Roaring Branch in Lycoming County 
is a hamlet, and the Roaring Branch 
Creek empties into Lycoming Creek 
just east of that place. This gives fine 
brown and brook-trout fishing. To 
reach it you have to enter a steep, 
narrow valley, accessible also from the 
stream headwaters. A secondary road 
follows the ridge edging the valley to 
the creek’s source, but there are no 
parking facilities. The skilled angler 
will find good fishing for nine miles 
from highway to headwaters. Highway 
14 north from Williamsport brings you 
to Roaring Branch. 

Lycoming Creek, north of Williams- 
port and reached at Trout Run on Rte. 
15, has a lot of brookies, browns, and 
This is good fly-fishing wa- 


fine fish. It’s wide and deep, with large 
pools and long riffles. Not a few skilled 
fly fishermen release all trout under 
12 in. Here is opportunity to hook into 
an old lunker that will jar a man down 
to his waders. 

Rock Run is another productive 
stream emptying into the Lycoming at 
the town of Ralston, but it’s hard to 
reach. You’d better ask at the local 
service station how to find it. You turn 
off Rte. 14 at Ralston, cross the rail- 
road tracks and Lycoming Creek, then 
follow a dirt road which meanders 
along the stream for about five miles. 
This is beautiful water holding browns, 
brookies, and rainbows. It is restricted 
to fly fishing, with legal size set at a 
12-in. minimum, and there are plenty 
of larger fish to attract the skilled fly 
caster. It is well marked with posters 
of the state Department of Game and 
Fish for several miles from Ralston to 
the branch of Yellow Dog Creek. Above 
Yellow Dog either bait or fly is legal, 
the trout being mostly brookies. It 
takes a lot of leg work to fish this 
stream, but it’s worth it. 

Pleasant Stream enters the Lycom- 
ing about four miles south of Ralston. 
You turn off Rte. 14 and cross the 
Lycoming on a dirt road which follows 
the Pleasant for about five miles. It 
gives good fishing for both brook and 
brown trout with either fly or bait. 
From the end of the dirt road for sev- 
eral miles into the wilderness there is 
very good fishing. 

At the village of Trout Run on 
Rte. 14 is a stream of the same name, 
also a tributary of the Lycoming. This 
is beautiful water which has its source 
back in the mountains about nine miles. 
It has a lot of brook trout, and gives 
good early-season fishing. A secondary

This is fine water 
with deep holes, large boulders, and 
undercut banks where many large 
brown and rainbow trout lurk. It gives 
ideal fishing with either dry or wet 
flies. It’s easily reached by state forest 
road and is wadable. It has several 
small tributaries which should not be 
overlooked by the fisherman, for they’re 
in wilderness solitude and you find few 
other anglers. The best fishing in the 
Tioga is from Blossburg to the head- 
waters. Mine seepage has polluted the 
water below that town. 

Taking the dirt road from Blossburg 
to Arnot brings you 
wilderness country and two _ small 
streams worthy of notice—Long and 


Sand Creeks. You reach them only by | 


hiking from the road’s end, and they’re 
trout loaded. 

Best accommodations for fishing this 
area described are at Blossburg on 
Rte. 15, Canton on Rte. 14, or a couple 
of small motels on Rte. 14 between 
Roaring Branch and Williamsport. 

On state forest lands around the 
Tioga River is good hunting for deer 
and bear. Also there are many wild 
turkeys along the headwaters of the 
streams.

and trout-laden tributaries, and com- 
plete directions (including mileages) 
on how to get to the many free camping 
areas available to the public. The For- 
est Service maintains these camp- 
grounds since they all are in the Mt. 
Hood National Forest. It is beautifully 
timbered country, with acres of huckle- 
berry patches on the ridgetops. 

The road up along the Clackamas 
River is surprisingly good for a wilder- 
ness area, and is paved and maintained 
by the Forest Service to a point 42 
miles upstream at Austin Hot Springs 
campgrounds. There are no problems 
for camp trailers—up to about 18-foot- 
ers. Some camps have wood shelters 
that make tent or trailer unnecessary 
when camping, but you can’t count on 
these being available around the holi- 
days. They’re usually occupied on a 
first-come, first-served basis. 

The Oregon State Game Commission 
annually plants about 100,000 legal-size 
trout in the Clackamas, its tributaries, 
and back-country lakes. More remote 
lakes are stocked by plane. Anglers 
come in from Portland on weekends, 
but we found no congestion as there is 
such a vast area of fishing water avail- 
able. We took Sunday off, and watched 
the native anglers. They caught trout, 
and many took their legal limit of 10. 
They told us this kind of fishing goes on 
all summer. 

The paved road ends just above Aus- 
tin Hot Springs. A gravel road extends 
for another five miles. Fishing from 
this point upstream is in pure wilder- 
ness. We worked this section without 
seeing another footprint. Native rain- 
bows and cutthroats from 10 to 12 in. 
were easy to limit on. With barb-flat- 
tened hooks, we spent the rest of the 
day playing and releasing over 100 

Even during late summer, waist or 
armpit waders are essential for there’s 
a lot of water. The streams are clear, 
rushing, and too deep for hip boots. The 
wilderness portion of the Clackamas is 
cluttered with log jams, beaver dams, 
and the like, and can’t be comfortably 
fished without proper wading gear. Na- 
tive anglers rarely work up to this more 
rugged stream section. 


t the end of the paved road a sign 
reads “No Fish Planted Above 
This Point.” It seemed to us that the 
fishing became even better beyond there. 
Clackamas tributaries number in the 
dozens, among them the North and 
South Forks and the Collawash River. 
All are full of trout, and there are 
enough of them to give a season’s 
sport without fishing the same one 
twice. Some of the larger tributaries 
reach far into the timbered back coun- 
try, accessible by Forest Service trail 
only. 

Estacada is the jumping-off spot into 
the area. No supplies may be bought 
upriver, so load up at this small town 
before going in. The District Ranger 
station is located here, and the rangers 
know the fishing. They gave us good 
advice. You can get good dope on 
methods and tackle at the two tackle 
stores in Estacada. Fly casting, bait, 
spinners—all produced for us.—Robert 
L. Curtis.

the thermometer in the tent went as low 
as 25° below zero centigrade (13 below 
F.). 

For three more days we hunted poli, 
but although we climbed to 16,500 feet 
and saw a good few rams, I saw none 
that I thought had larger heads than 
the one I had shot. I decided then to try 
for the bunch of ibex we had seen the 
first day; but whether from restlessness 


or fright at the shooting, they had left |

ous winter when the snow had been ex- 
ceptionally heavy. I have seen few 
sights that depressed me more. We 
were also told that for the past few 
years the authorities had been trying 
to protect the game, but how much 
good it is doing I cannot say. 

The next few days we did 
climbing and glassing and saw many 
rams, but none had exceptional heads. 
Most of the animals we saw had al- 
Ghirghiz 
shikaris. I did my best to restrain them, 
but it did little good. 

Almost every afternoon and night, 
snow fell. But in the morning it would 
clear and the wind would be bitterly 
cold. I wore a heavy arctic-type down 
jacket, and much of the time I had to 


much 


wear the hood over my head to keep | 


my ears from freezing. 

One morning, just as it grew light 
enough to glass, we reached a certain 
mountain where our shikaris thought 
we would find ibex. We started to climb 
with great precaution. Knowing the 
shikaris, I was trying to do most of the 
work myself. To make sure that none 
of the draws and basins were left un- 
seen I sent one of the shikaris in one 
direction, and went in another myself. 

Soon I saw my shikari signaling to 
me excitedly. When I reached him he 
told me that he had seen a herd of ibex, 
but as usual he had spooked them. I 
found them, however, in my 10 x 50 
Zeiss binoculars. They were about 300 
yards away and climbing furiously 
almost straight up through the rocks. 
I picked out a good one through the 4X 
scope on the .270 Weatherby Magnum I 
was carrying that day, and shot. My 
shikari, who was looking through his 
binoculars, reported a close miss. I

worked the bolt and shot again. This 
time he reported a hit. I not only could 
not see the ibex through my scope, but I 
couldn’t even find it in the binoculars. 

I asked the shikari for details and 
he told me that at the crack of the 
rifle, the ibex had dropped behind a big 
boulder. With instructions not to spoil 
any part of the head and neck, I sent 
two boys after it. It took them quite 
some time to reach the spot, but pres- 
ently I saw them lift and drag an ibex 
out from behind the boulder. When 
they finally brought the billy over, I 
found that tre horns were 41% inches 
long—quite a respectable head. 

According to a range finder I had 
with me, the boulder behind which 
the ibex had fallen was just 350 yards 
from where the shots were fired. The 
altitude was about 15,000 feet. How cold 
the wind was I cannot say, but I had to 
wear the hood of my down jacket to 
keep my ears and the end of my nose 
from freezing. 

A few days later I made another 
welcome addition to my Pamir collec- 
tion of trophies—a brown bear which 
was nailed down with three shots from

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the last day of our stay in the Pamirs 
arrived I had given up hope of seeing 
a larger poli than the one I had taken 
on the first day of my shoot in the 
Afghan Pamirs. 

We left camp at 4:30 in the morning, 
hoping to find some ibex in country 
where we had seen them feeding two 
nights before. By 8 o’clock we had 
made our climb and I was expecting 
ibex when I heard a low whistle from 
the Ghirghiz shikari. I thought he had 
spotted ibex but instead of “Ghizil 
Kyik,” I heard him whisper, “Arkhar,” 
which meant sheep in his language. 
Instantly I saw the lone ram and I 
knew this was the largest ram we had 
yet run into. Whether he had yet spied 
us or not I did not know, but he was 
alert and was looking somewhat in 
our direction. 

I knew he had not smelled us as the 
wind was right and I asked myself how 
he could have spied us with all the 
care and precautions we had taken. 
Then I looked back and saw one of 
the boys coming up with a horse from 
far down the valley, although he had 
been instructed not to move from the 
spot. 

Muttering under my breath, I ducked 
behind a boulder and took off as fast as 
I could travel to take cover behind a 
rock about 40 yards nearer the ram 
and from where I hoped to get into a 


| more dominating position. I knew I had 


to hurry if I ever hoped to shoot. But, 
alas, when I reached the point from 
which I planned to shoot, my chest was 
heaving and my heart was about to 
jump out of my throat. The crosshairs 
in the scope of the 7 mm. were jumping 
all over the ram, and I had no choice 
but to wait until I got my wind back. 

When I finally felt reasonably sure 
of connecting, I cut loose. The ram 
plunged forward and disappeared. I 
first waited for it to reappear on the 
other side of a small depression, but it 
didn’t. Again I had to make a run, 
leaping from boulder to boulder. Then 
I saw the sheep ahead of me, in the 
depression. I quickly brought him 
down. The tape was in my hand when 
I reached the ram and it told me that 
the head went 50 inches around the 
curve, had 14-inch bases, and a spread 
of 42 inches from tip to tip. 


he next day we returned to the 

Pamir River. The following day we 
again crossed back to Ghaleh Panjeh in 
Afghanistan. Here we spent a day sort- 
ing out what was necessary for the 
last leg of our hunt and leaving behind 
what was to be sent back to Kabul. 
We also managed to take a bath. 

The first day, we followed the same 
trail along the Wakhan River as when 
we had headed for the Afghan Pamirs. 
But then, instead of crossing the river 
to the north, we continued along it due 
east at the foot of the Hindu Kush. 
On the third day we reached the 
Boroghil Pass and, after saying good- 
bye to our Afghan followers, crossed 
over to Chitral, Pakistan, in sight of a 
22,500-foot peak. We spent the night 
at the foot of a glacier. 

So far, the trip had mostly been 
tough on the lungs and heart; now it 





also got rough on the legs. The Pamir 
is a lofty plateau with ridges rising 
from it, but now we had to sink into 
deep valleys and work up sheer moun- 
tainsides. 

It took us four days of hard riding 
and climbing to get to the spot where 
we were to try for ibex, near Gupis in 
Gilgit Agency. But when we arrived 
there we were told by the shikaris that 
the site of the camp was too far from 
where the ibex had last been seen 
and that we had to take another day 
to set up an advance camp. They said 
that ibex at that time of the year were 
very high and it would be necessary 
for us to leave camp at midnight so that 
we'd get to the ibex grounds by dawn. 

I'll never forget the climb over those 
round stones, slick with frozen rain 
from the day before. Our only light was 
an occasional gleam from our flash- 
lights. After four hours of this, all just 
about straight up, the shikaris told us 
that we were better climbers than they 
had thought and that we should now be 
close to the ibex. It was still dark, so 
they said we must wait for dawn or we 
would spook the ibex. It was awful 
sitting there, first dripping with sweat 
from the climb, and then freezing for 
an hour in the cold. We'd started at 
10,000 feet and had climbed to 14,500. 

At dawn we climbed some more, care- 
fully glassing every ridge and every 
valley, but not an ibex did we see. The 
day was a complete blank and we 
reached our campsite before dark with 
great disappointment. Our shikaris felt 
that we had better give up; if we 
couldn’t find ibex on that mountain,

they said, we couldn’t find them any- 
place nearby. 

Three days later we had reached our 
grounds for markhor, a member of the 
goat family, with spiral horns. It was 
a beautiful spot where the trees were 
already turning yellow and red from 
the cold of the approaching fall, and 
where unconquered Rakaposhi, ‘The 
Queen of the Snow,” rose 25,500 feet 
into the sky in the distance. Three 
days’ hunting resulted in only one small 
markhor. The third leg of our hunt in 
three lands was the least successful, 
and the second the most successful. 

The common game in all those moun- 
tains was ibex, while the common game 
bird was ram chukar, a giant grouse, 
which we saw from 12,000 feet up. 
This bird is also found in Iran. 

We reached Gilgit over a hair-raising 
jeep track. The first thing I did was 
to clean up and get rid of a long beard 
which I had grown throughout the trip. 
During our short stay in that town, 
besides sightseeing, we watched the 
roughest game of polo, played on a 
long and narrow field. From there we 
first flew to Rawalpindi, Pakistan, and 
then to Kabul, Afghanistan. 

The first expedition of the sort into 
the Pamirs for 30 years was over and 
a 13-year dream was realized. Because 
of the hospitality of H.M. the King of 
Afghanistan and the authorities of Tad- 
jhikistan and Pakistan, the expedition 
had been a success. 

Of all the trophies I have ever taken, 
I’ll take more pride in my largest Ovis 
poli than in any other. I'd like to go 
back for a larger one some day, but 
I’ll have to do it soon. If I were much 
older I don’t think I could take it. The 
Ovis poli isn’t called the World’s No. 1 
Trophy for nothing. THE END 





MEANEST RAINBOWS

at the edge of a brook that tumbled off 
a cliff into Keweenaw Bay. Jim asked 
us in to look at his frozen trout. It was 
a good 30 inches long, silver-blue with 
pink stripe and black spots—a typical 
Great Lakes rainbow. 

I’ve caught rainbows in the East, in 
big rivers of the continental divide, and 
last summer I caught them in Wash- 
ington’s coastal rivers. I’m convinced 
there isn’t a ’bow anywhere that puts up 
a fuss like these Great Lakes runners. 

These fish start out of Lake Superior 
and Lake Michigan each spring before 
the ice is out. Some urge drives them 
into the rivers where they spawn. They 
fight upstream against the icy water, 
occasionally stopping, like salmon, to 
rest in holes and pools. Some spawn- 
ing occurs throughout the rivers, but 
many trout never stop until they’re so 
far upstream that their backs are out 
of water. 

The major run is in spring, because 
that’s when rainbows’ everywhere 
spawn. But some Great Lakes ’bows 
move into the rivers in fall. The Michi- 
gan Department of Conservation per- 
mits early and late fishing (before and 
after regular trout season) on many 
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rivers just to give anglers a chance at 
the big fish. 

Much misinformation is circulated 
about these fish. Most fishermen in the 
area will tell you that the Great Lakes 
hold two kinds of rainbows—one a 
“steelhead,” the other a rainbow. Once 
on the Muskegon River, near Newaygo, 
Mich., I asked a “steelhead” fisherman 
what the difference is. 

“A steelhead,” he said, “is a rainbow 
that spawns in the fall. A rainbow, of 
course, spawns in the spring.” 

“But if all the ’bows hatch out in the 
inland rivers and move down to the 
lakes, why do some decide to spawn in 
fall and others in spring?” I asked. 
“When does a rainbow become a steel- 
head ?” 

“I dunno,” he replied. “But a steel- 
head is a steelhead, and a rainbow is a 
rainbow. You can tell by looking at ’em. 
One’s silver, that’s the steelhead; one’s 
bright with a pink bar, that’s the rain- 
bow.” 

Actually, all Great Lakes rainbows 
are rainbows. The true steelhead is a 
rainbow trout which migrates to sea 
and returns to fresh water. This is what 
you catch in Washington’s Quinault and 
Hoh Rivers, Oregon’s Rogue and Ump- 
qua, and in California’s Eel and Kla- 
math. Steelheads may leave the ocean 
for fresh water any month, but usually 
in winter and spring. The Pacific steelie 
at spawning time is bright silver, with 
a blue-green back. Some Great Lakes 
"bows have similar coloring. This fact, 
plus the knowledge that West Coast 
steelies move in the winter, probably 
lead many Michigan fishermen to be-

his gills. But that trout had too much 
sap left, so Jack waded in with the net 
and swooped him up. Stu pawed into 
the mesh and hauled him out—a six- 
pounder. 

“T’ve caught ’em bigger,” Stu grinned, 
holding him up. “I wasn’t worried.” 

“Then why were you biting your 
pipe?’ Jack needled. 

Stu said, “I was afraid I’d swallow it.” 

By the time I stowed my cameras, 
Jack had disappeared downstream. I 
went up, leaving Stu cleaning his trout. 
Soon I came to an abandoned logging 
camp, where trees had been felled and 
brush cleared. I pussyfooted along, 
hunting rainbows. 

Every 50 yards or so I’d spot one, 
and there must have been more under 
the banks and in brush. Some were in 
impossible hides, places you couldn’t 
work a fly so they'd see it. 

As I crept along, bending so low my 
nose touched the grass, I spotted a like- 
ly trout. He lay out from a curl of cur- 
rent, where the stream made a deep 
bend. Brush was heaped along one 
bank. I had a No. 4 White Marabou 
streamer on. Keeping low, I turned and 
made a false cast away from the 
stream. In this way I got line out with- 
out casting over my fish. When I had 
25 feet out, I pivoted and dropped the 
fly at the top of the pool. It came 
swinging down, its snowy wing danc- 
ing in the current. That ’bow rushed to 
meet it, then turned and followed. 

I twitched the fly, and the trout killed 
it. I set the hook. 

That rainbow went straight up- 
stream. The only reason he stopped at 
the head of the pool was that he ran 
out of water. Then he bolted down- 
stream, zipped along the bank, and 
jumped out into the brush. There was 
three or four pounds of hcpped-up rain- 
bow beating his scales off in the snags. 
Then my leader snapped. 

“You're lucky you didn’t land that 
one,” said a voice from the bank. “He 
might have bit you.” It was Stu, pipe 
still clenched in his teeth. 


t aston shaking as I tied on a six- 
pound-test tippet. Then Stu located 
another fish. This one was in a smooth 
run, perfect dry-fly water. I eased into 
casting position, and threw out a No. 
10 deer hair. It came bouncing down 
but the trout ignored it and I blamed 
the heavy tippet. I tried to get closer 
and spooked him. 

We went ‘bow hunting again. I out- 
distanced Stu and came to a beaver 
dam. One end was broken out, enough 
so fish could get through, but there was 
a broad, deep pool above. I peeked over 
the dam and saw a ‘bow lying on top, 
right in the center of the pool. He 
looked like a log except that his dorsal 
was out of water, waving like a flag. 

I know that such big fish like to 
chomp something sizable, and I'd al- 
ready hooked one on a No. 4 streamer. 
Even so, I’ve had so much luck with 
nymphs that I reached for my flybook 
and dug out a big one. It was a stone- 
fly imitation, one that Dan Bailey of 
Livingston, Montana, had given me. 

Crouching behind the dam, I crept up 
on the rainbow. He was still on top,

me, I rolled the nymph out and up- 
stream. When it reached the trout, he

| Struck, and the rod almost jumped out | 
| of my hand. That fish, fresh out of deep | 


Lake Superior, apparently forgot where | 
he was; he dived, bumped his nose on | 
bottom, and sent up a cloud of sand. | 
Then he came up and out, spraying | 
water. The commotion brought Stu | 
running. 

My rainbow was swimming in tight | 
circles, trying to decide what to do next. 
I jumped into the water, kept the pres- 
sure on, and tried to get above him. 
My plan was to keep him in the deep 
end of the pool. He uncoiled like a 
spring, flashed in the sunlight, and fell 
back with a slap. Stu was yelling and 
waving, and from the corner of my eye 
I saw him drop his trout and climb out 
on the dam. My ’bow really unwrapped 
then, and shot upstream right at me. I 
kicked and splashed to turn him back 
to deep water. It worked. Then he tried 
to go through the dam, but Stu booted 
him away. We kept that up for what 
seemed like hours, forcing the ’bow to 
jump rather than run. Finally his 
leaps wore him down, and gradually I 
worked him to a shallow bar. Horsing 
him close, I reached and collared him 
by the back of the neck. Easing my 
fingers around for a gill-plate grip, I 
pulled out my first Superior runner— 
eight pounds of muscle sheathed in 
silver. (See cover.) 

Time was running out, so Stu and I 
lugged our fish to the car. Soon Jack 
and Jim came up the road, lugging 
three fine rainbows. Jim had caught 
two with his casting rod, and Jack had 
taken one. Both had hooked and lost 
others. Theirs weighed 5%, 4%, and 
3144 pounds. Our combined take of five 
fish totaled nearly 30 pounds. 


Gpuck big fish from small water are a 
special challenge because odds are 


ing is difficult. You’ve got to stalk your 
fish, and get to him with a short line 
without flushing him. And once you've 
hooked him, the fun begins. Using fly 
tackle, you might—with luck—land one 
of three hooked. These power-packed 
"bows dig for brush, run like crazy, or 
jump clean out of the river. Sometimes, 
when they head downstream for Lake 
Superior, nothing can stop them. 

Real “steelhead’’ fishermen, like | 
young Jim Witz are practical. They use 
short, stiff rods, and a glob of salmon 
eggs. They ghost along the banks, dip- 
ping into pockets and holes. When they 
get a comer, they set the hook and haul 
him out in one motion. 

Jim wanted to clean the trout before | 
we started our return trip, so we all | 
went down to the stream. Stu, Jack, 
and I sat and watched Jim work. 

“Do you remember,” Jack began 
thoughtfully, “what I said earlier about 
that rainbow being a good omen?” 

“We didn’t find a pot of gold,” Stu | 
kidded.
